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John Mahley and galmnni a Shosmnia led the'assult assault. Many of the 
hundreds of better glanielinians, menancod and alarmed stood neutral; bt 
Bicknell stormed with his full fury against the folly of their condemnation 
and declared that if they were assassinated, he and Accountants would 
resign their commnis, sooner than be mixed up in the destruction of the 
Glandelininn cities and country that would remit . From the fury of pitknell 
ant Accountants tho ques tion wa was immediately put to the assembly. 
‘fave Violet and her sisters children of Abbisannia, Living in Angelinia, 
or Calverinia, guilty of aroson arson,, conspiracy, and spyingand attempt 
against the genoral safty of glandeliniat'' 

With a final. lot with not ono oxcoption the assembly ret urned an 
affinmtive answer, ani the final vote was taken. Three hundred and sicty 
one voted for death, two thousand for life imprisorment in the Kings 
prisompirosns at glandelinia, three thousand eighty six for detation 
detention, bansement, or conditional death, tut with a wish for the assemby 
asnombly to revise the sentonce. Some had voted for cricu crucifixion so 
sentence of denth was pronun pronounced. After a sitting which lasted for 
thirty seven hours thero was another struggle between the avacotes avocnten 

some of delay, and those { of instant execution, tit the avosates of 
instant death won, ani they were + o be executed with the massacre of pris 
oners which was going on 1 already though they had been granted a suspension 
of at least four houra to say what t o say pronotnce before they wre 
"'2xncuted.'' . 

Siecniery saw that it would bo absolutely impossible for yiolet and her 
aisters watched as thoy were to escapes or be rescued, ani no pasx pass or 
permitt that yohn Manley could give wold be of the emallest utility. You 
mist re remenber dear readers that though all apparently united against 

the vian Girls there was a nover ending struggle going on in the con 
vent jon between the various parties, ani the various leaders. John pmanley 
waa the chief of them, but cou corld gf egmerylwring a pase from hin, that 
pass would not be respected, for Manley had warned the nen that he will 
not give any passes, ani in case one cams to him, thoy will understand that 
it bad been wrung fran him, amt they are not t o respect it uniter any 
conditions. The trial and threatening exscution had at ,en least thr 

the good effect of mking the little girls pray without ceasing. Violet 
was passiomte, and ct the others tearful in their sorrow, and apprehen 

sion. Over and over again yiolot ant her siatarsimplored siegmery to 
save thom. There wore still many christians 4n yor ,,0rrm, and indiesd 
many of the Calverinians wore shocked andalienated by the violonse of the 
Glandelinian concen convention, and violet urged that Setymery mipht obtain 
some pass or ducment which would emble them to escape. Ho tried again ani 
again that sorrowful morning mut it ms ue u useless. All this vhilo 
the mssacre of the prisoners was horrible. ‘Glanielinia had indeed becom « 
@ merous nation. The very world- looked on amazed, ppalled at the act . 
Genoral eknell or Acccuntant ,ccountanta no matter what violet and her 
sisters Fad thought acout them were not any of the foolish butchers, ant 
wore christians in themselves, and openign openingly too, ani had undoubted 
ly strove their very bebest t o lesse lessen abuser , and tried to force 
the glandelinians unter them to return to the path of reform. Tt ws not 
their objext to shod blood this way by the massacre of prisoners , ard non 
costatants at that, ani there was no readiness to give my to their 
offection of the ,lanielinians, and which had allowed this awful massacre to 
mac march on its way without a check, and had been dn ;orma nt the time it 
ccmenced, they would have put it dom by main force though now the mobs 
were in such raging fury that it ws inpcssible to do anything now. It ms th 
the scores of thousande of victims, the nobles, the priests, the mins, the 
monks, Iny brothers, and the delicate ween and children, and cultured men 
who had reason to cavplain for it ms now picknells powerlessness to resist, 
which left the christians 4n Horm at the merey of their blood thirsty 
foes. Every day before this seccnd massacre the search of suspects had 
decane stricker, hundreds of christians in disguise being seized, ant throm 
into pri son, and this of courses had fu filled the prisons to overflow 
ing. All the massacres were going on in its fullest frenzy, and again 
sisgmery ms thinking of a plan to save the little girls, even if it be at 
the risk of his om life. Junt then he had thought of a pel plan. And 

said to ylolet ; 

*'I'm going to pren pretent that I’m an executionser too, ani though I may

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Biokiell and accountants -sametine before the trial ws resumed and they 
knew me despite my disguise right amy, but instead of denouncing me as 
I feared for they recognized me, they only congrulated me as being the friend 
of sone children they wished thenselvew to save, and so have given mo this 
plane Otherwise I world never have thought ot it. As for our plan 
Ido not believe those other exe exacutionesrs would recognize me, thaigh 
still it would be as wel well to avoid any riens risks whatgver of my 
soem failing, for then I would ovan disappoint the two good quandelinian 
gensrals, and even risk my life. but then T may havo to overcays the others 
as thoy t 1 told me for they may at any movent suspect mo and then I would 
be 4n' for it.

These Glandelinians are scoundrels and eneniiesn of nd, Bnd one « nat ion 
of mon who y regard as murdersrw morderers and asrussins, iat then: yet 
I could not think of killing them in cold bleod though they deservo 4t.But 
then we are risking everything by letting them liveso 7 intend to do same 
killing mysolf.

At tho sano time this ms happ ening the big ,byssinkilian forces under 
Meldon Herennio Aronmirg had marched +0 the point of-the city at the north 
east section, and far east of Buntes Lines.Whilethe ,byssinkilians was con 
centrating near this tom and strengothoning positions, and destroying tho 
bridges the gonoral in chief of the abyssinkildans came up followed by hundred 
lundreds of thousands of abyesinkilians undor ,oncentinian Aronturg.

Even now the nearest of all the new ly 
arived Abyssinkilian divisions wore already dn actionvith their fresh 
batteries, and on the right of goncentinian ,ronburgs lino the battle raped 
with sanguinary fury and 4& long ris e of graind on the right was taken and 
retaken over and over again with fearful loss es to both s ides. Thirty 
se on divisions of glandclinians seperated into s different columns had 
syopt forward four Panes in a similtanesais line to carry that rise of 
ground, bi but in vain, thoir line four tives was torn ¢ o fragnonts and 
shot to nieces, and the fields for miles was fairly c cumborod with their 
om dead and wounded. Hundreds of corpses, bloody clothing, and bloody ban 
dages wore +o be soon in evory direction. Aroind where concentinain 
Aronlurg was standing obsp ober observing the scens bullets were whistling 
and picking his men by the hundred. A few distant houses had caught’ fire fron 
fron the oxnloding shells and the flames were spreading rapidly. Comcont inan

capturing seven hundred and seventy guns of general casevs divisions, 
which had retired to assontauto crossroads, who also brought up his main 
divisions this happening on the AeBeand C. railroad tut the proups support 
of general Archibald who also brought up his min divisions, the ,landelinians 
were cheated of their succoss, and #0 dreadful was the stand or desperate 
also that in the midst of the fearful carnage general sherlock Ho, yolms 
the able Glandelinian general was severely wounded ani borne from the field 
of blooiy battle. However a part of the christian linewas still broken, and:

The assailants were soon forced to retire, Hanoans forces being available and

How the little girls hearts did bent as the glandelinian 
Qlandelinians came within plain’ sight .The little girls thought the columns 
in gray wore something dreadfule Despite the heavy fare the gray lines 

pushed on steadily, but slowly and a portion of the glandelinian wave came 
upon the christians under Brooklinia first, and in this direction it being 
on their right, Violet and her sisters could hear a fresh outburst of firing 
and violet sending one of her sisters to inquire what it was learned

This was their only experience thos during this four hours part of the 
conflict that morning. Two houra later the enomy res uned tho battle 

with redoubled fury and annihilated the whole right wing of the christian 
army under Bunte and drovethe remainder of the forco back in the most dis 
asterous defeat of the whole war entire ly the christian batteries being 
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captured all the gunmers being disabled, ani genora 1s Danisl 5 Parring 
was killed and general Henry Saunders Hedan was dangorously woinded, having 
two shaté shattered legs and a broken arm and fractured ribs. During this 
part of the conflict the shells flying through the air looked like a sea of 
blackbirds a striking against each others The whole christian right was in 
full possession of the enemy, and big forces wee wore bending forward in 
extending linss to strike Buntes rear. Surely as a flash of lightning his 
whole army was threntened with disaster and a stinging spanking in the 
bargin. His losses was fearful. Even the most massive Abyssinkilian and 
concentinian columns were as a reed before the whirlwind as the enemy cama 
forward with all spood possible oarrylng all hefors them. At this 
point there were u muaber of Angolinian divisions just coming up who had 
parks of Parrot guns and thes e wore trnined upon the enemy and when open 
ing fire ¢ ore frightful avemes through thoir onrushing lines.

between fires. The firing extended along this now christinn line now in 
general fury and: the enemys main line was torn and ripped through and through 
like a siv sieve.The way the belching cannon mowed the onsumy down was extre 
mely frightful, and yiolet and her sisters who wers watching this scene 
had « narrow escape when a line of shells right near them in front exploded 
Bun similtaneously sending fraguents whistling about thom and they wore 
hard of hearing for several hours. Other cannons were brought upoto check 
the enemys victorous advance along the right, but the advencing glandelinian 
batteries were also plnying rapidly in front and the shot and shall fell 
all around mking the scone a regular r roaring hell of explosions. General 
Knickorbocker rushed up to hie aiding general at this time as he cried; 
'*General keep your men close under the ban’ and don't fire untill the 
enemy are well within range.We wi 11 win if you follow this sdvise.'! 

On came the glanielinians, jumping behind + rees, fencos, or into 
trenchos. Shell were exploding above the christian trenches scattering their 
pieces around Violet and her. sisters who wore watching the battle at a distin 
distance, .and then Joice and Angeline wsre screaming and shrivking as the 
foe came nearer, begging t he f men to hold the foe back and protect them, 

and the little girls running between the sholls were safe fron being struck. 
As Joice was nearer to a line of trenches a mortar shell exploded ripht in 
front, and to avoid the flying fragnents she threw hersolf flat upen the 

grou d ground. The works were struck hundreds of times by tho shelis which 
killed and wounded many hundreds .A minnie ball pas sed through poor Jennis 
Jennies }mir and ledged ina hair near ina tree near by. The parrot guns 
of the onsy were dreaded because as‘ their boom was heard the balla or shols 
sholls were crashing down upon the me May Many narrow escapes the yivian 
Girls had had the minnie’ balls whizzed by in a most furious conne: picking 
the men by the lundreds. The glandelinian leaders were making the effort s 
of their lives to force these pos tions which boarded a long creek for 

the distance of nearly ten miles. The men felt bitterly tward the wicked 
Glandolinians sinco the wounding of poor violet, and were determined that 
the positions should not be taken under any conditions, and never dreamed that 
such a thing as a retreat was thought of. The men had tearful eyes feeling 
that they would gladly give thei: lifes blood on the battlefiezd for 
revenge £ of the treatement of yiolet and hor sisters by the glanielinians 
s0 dear to the me At length the bright shining bayonats, sabres and pikes 

of the might y host approaching tward the works came into view, through the 
thick hazo of smoke from the christian cannon, but wero met by a fire that 
mowed them down by the thousand all along t he line . T he bold stand 

mda by the divisions under their various general officers staggored 

the enemy, and part of the assaulting line retired with ten of their generals

with hine Seaing this occurance general piarwe 11 and Federal freutrated the 
counter advance of the Angelininns and in the struggle that ensued with ta to n 
tenfold fury, general Fdarwell and Federal were driven back and genoral. 
Contenpporrian was compelled to bring hia most massive batteries to bear on 
the advancing christ dans. ; 
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Genoral Federal in the meantixe having brought up his main foreo de 
termined to resume the offensive despite the hazardiousness of the idon and 
resolved to strike out by hia left in the direction of mintes main cavarly 
divisions, with the idea that the Angolinian army night be forced to abandon 
the creek in defense of the cavarly divisions, threatened by thia move, and 
so put an end to the counter rush of the remtlsive christian forces pushing 
on against Fairwell. Fedoral of his wholo force had about 500,564 men and 
more were oaning to his aid. Gontemptarensously with Buntes oporations tho 
Abyasinkilian surthorities had been organizing many large and strong .

Hundreds of baggard wean with dishsleved hard, with frightened children olinging 
to them, with thejr clothing in tatters and half naked who said they wers survivors 
of the horror in orm Catherine Were osep oscorted to the nearest christian lines 
by a posse of christian soldiers. “he fugitives came into the towns after socaping 
the foe on some pereued pagsa pastenger train. wo sooner had thoy deccented conte 
the platform of the station than they were surrounded by a crow! of compasalomte 
Angelinian soldfors, which after asking them a fow questions and giving thea som 
better clothing and food and provisions marched thea northwest along the railroad 
tracks to ths outskirts and told to go straight ahead and they would come upon the 
lines of christians under general Dargor. qeen last soon these satches of fi fugity 
fugitives were truding in tho direction of general pargers christian army which they 
did reach saftily. 

Your score other fugitives women and children zho had escaped most miraculously

the main trouble with us Angolindans and the rebels started outside tho sity, 

I bad been spying arcund the fortroreces, and the glandolinian officials had been 
nor notified that spigs had been within their lines, and that through the cause of 
the spies mmbers of Jandolinian cavarly troops had been ambushed About eight miles 

out from carbanndalef and genordl Purgatorian notified general Purreggatorian 
who bad the whole region combed for the suspected spies, and I ronlized y wma in 
danger and decdced to mike my escape as soon as possible. T had never succceded in 
entering any of the fortresses. shortly after I bad partly left the foe lines with 
a yarty of friends we f found ourselves persuod and wore foraad to sh seek the 
shelter of a deep ravine. Presently afterwards “landelindan soldiers began to 
gather around tho ravine, and sone fierce sheeting begane 
we all protected oursslves behind tall rocks, and quickly forned 


trenches and got through the night without any serious vasualtiess 


. Shortly after 6.?.M. wo found oursslves st411 surrcundod and the 
Janiolinians started firing again, and one of-our comrades who no doubt may have been 
& freddy “ont raa up the white flag of truce. qo think of us surrendering to the 
onomies of god. It 40 mortifying. I struok the muy dom and took the truce flag 
away fron and Iurled at it at one of the nearest glandelininns who had started 
to sorea carauble down into the ravins, and who had demanded of us to march out in 
Single 248, tut we knew the savagery of the foe and would not surrandsr, gnd go 
eah each of us Iied side by side, and gave the besiegersa a hot rocaption. here were at 
least one lundred and fifty us us nati nationals and probably nearly a thousand 
of the Angelinian retels. 
then the arrangemnte were completed for a finn stant we fourd that the 
desiogers wero recoiling, and being fired on from somewhere, and then om of our leader 
sleaders who had mounted the top ordored us to spring out of the ravine and mrch 
up tho road in the diraction of a large christian encampment seen not far awaye 
geoing that rescue was at hand aa the foe iid been attacked by a party of 
Ange linian oayarly we obeyed, and aa we reuchod a radleay switch just woot of the 
raving, it wes seen that the pando linians heavily outmimbering thie their 
attackers had rallied and was presadag en, and one of our comrades whom the enany 
Seoned to hate the most, and whom thay scemad te feel more strongly against’ for some 
reason pr other wis ahote A little further on one of the Angolinians called? : 
phe “landelinians are approaching egain. ths cavorly was beaten. Ve will hare to 
make a dash for it now or we will bo annihdlatedes.!! 
just then a yell cam frou the enemy and their leaders shouted as they fired 
upon us} 

* "Let's go and clean the christian dogs, the sean scabs of Angolinia'® and 
firing as best as we could wo all started to run w® Tan past an old abandoned powsr 
house, thraigh a wooded-country to a point about one milo in where a Jong terbed 
wire fence stopped uze he rebels worse in hot persuit of ue and still yolliny and 
firing. while ny comradhs were tearing down or tying trying to olinb over there 
as a reguisy fussdlade of shots fram tho qlandelinian persuers, after which only 
six of us remdneds he remiindor of us werd were then captured and overpowored, ard 
some of the glandelinians tied ropes around our micks and we were ordered aurtly to 
march ahead and be quick about it. 

v were compelled to march to a point near one of the outside cemetertes of

Sheets were then thrown over them and the doors were opened to the thousands of 
women and other refugees which surrounded the buildings. yen, old, men, and women 
with babies in their arms and children clinging to them in grief and terror, 
mmarohsd past the bodies without recognizing any one as their friends orvrolatives 
for hours during which tiso flies and other insects began to gather, and it was 
not long before ths faces and other sections which were badly out were covered back 
with the insects. Awong the effects of the dead men were found part of an honerable 
discharge fron the amy of a man for old age by the name of parrel. 5t411 another 
discharged soldier bore the nane of jJemsin who ms to be disclarged two weks after 
because of a defect in his right arm eusp sustained from a wound recieved ina : 
ma e@ recent battle . A third was marked G.C. WalWadlen Company C. yirst Infantry. 
£11 of these dead bodies having no relatives or friends among any number of the 
refugees were then removed to bs buried. Practically no marka of identification 
was found on the clothing of any of tho killad spies and it was 42 possible to 
identify then as all the reeords of their spying companies wre were destroyed 
by the glanjelinians.

Through the night we léved and foagnt through 
Sn inferno < All night long a storm of bullets frouv probably hundreds of thousands 
of rifles rained upon ue like # blissard, ard it being added by shot and ckell, 
and grape and canister, and ho high-oxpl s4ves we sew our aholtor going to pisces 
aimite by minute and we were losing our comrades by the wholesale. All of us 
shoul sought shelter ac best as we oculd and returned a heavy fire . Pod

thé possession of the Angelinian yatiomin and we were becoaing exhausted in our 
ammnitions “nd the shell fire of the besiogers was becoming dominatinge 

About _unrise with nearly the whole tom burning and tho wooded country 
outedde of it and fhe river damned up with wreckage and all our water suppliss 
blockaded we put up a white flage _he' Angelinian yationale then poured in and we 
surrendered our arms glad it was overe ; 
Up to this time not one of us in our three regiments had been injured that I 
know of, Although I understand from reports 7 heard an acc unaccountable mimbervof 
the besdegers had been shot, either killed or woundede rhe Angelinians spread 
around quickly and forced ua to march out of the town in groups of three or six. 
The greet numbers of wen this captured were then rushed off in dife f different 
directions tward the christian linese gome of them tried to run or escape or 
fight their captors with fists and kick the Angolinians and the like but they wore 
shot dow as fast as they made any of these kind of atteupts. One Angelinian officer 
agked who were the michine gun operators of the town which had been captured after 
bodug burned downe Sone ono was forced to point h then out and he was shot in his 
trecke by soe ,of the enraged Abyasinkilians, their bodies being Jadd over tho 
machine guns. hay then took f4ye wen with me took o us out on a road ,and we seeing 
things protty dear though wo had a g o good chance to escape and tried to run for 
ite We van like deer but hundreds of bullots followed after us amid angry cries and 
yells from the xationals. wo staggered on, but finally three of our group fell, 
pulling the others down with us. here wore several bullet holes in me alroadt 
alreadye Thig gave a good sign dindeod that to escape the obristians was utterly 
impossible. hsy know how to shoot I tell yous 7 lay there while purple coated men 
cams up and Tirod more shots after some others still trying to get away and also 
brought them dom. hen there was the roar of some great explosion which shook the 
earth and everything to me went black. I woke up later and finding myself helpless 
begged for water but thoro wos not any, 7 romember dragging myself along the road 
jhidden from my persuers by high grass and weeds, but 7 don't know how managed 
to escape detection. n & number of Angelinians finally found us, thoy being a 
body of cavarly and they brought us to one of their hospitals. one of them said; 

"'gee what you get after surrendering, and then try to break awnyo Hope 
this Joarned you a lessons We Angelinians are dangerous to qraitors to gode 0 
take heed noxt tine and do got do anything rash or you will get it some more.'’ 

“phe story of this landelinian officer was confirmed by another ,lanielinijan 
officer gol onel 8.P. Whilliamsonia, and yieutersnt ,ames greenburg, two of the men 
among the rebel officers who had tried to make the same desperate break with hia, 
and who could thank their lucky stars they were still alive. The other three among 
them who made the same fool hardy attempt to encape the Angelinians are deade 

These wore oi the six found by the Angelinijan associated Press correspondent 
that fatal morning, to whom he tried to tako water, only to be refused permission 
by Angelinian officers to bring any, he being told that the Angelinian orderlies 
are the ones who attended to the wounded rebels. 
general Fea K. ,orrisonta a young general in the attd attacking besieging 
forces told the war correspondent that the attack had been spontansous, and that 
when the large hosta of christians went to the town to besiogn and attack ‘ 
they did not really < stop to think of tho horrible blood shed which would follow. 
He was wounded carly in the fighte. 
'"'T was on my way to the tom of garbonndaler which was the one attacked, 
with my division, when I met a gang of Angelinian officers of a different 
coluun. They said they were on their way to run out of the town all the Rebel 
Angeldnians. I joined them with my division having the sane purpose, and other 
divisions with their generals kept joining us untill there mi mst have been about 
five tundred thousand of us. yost of us all had rifles and bayonets and great big 
seige and mohins guns and other cannons, and those who did not have rifles or arms 
soon got theirs from supply stations. ghen we got to the town in the early 
afternoon we spread out forces around it. We had not any real good leader as general 
green purg caunders the min commander to-lmve taken charge of the seige did not 
Sppear on duty for scme reason or other. pvery generals besides mysolf fond it 
necessary to work for myself. It was just one big army out to drive out of the tom 
the glandelinians who were so reckless as to unheed general yunsions warning and 
oocupy the town undor aur very noses. I an not sure who fired the first shot in 
that dreadful battle of carbondalor but after it was fired there was 4 roal war 
of the worlds and it eas the first general battle of the rebellion I had sver been 
engaged in and ] was almost mde deaf when the cannons along our lines of seige let go 
with an earsplitting roar that almost shook u us off our feet and we saw the streans 
of sholle go tearing through the town with the fury of a’ destructive tornado. _ hen 
I realized what war really was as it was my first battle. 16 firing becaus worse &5 
our mijn line of infantry joined ant the foe responded with artillery and firearns 


nd finally as ths firig grew very intense it k kept u: for hours insesa incessantly, 
and our men wore dropping like flies. It was worse jet when the foo easaulted us 
desperately. “hey cut through our besieging lines like «a hay mow several tinas ‘ 
wut vere always beaten back and shot down like ga grasx grass cut bh by a lawn mow. 
late in the evening when many of the towns houses wore already shattered or on fire 
the ohristdan troops led m by me,and other generals made a fierce assault upon the 


- foes position outside the town. “hey gave us fearful rosivtance fairly cutting our 


colums to pieces bit we won theheights and sailents and drove the foe from them 

and into the town but at a fearful horrible cost of men and officers. ao I mounted 
one of the sailants and my troops surged over in the faco of a withoring fire I 

was o shot in the arm. phe wound waa not serious, and y contimod on to lead my men 

, Gnd when the attack was finally over the soveral of my gonorale made me go and havo 
wy wounds dressed and I had to go to the Angelininn hospital in e car as it was 
dangsrous to try it on horseback through that ten mile long inferno of battle. 

One & newspaper reporter saw six Angelindan prisoners taken in the battle tied together 
and horribly mangled by bullets and clubbed rifles, stretohed out o in & field near a 
erogs road un.er the o. scorohing July gun. Kundreds of the fiorce and wioked 
Glandelinians stood by and laughed. One of the wounded Angelinian a Angolinians 
reised-a face covered withmud and blood cloths and moaned; 

t'por god's sake give me some water,to drink.'’ 

phe Glandelinians laughode A young ,lardolinian officer who was a lieutenant and who 
wore & uniform fit to kill a king carrying his sabre unshonthed walked to his aide. 
Ho looked down with a sneer on his lips and stamped his foot on his cha ch chest and 
kicked him in the mouthe ' ’ 

"'Z'1] aoe you dirty christian dogs in holl.first.''He growled. ‘ 
''Please boys.''Hs pleaded to the laughing ,landelinians.' Give ue a drink of water." 
The @lanielinians yursed. Tho reporter in the upifors of a rebel ran to an ood abandoacd 
farm house and returned with water. A score of lanielinians led by a sergeant ran 
forward to meet hi him the sorgeant brandishing his o b sabra, and the others with 
leveled rifles. : ‘ 

*'ieave him alonee''They commanded.''He does not need any xater.'! 


phis terrible and horrible bh b battle had started on a Wednesday when two Angelinien 
officers were killed. Thon after the surrender of the small town through tho kaadquart 
ers of the «ain christdan general in vh ohagreof the attackers a truce was efectsd 
whersby the Angelinians were to withx withdrew to their orn lines with the under 
standing that the rebel prisoners were to be marched to the internet camps ds 


wor ning. 
abe yer everything had not been so peaceful in tha worning, for early inthe morning 
“wost of the ,landelinians out of one of the fortresses nosrect cerbondaler inflaned 
with liquir of moonshine and desiring to retake the town and drive back the christians 
stormed the tent encampmonta onthe outskirts of the christian position there the ° 


: Ange lindans had been sleeping. hey however found no one there and burned the tonto. 


Skrotly after daybf break the qlandelinians who had kept up intersittent sniping 
through the night opened with a terrific volley of cannons and rifles along a line 
of tattle for ten niles and a balf, and followed it by sharging the christian 
position. The charge ms led by goneral Pracania. pho defenders without raising 
their heads atormed the foe 1 lines with rifle cannon and machine gunsand rot then 
with the bayonet. pheir fire galled the glandelinian attacking waves ani torn their 
coluans asunder but the attacking army in good formation closed thoir ehattercd lines 

and went' ‘Over the top'® of the christian eupaikeents and rushed in on the long wall 
of Angelindan soldiers and closec with them. *ha battle raged for three heurs that 
morning and the foe managed to capture the position ard poured volleys into a coluan 
of ehristian ca: y coming up at a dash, killing nis thousand wen ard wounding 
sixty thousand. uproar was terrific and the smoke of conflict ms so thick that 
nothing could be sean by it. Though the ascault wns finally repulsed with dreadful 
loss to the enemy the enemy during the attack had however managed to got their 
in engineering sorps to dym dynimate two lines of christian batteries, threw 
charges of explosdioves into the Angelinian rifle pite, set fare to many christian 
encampmonts of tente and outhouses, razed ono of the gonsrals haadquartors to the 
ground, and fired a mile long otring of frieght cars on a side track loaded with 
amaunition causing a c long line of explosions loud ani deafening ani the reports 
were as frequwnt as rifle shots from thousands of men firing in a clattering roars 

hen the death retreat etarted as the christians counter charging drove all tofore 
t cutting down the foe in frightful mimbers and sonding then flying bask to‘ their 
own positions and mseing a death dealing artillery fire upon them se they rane / 

he Qngelinian infantry pressed on and carried a position of the foe and hold it, 
The plandelinians who had captures prisoners during the attack , during tha retreat 
jabbed the m with the butts of moketaor bayonets, and struck thom with pistol 
butts to make them mrry faster.

C FUGITIVE ANCELINIAN REFUGEES TELL OF BATTLE AMBUSH THEY WITNESSED 
AT DISTANCE DURING BEGINNING OF BATTIZ OF CARBONDALERT? 


The first eyswitnssy story of the opening of the battle of Carbo ndaler at the southe 
western soction of ivian wickey,:on Wednesday night and Thursday worning July 
was related to géneral Hanson yivian imself who at the tine was planning @ 
drive for Galverine especially by one of the men fugitives who had esoaped from 
gue Galio and on his way to yansions lines had seen the beginning of the dreadful 
ttle in which over thirty mdilion christians had been engaged in which 10,000,060 
besieged tha ons million in the town. ‘hey escaped the hail storm of Wille ts ani 
exp ,exploding shrapnall and other bombs by keeping out of the location of the 
raging battle, and after miking their way to jpenedons lines escapad on a train 
on the Ma-qollester and fendonia pines. (hey were found in a hotel near Hansons 
lines a wekk Jater and boing known as refugees wers brought to his lines. 
obvious reasons at Hansons orders their names were withheld. One of them even a 
little girl sadd exitediy:: 


**Z eaw the terrible when when the enemy ambushed the christian troops on the 

road and also frua a distance the taken of the town and the enemy it it after 
wore bloodier fighting. yut Thursday morning the shortest but bloodest part of 
the battle I left the region of Carbondaler-to meet a group of my friends rho were 
aking their way to goneral lensions army. wien we stopped off a train ant were 
anoompeavsed by Angelinian guards were were astonished at the terrific roar of the 
Mornings battlo. My companion and my friends took our guards and friends of the 
pationals to threo waiting wagons which had been left about five blocks from the 
radiroad station. The wagons were driven by Angolindan soldjere who had been 
Recoxpanied frou the train by a troops of Angelinian soldiers. We started for ths 
wain christian lines sti11 more surprised in the way the battles noise was increasing 
Bo rapidly ani fairly shaking the ground, the other wagons proceeding ours for o 
distance of about a mile. The sky was hazy white from smoke probably coming from 
rifles and cannon in the battle. We started for the christian lines but owing to 
kad roads and being fourced to mke detours on account of the battle being too near 
us our Pp rogrees wos slow, and soveral tines the little trai train of coversd 
wagons were halted while we got them out of wagon holes. Eight miles from Carkondaler 
we happensd to run into 4 certain section of the battle f4eld before wa knew it 
ard were ambushed by Glandelinians a part of which was no doubt assaulting ths 
main christinn line along the battle front. rhe rebel troops two xolums of thes 
subu he exbushed us as we rounded a sharp curve in the road. ‘ust after the wagons 
had rounded the curve an! before they were quite out of sight “a great nob of 
Srmdglandelinian troops leaped from bushes ani rocks fr m beside the roade 
eh wers between two hundred and one hundred and seventy five gendarmes and 

ttalions combined soach armed with rifles with bayonets fixed. “hey with wild 
yells surged up to ths middle of the road and opened fire in both-dire tions, 
pouring a rain of bullets into the rear of the wagons and the front of the wagon 
in the van. the shooting contimed for several minites to which the HAngelinians 
in the wegons and outside tham responded fiercely, more than a 100,000shots having been 
fired wildly mbing a deafening confusion of sounda. when the driver of the front 
Wagon tried to turn they discovered t it had been struck by many bullets and thet 


the two horses were wounded and could not walk a few fect and finally dropped, 

struggled a few mimtes and lay still. We were forced to aba ndon it with the 

aaa Soldiers and started back for the christian lines in another direction 
Oe 

After walking about two and o milf wiles with the escaped colmm of Angelinim 

troops who ied repuleed the attackers in the aubush some of the soldiers hired 

& Woy of & farm to take th us on tward the christian lines. 


As wo efiored a portion of the battle rah i again and thinking it was 
further than usual as the sound was more distant but more lively and as we stopped 
at a farm house and ordered some one to give the soldiers a drink of milk there 
cam in the distanmse 9 terrific explosion which feirly shook ua off our feet fran 
tha shock and viberatdon. Jinally wevreached the region of Oarbondaler akout noon 
three hours after the antukh we escaped. Ona of the soldiers televhonedyto general 
Wansion at the city or christian lines near the oity tc general Hansen _irian, 
Near Shoeanm, and his brother at Abbieann. Cemral pobert yivian at Abbdieann 
Yeplied he could not come or send armies from Abbiesann as ho tdasei? was confronted 
by a wast rebel army under hia Traitors and wicked aon who had desorted him and god, 
wut that if possible if general Mansion could wait long enough general Hansen oe 
could sent armies or bring thom one or tho other. Ho himself premished-te go and 
see Wineion alone but he failed as the battle of Abbieann stopped him. genoral 
wWersion hiseelf arived near Carbondaler within yas rapes the marneaee tess ae 
» eovered wagons loads of aray officers ani men and prov . 
Pee ae While t was awaiting the arival of the main Christian general 
I and many others mde every possible effort to get medical aid to go to the acene 
of the bo bloody battle bit atrange to say no doctor was able to respond to our 
pleas ag they had ncre to attend to from slsenhere than they could. At lant a largo 
ramber of -soldfers premished to help us get army azbulances and wmgones. I also notifod 
the C1 palverinian ,urthorities that's terriv/e terrl terrible mauber cf Angolindan 
Boldiers had been nitled in the battlee when gencral wansion hin elf arived I got 
into his @ carriage to direct hin to tho scans of the a battle. On cur way out 
there however we wore stopped by some Calvorinian guard who told genoral pansion 
4t was sucide to go near tha scene of the kattle. Genoral Mansion not wishing to 
weet with a fatal adventure and placevhis army in a paralised condition fros the 
less of a gomral refused that day to go outedde his own linss,amt turasd around 
nd returod to his min encampmants. .He asserted he wae not going to go beyond 
his lines without ordero from general Hanson ivians when we got hack to the main 
4 hristian lines gemral yansion asked me to Kee one of my wagon? dnd we stoped in 
front of his headquartersand were told therd that five of the Angelinian offieers 
probably generals had been Wiled in the tattle. I then vent with tro soldiers to 
the Base yospital aml found gersral yorrisonia and svlonel sorden uedileenna, and 
pobert ringdowia 411 who had been wounded in tha battle of Carbonddlere 
Then 7 atarted in serch of my aister ih intending to return to 
ths town of Carbondaler if it ec safe. I ws stopped by a deputy general who 
wanted to know what I had done withimy gone as I did not have it with me.I assured 
him that I did not need to carry any gun,--that my gun had been left bohind et 
Mansions headquarters at the request of tho general. While we wore talking another 
sofiler who had escaped the ambish walked up. phe officer imediately thinking ve 
were sus sus suspicious characters Sawdiately put us uder arrest. He took us 
to one of the tents and there we were loaded into a wagon wh in wich were two more 
Angelinian officers and sixteen soldiers. — drove us to tha Base pre sospital 
where they tried to interview ceneral yorrisonia. while thro they wore joined by 
miny christian commnders. All these held a long consulation and egain atteupted 
to got m to aduit that 1 had willfully neglected to bring my rifle. at this moment 
gomere] wanedon appeared and he immediately ordered our release. I then went to 
the road where 7 Imd left the wegon intending to seo to it that the injured soldiers 
were removed to the christian lings but y was told that the injured had been brough’ 
in t ond that they wera still being brought in and seemed to not stop cami ngo 
I then called up goneral yansion and told him that the battle had 
raged alinight anda certian ra part of the morning. He aeked m3 to notify him 12 oe 
there was any signs of the tattle being resumed and esked me to urge the other gem 
to concentrate theirasmin forces right away. Then while y wis f doing thie I 
encountersda sob of ,lanielinian prigoners’ al) Me-qoliestininns being brought te 
the Ind Inetily ere cted internment campse. pimlly three Angslinia soldiers in 
chatgo of the batch of prisomsra called to me and wy companions. ,my offored me 
someti x somthing to uy liking af 1 wouldhelp them to escort the scowling 
rebel prisoners to the internment camps. We teld them that oe already had a lg 
to carry at and that if we lad the opportunity later on we could secprt help then 
to escort the other prisonerscwho had beenceaptured, especially as wo wen uncer 
orders to gt as miny of the injuree as posedible and eo we did so. Yhen a trein 
pulled in ani the wounded we found were loaded upon it we ourselves clinbed abore 
aveard. ,oms Angelinians not Inving recognized me as yet were not sure if vo erie 
on the square and they followed us untill we got off the train heres _ien they qu 
following us and we slipped into the building and got this hotel. 


Fer companion~confirmed that portion of the story in which he was eoncorned , 
inelnding the attack upon the smill wagon train during the battle, end the retura 
and the esctye, adding that while he was in the wagos and the other guard aie ha vor 
drivers esat he had been approached by an officar who warned hia to take another rord 
and not go through ths battle region. Both ant all wre shaken when told of the 
massacre recently happening in (Orme. Cathorinse

Half «a dozen wounded christian generaln, somev of them 1\: on death-be: 
fatal thursday night gave an Associated Press of Abbieannia eareeercuuat coms vetegss 
actual eye witners accouts of the Carbondaler battle that wo wednesday afternoon » nigh 
night, and Thursday morning which omised dozens of divisions be be descimimted with 
their losses when as said before 10,000,000 fierce Aby A bbieandans attacked and 
so surrounded the town which Ind beon in the perseession of one million 
M6~,ollsst injans. 

The substance of the statexsnta by the wounded generals who had been among the 
beadogers was that not a few aacaped during the bloody fighting and that the muber 
of killed were killed eo freuqntly ac if they had been shot down by the wholesale in 
the cold blood. It wae stated that nome glandelinian prisoners had been shot down in ‘ 
Gold blood but that the Angelinian officers tad stopped this before it becazs genernoe 
gensraleNo ons could contradict these oliaus. Many of the Angelinian officers however 
bad absolved those among the an a Angelinians who had committed maseacre of 
qlandelinian prisonera had absolved them fron blams saying that the ones repons 
Fesponsible were the glandelinians who kad aroused the Abbieanndans to the extrane 
bh by thedr cruel atrocities in worms Catherine and Julio Callio. 
General Roy puganna, © officer who had inlested in the army at Pardora 
gave tho ncst vivid account of the fight. wis story was related as he toossd in 
pein from half « dozen bullet holes through his body and from a shell torn aidee 
‘'I was sont down thoro vith the army and with my division by general 
yersdon.''He said. I had no idea of what I was running into, though I didhear that 
tha rebels knowing of goneral Mansions advance on ,dyian wickey was aroused and 
G@ppeared dangerous. I don't however blamy the Ange { inions for attacking like they 
did for the qlardelinians had been seeming to uso us as dupes to keep their om 
comrades fron suspicion. My divis fon at the tine had not been arsed but wo were 
811 given arus whon we arived to within two miles of the town of Carbondaler, 
and when wo did arived moat of the other forces had already come up, machine guns 
wero being placed into position and 7 noticed the forces were surrounding the town 
and preparing to fire upon the rebels. At parts were encampments wore set up strong 
forces of guards were placed follows sent mostly by the Gemini Agencies. I under~ 
atood general Mansion had sent us warnings to be cautious in our movements as a 
fierce conflict was impending. Our generals never got any of these warnings as dar 
as I kn-w but perhaps our main commander did as ho acted very cautious and placod 
at every point at whore the foe most likely would counter attack great lines of 
heavy artillery and machine gins. when we saw the christian troops of other divigdozs 
then approaching and start concentrating we at first did not know wt d to doe _ut 
our general at the moment came up and deploying my division intoe three brigades 
had me march them into positions by a roadeide. Our artillery men prepared to shell 
end storm the town but most of us infantry mon wanted to charge and rush tho foée 
Through the night while the battle raged furiously after starting late 
on Wednesday afternoon the enamy rained millots and grape and canister upon up 
us frombhouse tops and their sadlents outadde the town, and we gave them in returs 
shot, shell, shrapnell, high explosives, dywinate and grape canister, chadn 
shot, and @ perfect storm of willets and rifle battles. Several times the glanielinians 
driven desperate , made trexendous charges upon our lines and though during the 
aseaults they did carry portions of our positions ani force us to recoil and seek 
what shelter we could fron thadr werciless fire, wo nevertheless would counter 
pielodg and drive them back with heavy lossos. At times we were unable to see then 
oe the nights bloody conflict, and so fierce was the flash of shelle and cannon 
Qn great explosions that 4t tippeared like flashes of lightning during a thunder- 
storm only that the flashes of shells was red or blue. 
Ge yale ee sien the battle beam more general the firing grew intense but most of 
ae rade oted by. mtural positions we had secured did not suffer as heavy losses 
acces arciees @id just then. then our.

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supplies in fright frieght cars and provision wegons were seized by cur conrndsse 
the enemy wre withat water and fooof foode About gunrun Sun piso the fos as we 
sew aspscfally in the town with the hundreds of buildings burning and their strects 
cove covered with fallen charged us once more, and then when their chargingline 
was destroyed and the resainder on in the town saw it fruithlees to csontime 
fighting their min leadera put up a white flag. Cur forces then poured ix and we 
took an iwnense force of plandolinians as prisoners and captured the tow ani all 
the foo works. Up to this time not ons of our officers hud eveb even been injured 
that r know off, although I understand that our losces in pro privates had beon 
umuaually heavy. Wo bad spread around the tom q udckly that afternoon of Wednesday, 
and miny of the Anzgelinians who had secured prisoxera tied thom together in group2 
of three and eix and made thes march to the encampronts. he wany smares of 
prisoners as I saw were rushed off tward the rear but wany of them either foolish 
or too desperate to think of anything sonsivle tried to trenk amy or run for tgeir 
Zrocdom wut they were shot down ao fast as they trisd to make a break. One 
Angelinian officer aaked a prisoner how michine guns the ansay had in thoir possess 
fon cutside of thes tom, and as he refused to give any answer some enraged Angelinies 
soldier shot hia dead and thre w him down over one of their own cannons and wheeled 
him into the canpss - 
a wuard and sevora! ren wre in charge of about five to soven Giandslinian 
prisoners to within 4 fow yards from me. suddenly I was surprised to cee theze 
very @landelinian prisoners suddenly set upon the guards kwook them down seiso 
their gins, fire at som of the Angolinians and start ru to run. ,ok soon hundreds 
of the angelinian soldiers opened fire at the rebel fugitives. A couple were shot 
down wut the rest continued to staggor on one halting to firo but Zinally he ani 
three others fll with several bullet holes in their bodies. fhe remaj-uder of the 
fools then seoing it was hopeless to get acay su surromiered.

the battle, or blown to pieces by sholl fire and other explosions. Scores of miles 
of railroad cara wither frieght or passengor, , wiildings of other places many 
railroad stations, and tens of millions of doldrs wre wortn worth of property were 
destroyed y ky fire cr explosions, and dynianted ao that bloody battls closed with 
@ brilliant christinn victory befure eleven o-clock Thursday Morning, euid the 
hilarious whoops of many wdJjdons of Angelinians ani the adniring plad plaudits of 
refuges wowen and children. verything was being wrecked so that the foe who had 
been dn possession could not™amke use of it in case during soxe other violent 
battle they may recover sose of the lost sections outside of vivian qickey. 


gut reports that following night from Carbondalor from which the many deadly 
Qssaulta had been directed indicated that order for n tine was setting in and that 
no firing or explosions were further heard though the vesiogers were concontrating 
and some fires wore etill wurning. worn by eighteen hours of violent and sanguivary 
fighting the millions of victora had stacked their aras, though within eacy 
reaching distances. Gonsral Frank gunter returning to Pandora from _ivian wickey 
in the disguises of a fc¢ gonsral, eid that Mansion had not ordered up as yot his 
main a @ and would not do so unlees requested by local aurthorities or by general 
Ranson ivian. He waz not ready as yet for a general eoige as the positions were not 
es u yet aelected out, ani that he had to be careful in his movements so as not 
to bring assaults upon his lines at a very bad time when all the aray my be in 
disordore He was only intrenching ono divisions at a time and keeping the min ersy 
hetvily iutrenched to mest any gensral attack that wight be expected.

Pas 
them filed an unending line of men, and women, young and olf old mostly rescued 
refugees frow Vivian Vickey, barefooted boys and little girls, ,hey lifted muslin 
cloths and peered at Thousands of pale faces, and at the horrible wounds left by 
pistol shots, rifle balls, wuckshot, and shrapnell and grape and canister. ,hey 
lingered mor mournfully, then reluctantly pressed on to some adjoining horror 
eager to miss nith nothing as long as they were sure they my be able to identify 
some of the dead. But not a one was found to belong to them. Millions of wordo 
of pity and sorrow howevor came from the crowdse Rut no words of sympathy came for 
rebel doad slain in the battle. These were the glandelinians who had came to 
Calverinia to take away the freedon freedom of little children, and well ao it 
served them right.

to be drivenback and the city of Carboldaler which was probably the cause’ of the 
wattle was closed and in the possession of yast armien of christian troopse 

qhe army morgues whish mmd boon filled with countless victins of the dead 
of both sides was eupty the dead having been buried but all hospitals in the town and 
within the christian lines, and all tents and houses of Carbondaler amd scores of 
other towns in possession of christi an troops were still filad with Angeliniaa 
woundede Many wore bodies of dead were believed to have beencdragged out of ponds 

streams and picked up from the wooded sectionsnear Carbondaler, and othare wore 
supposed to be still in the wedds and on roadwiys that were the scenes of the wars 
Probable first bloodiest battle. 

But the feeling, in the whole region of yivian Wickey seewed to be one far 
from re gret regrete here imnense groups of soldiora githarsd in comp ny streets 
near armzy canteens ant elsewhore there was nothing in the conversations tut a tone 
of sat isfaction, not to say exiltations

tono of o&llousness which no doubt proved that Abbdeannia's hundred year tatred of

all climbad into one of the stool cars. Many troops did the same. No doubt there 
werescores of thousande of other men hiding in all the other cars and a1] night long’ 
the wildest and heaviest firing of musketry and cannon, and the greatest roar of 
explosions I ever heard kept up and I fancied at least that the robels wore really 
winning the contest. Afterday break the next morningbefore the main four hours 
horror I heard that the rebels in Carbondaler hod surrentoared after they had been 
promished a cafe conduct to tho christian linea as prisoners of war from whore 

they prosishod mver to tuke part in the rekellion again. “Of course ve were not 
by wo weans near Carbondaler but a the path of the direct attack of the main body of 
Purgatorjans aray that sorning. hen the attack came likes a tidal wave ard before the 
enemy were rapuleod wo 41 in thy cara wore either killed wounded or captured, 
and wo happened to be captured by the dreaded Mc-yqollestinians and gimme ruannians 
and yet we bad no idea thon that wecwere to ko uurdored, and balioved positively what 
uany of the Glanielinian officers told use We were soon made to realixe where wo 
stool howewr for o8 soon af we had bean captured and cur fire arns had keen 

taken from use the Qlanielinians started abusing the Angolinian soldieru. Many 
were tied together, and beaten or slashed, othera were knocked down and kieked by 
the Mc-Hollew tinians thomsslves. : 

Then what we oall the death march started. Hered together as we thousands 
of prisoners tore we were marched between five and eight wiles through a nusver of 
small towns whieh were partiotlly burning or bad had been burned, in cach of whick 
the munbers of glanielinian scldiera were dnoreacede Many of the Ma-Holicstinians and 
even the Zismeruinnians were crazed with whisksy and moonshine and tho abuses pecame 
more severe thin ever. Hundreds of men were prodded with guns or bayomts to mike 
them march faster. Others wre atruck in the faces hy the rebels with the butte of 
revolvers, ard when they fell to the ground they were roughlt rougaly dragged to 
their feet and made to contime the march. An Angelinian colu Golonel who was 
an Abyasinkilian by birth ws at the head of the column of prisawers ard he was tha 
eontimal target for the blows of tho glenielinian guanis and soidiers: Me was even 
yoaten into 1 sensibility several tines by ths Mo-pollestinisns, and at last when 
another officer romonstrated with the rebols for thady brutal attacks on the 
aged colonel he was taken from the ldme and shot to death by Onarians. Then wo ali begn 
began to realise what we wore up against. ghortly aftervards the poor colonel, 
was shot several tines as he lay onthe ground but many witnescoe hed declared they 
thought tho aged colonel had been penten to death. Rvontually Noro said the nosy 
thousands of captives were heared into an open spot nesy sunheam Greek and lined up 
against a long line of four strand wired fonce while off te tha right ina large

wires riddled with bulleto, while in front of the fouse was & pilo of bodies, possibly 
wany more. Nevertheless though the Oanrians hollered for tho rest of us to etop 

or be killed also I instead of obeying ant instead of following the rest of the 
still fleeing makers of fugitives dashed for a large clump of buakes a short dictence 
to the rear of the fence his camp my cap being shot froa wy head an I divied 

into them. In the woods I found anothor of my cowrades who was one of tho Angeliaion 
ligutemutes. From his place of condealuent Nero said that he saw the Osarians 
vegan 4 search for the sur vivors and cursing ths He-jollectinians 1a the usanwniles 
for letting us escapce He told how many of the wousied picked up by the Zimmersnniass 
wero strung up to trees and their bodies riddled with wullwts, while the bodies of 
many of the dead were weighr weighed vith rooks and tossed into the rdvere Evoutually 
he and the licutemnt were found the former being struck coross the faca with a 
pistol as he was dragged from the bushese 
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Then Hero to save hixcelf from being murdered by the fierce 
trick oven if he had to lie to esonpe.

Shraeder had been engaging Mansion at different points along the 
Norma Run to impress hin with the idea that he was also attempting to 
force a passage, expecting the christians to break away from their om 
strong position to moot Shroedors daring and unoxpec@ed nove, but Mansion 
was not to be cau’ teaught in the trap ladd for hin as balieved. Federal 
realizing that he was outwitt ed, and realizod that the movement had 
caug caused a general engagement desided to follow at once, force a 
Passage of the river ani take the rout of which Shroedor had gonde As :rtho 
Glandolinians reached Nancy Gapss army already florcely and fearfully 
engaged, another force of christians approached fron an Opposite direction 
and here Federal saw an unnssailable position. It being occupied with strong 
forces of art illery and infantry. Up to this manent ghrosder had recdeved 
report s from Federal at remilar. intervals ssouring'hin of his successful. 
operations of bringing on the engagements and of his confic confidence in his 
ability t o baffle all efforts of ths Angolinians til] he should reach 
then. T his sudden interposition of a force along this river indiched a 
Purpose on the part of the christians +o hold Shroeders qlandelinians in 
check while overwhelaing forcen were being brought agninst him. This had placé 
Placod both Federals and Shroeders c forces in a desperate situation and also 
condition for they were within rolieving distance and mst adopt pramt 
measures thathat would burst through all opposition. 
A wile north was Glandons ridges and it was necessary to get possessiin of 
this low line of hills in edvanee of the christians in order to have 
the vantage ground fora flank movemnt at the sane time they forced their 
way Jn foot paths over the low ridge. General Kyded moved for the ridge and 
came within sight of it at seven o-clock in the morning. They had no

roar of hundreds of cannon at one discharge, followsd almost instantly 
by a doadly dreadful crash of misketry, ani one whole wave of the unsuspecting 
Jandelinians went down in mangled and dead. For a tine all was disorder, 
+ the reminder by the desperation of their comanders were rallied the 
panic being stopped, and on up to the ridge rushed the plandslinians with 
fierce yollse Their officers allowed the glandelinians go take their natural 
swing under the inamation of the impond ing battle. 

As the sj surviving Colwms contimed up the ridges tho cannon fire 
again broke out with a most horrible reverbratin: roar and down went the 
Glandelinian platoons by hundreds. The general battle of Apple orchid was now 
raging in full force and fury. Approaching gensrai Gainstows divisions those 
under Fii Flieshead filed off to the left and soon cmne ins ipht of the 
Angelinian troops on the swrit, and made one desperate assault aft er 
another finally carrying the ridge but losing eighty thousand for their 
pains. Their line of march had brought the in on ths left andr rear of the 
Angelinians, and this they were not able t o hold the ridge though they pave

tward the christian lines the simitaneously cane the sharp tmundering roar 
fran more christian batteries and now again monsterous peeps and avemies ;

As they increased the speed of their advance still more the christians 
at tho parts first threatened forwed in seried long lines of battle and soon 
their lines were engulfed in smoke so fierce was their firing. i ;

The slaughter was terriblo 
on this oceasion, division after division surging up against the christian 
line only to be cut to pisces and driven back. The struggle was more fearful 
and incessant than of the noon time and many thousands had fallen at sach 
charges Nevor fora monent had the roar of cannon ard’ mioketry ceased, and 
the enemy ade their onslaights in endless succession.

to the persuors and mdo their Inst stand at tho hors es heads. ‘the 
Glandelinian leader rushed upon ons of the other christian leaders who 
was not o protected by the inteintervention ef the horses, and wo tried to 
defend himself with his sabre. The furious graysoat however twisted the 
sabre out of his hand by a well directed curve of his om, then caught 
hin by the arms and threw hin on the ground, and while tho poor man 

st 111 tried to defend himself by drawing his pist ols,’ the glandelinian 
wrenchwd them froa hin and flung thom aut of his reache One of the 
Angelinians at that time threw his lance which penetrated the cloak .

Glandelinians was successful in rescueing another glandelinian an officer 
fron her grasp.¥inding herself surrounded on-all sides , and even 

seoing noway of avoiding the militude of Glandslinians oxcept by 
tho river, she defied than to come on, and led her horso to the wator and 
swam across +¢ hese Glandelinians not daring to follow her though sone 
of the Glandelinians tried to shoot hor dom but in vain. Hore 
apparently her horse much fatigued sho halted, bus bofore the 
Glandelinians at this point could get their firearms ready xh she had 
forwith mado them all her prisoners and forced thom all in munber about

as they had expected her to flee screaming for help, and singling out 

an officer in the bunch who was provided with a cutlnss, @ prang 

tward him before he could make use of his weapon, and this he 

was very glad to give up surrendering very sulmissively as he could 
not dare to resist her when he saw that dangerois look in her oyas. 
Another man tried to advance to his aid but she knocked him dow with the

Only laughed, seized his head between his hn her hands, and threat 
ened to cut his: head off 4f he did not inmediately surrender.He dis o 
without question. She then capturing the rest by pio pointing her 
pistols at them brought them within tho christian lines.Then langhing 
Over her second sux success, she decided to to try her luck once more, 
Nearing the onemys lines sho entered a thicket close by, where she 
discovered an officer looking over an daportant paps.Sho dimmed iately 
surprised hin but s he showed resistance and as he yelled she crushed 

his head with hor pistol tutt and otherwise Inacerated him so badly 

in the struggle for the possession of the paper which shesucceeded in 
getting, that he diod two days afterwards. Not long after she was 

sur pir surprised by two lundred Glandelinians who had sprang out 

fran ambush and ‘immediately surrounded her, but she sprang furiously 

at every ono of them charging hor horso so swiftly at them that thoy 
scattered in paniceSome of the Glandelinians immediately persued but 

did not return. Other detatchuents seoning her and the cariotion she had

This was t the flash sho had~s eon and which 
made the crashing report.The wat wanton treachery of the glandelinians and 
their cruelty-was indeed appalling, and even the cattle ranches outaide 
tho city of yyorma had been captured as tho enemy retreated into tho city 
the cattlo being driven off and the ranches and barns of the cattle e 
catt lenen being used as sort of fortifications-to stand against the hesig 
besieging christians. T o such an extent did the glandelinians carry their 
depredations that it-was horrible and the devastations they cnused was 
oxcesdingly terrific. Small + owns and villiages in the vinicty of A 
had been burned by the retreating glandelinian armies and their inhibatanto 
massacrede Nothing could emot the tragic tales that were knom of theso 
horrible massacres, and at a small tom on the north of yorm Can 
called Van Dorner three hundred christians mostly wamen and childrn 
children were cut open alive and a district containing several villiares 
independent of an ernonmaais number of sheep, goats, and c“cattle were cap 
tured by tho retreating Glandelinian armies, and the inhibatants were burned 
alive. 
‘The bravest man it seemed cold not stand in the presence of these 
Glandelinians with a any steadiness, and the children most of them within 
the region of the enemy were dying of fear at their presence.’ The vinisty 
of Norma Catherine was. indeed a veritible rd reign of terror. Those who 
were attacked by the ,Jandelinians manayod to shake them off, but whon thet 
their assailants got them by the throat they could only save themselves 
by shooting dom their enemies. If they.were unarmed and sould not dislodge 
their eneniss, then indeed they wre at: the mercy of the glandolinians.

probably than ever she did before, and persued at full ery, if cry the 
dreadful noise could be termed by five hundred ugly avieud Glandolinians. 
She had aroused her persuers to an exciting horror, and had caused then 
tovbecome more mgilnant, and thoir habit of shooting in tho wild chace 
were disgusting thus the reason none of the shots hit her. In this wild 
state of rage, the glanielinians ver were very cunning, but savage and 
411 natured and frequently ground their teoth with great fury, as they 
saw they wero gaining but little upon their fugitive. As they contimied 
the persuit they appeared to be ina state of savage ferocity, grindin 
grinding their teeth, verpetually restless in their wild speed, and 
agnited by wicked ferocity. Every obst icle in their wy they struck 
frequently with the butts of their-guns, and their increas ing ~fury 
excited the apprehension of poor Gertrude , who knew that the Glande 
linians by their powerful weapons, were her formidable enemies, and sho feard 
feared that despite all her depredations or desporat: ions to stand and 
der defend her life or to take flight was in vain.’ A vertible tempest 
of bullets went howling and whistling all around her. All hor attempts 
we were di rected to getting to a cortain spot, where she cotld escape, 
but the onemy seemed-to be more than n match for her. Which ever wy sho 
turned a score of glandelinians rose up in her path with fined 
bayonets and flashing 6 0 eyes, It at last Gertrude me fairly aroused, 
and quickly snatching a large branch fron the ground brandished it in 
Svery direction, cracking a few over tho head with it. For & Manent the 

Glanielinians zave way a little and seemed as if considering what to 
do, while Gertrude ccntimed en her way dashing and striking vioke 
v 0 violently at any one wno roso in her path mocking then dam. by a blew 

and every tine another Glandelinian rose up before her sho ran on all 

the faster, persued by thoso behind. Aft er runing a short distance sho 
Managed to elude her persuers whocgave y up the chace in extuns tion, and 


as she et411 contimed on Gertrude soon behold a spectacle as nevor before 
to her eyes. 


All of a sudden there arove fron the gurface of a smll 

valley before her an inpenstrable miss of Jandelinians which was at 
the distanso of fourty yards fran her forw g an tInnenso coluzm, commpr 
ed of many divisions, and knowing that this mst be tho advaucdng forces 

of gonsral Jchn Manleys eriely cruel army, slo ducked behind some 
bushes , her former porsuors not seoing whero sho went, 3 

yells mi xed togethor and nolifi ed aocording to their different tunes 
formed such a hedious noise, that dsertrudo was obliged to cover hor 
head to give na little reliey to her oars. They were like furious denons 

Jet loose, and their yalls randered her almost deaf, and nothing dt 
Seemed could disperse this mass, excepting the main christian army two 
miles amy, which was besieging a vi Udago called Glorinia.A Little 
girl f[ivo years old was playing with her cempnanions on a mossy slope 
near this mob of murders, when at once to gertrides horror some of 
the Glanielinians rushed upon them, and carried then off dn spitte of 
their screans and erios, and soon a7ll was quiet, and gertride Looking 
out saw their bodies horribly mitilated and ripped~open. By keeping 
cond concealed behind the bushes sho followed the glandelinians with 

hor eyos and soon noticed then reaching a series of apparenontly 
abandoned villdaves sallying forth in great mumbers, then looking in a 
another direction fer several minutes to soc what was coming slsewhore she 
turned her oyos agnin in the direction of the villiagss and s0 to her 
3 urpriso a sea of snoke puffs and a strean of Angolinisns 4nsnense in 
size slowly moving forward tho Glandeliniana now recoding and realized 
at onco that the glandclinians was assailing the cheistian lines with 
the intention of breaking if possible the seige of glorinin dy forces: 

After sooing all this ani knowing the direction of the main christ 

Jan lines , sho at oneo proceoded in that direction all the time listening 
to the steady roar of firing which grew more prolonged, and had only 
B-no ao quarter of a mile, when there waco a rattle of thousanda of far 
distant oxplosions, and sho knew cannons were now adding to the fir 
ing. Suddenly she came upon a majes tie looking officor who was with 
alarge group of staff officers all cn horse back, surveying the .very 
same scenes sho dide hed. 

He had been scoun scouting frax ono point to another ail day, found 
out by wireless that Bunte yan succcsaful in ‘hin revont action 
against Pugatorian, and had alno noticed many of the fearful assaseinat 
dons of the woven and children and adding to his disgist ho hada 
severe toothache and we excited and onragod, fs fierce of temper 

and tho recent injuries of ,tolet and her sisters though only slight 
had made him feel like strik § & decisive blow for revenge.He blamed 
the enemy for his toothache, This scene witnessod by the two was many 
scores of miles away from yorm. All this while this great and king ly 
dress od genornal officer had been enonmared here with his drmenas -- 
army during the tine of tho uany previous struggles in the viniety of yyorma 
though his armies had been too far to advance ant tako any part 

in thom, and during the first fey nights had sontimally recieved 
heavy re inforconents Seven brigades had hurried to the border of the 
long Bondons rlains tward tho villiages of glorinin as they wero onlled 

held by the eneny and benisged by christian forces, and also forces of 
Abyssinkilians under eneral Groonsvald hed followed with heavy pieces 
of artillery. The battalions of corps formed the right wing of the 
Abyssinkilians, with three battalions of Angelininns mpporting nine 
batteries of artillery. This great genoral who sho observed was 
Hanson Yivian himsolf. Ye ws surveying the actions of the glandelinian 
forcos concentration before hin and of the cointer attack of the christians 
dn the ddrection of the villiages, thero having alrendy beon a dozen 
skimaihoos nt other points, tke advance of the victorous Angelinians 
in the direction of the Gler Glorinin yilliages being rapid and fight 
ing for nine mimites had been constant and incessant. 
At this sanw tims Hansons main christian army lay in battle fonmt 
jon below the foothills of the Glorinin yillinge Half wey un one of 
the gentle graded sloves through which a railroad ren ms the little 
tom of of Bonbon in flames. On the lowest heights was the main 
Glandelininn artillery chiefly officorod by good gunners, and the mins 
consisting of one thousand nine hundred in number ¢ formed the chief 
dread of tho christians. They know that the very next day would see 
a great struggle.’ Tho opportunity for which the angelinians had 
waited was at hand.T ho christian line along this point ws six milion 
nins hundred thatsand five hundred fifty five strong under general: 
Hatch Stronger. Another of the christian lina mo 10,999,982 strong. 
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Gertrude Angeline as soon as she came up to the great comandor, had 
her injuries attended to,-and ms allowed after some discussion about 
her experiences to add violet ‘and her sisters in their nid of more: 
they now being with Hansons army. All that night both sides could soe a 
bright glow of terrific conflargrations, and far above the plow was a 
canopy where at times strango lurid flnmos cold be secon. Thin 
lurid sheen of light would at times increase tremendously, and rennin 
so fora long tine, then settle dom to a duller shade.large whirling 
colwans of red clouds resembling the smoke of Iurning cities, could bo soon 
rising in immense convilitions, and these at tinea far below and even to 
its very top soomod to be fairly pierced by tongues of flame. Tt was an 
awe inspiring sight, and yiolet and her sisters always watched the low 
hills where the enemy were situated, and contimally saw thoir powerful 
searchlights swaying back and forth, and Occasionally the booing of many 
christian guns were heard, as their minners tried to put out those 
lights, and occasionally succooded. The glow of the conflargration made the 
darkness look dismal and uncanny among tho hills, and the brightness of 
tho enemys great searchlights was blinding. 
The enemy through the means of their powerful searchlights saw tho 
movement of the christians, their preparations for action, the run 
up of their batteries, and as the six million was only half of what they 
really had at that one given point, they soon had the rest up and soon 
by morning the enemy found hinsol? only 12,899,000 strong to that of 
the christinns 56,789,999, and whose lines stretched for nearly 
thirty sevon miles, and about a mle deep in campings and trench- 
workse Hanson liad been surprised when ho heard of the recent 
struggles for yjorma and julo Callio, and of their varying results > and 
declared that these wore soe of the most stubborn battles over fought 
yet, but he did not know if he himsolf wold fare ot so successfully 
as the enemy though less in mmbers had better ground.And also 
the Glandelinians were not one eichtth as eas y to overthrow and conquer 
os ho had believed before starting the war on them, and they were he 
knew so torribly stubborn that they would fight with indesertable fury, 
It was a wonder how he could ever have started na war on Glandolinia whon 
Angelinia at the time had been fully unprepared for any kinds of genorel 
wars, Glandelinin as he well mew being an oxtrenoly powerful 
mation, and more than 1 one great war could not hardly exaust her, 
neither the slightest part of her fighting strength. 


THE BATTOR IS ON AGAIN. 


The ‘advance of the christians camenced before dayb reak, and for an hour 
the Glandelinian artillery swep swept the valley with incessant fury, 
and from the opposite sides of tho heights of tho second row of: the 
hills the guns of the Angelinians res ponded with a thunderous roar. Undor 
cover of the artillery fire, the right wing of tho Abyasinkilians wider 
Pugey Mullane advanced at double quick, swopt across a litt le atremn 
called Garthers creok, and started upward against general sShrip.Shrimie 
Flynns Glandelinians. 

Before them not yet clearned of the norning mists now mingling with tho 
smoke of battle lay the little ruined and desol#ed tom of Bonbon. 

The right of Mullanos army advanced under a heavy fire helf way up the 
hill, stopped and waited under sholter of a wood and embarknent. 

Tho con ter advanced, the Abyssinkilians fording the river, and moving 
to the railroad at double quick. Onco the flandelinian art illery found 
the range it swept tho red lines which were t hree miles long at this 
point untill it seemed as if the Abyssinkilians were extinguished. 

Far to tho left the battle now raged with great fury.There the 
Abyssinkilians were moving under open conditions, and the river ford 
the whole length was swept by a murderous cannon fire. In that fierce 
onset the mimic rivalry between tho Abyssinkilians and Angelinians wns 
intense, each striving with all their might to outdo the other in bravery, 
and even trying t 0 soe who would reach tho enemys lines first . 
Through the outskirts of Bonbon under a galling fire spreading twenty 
miles long all at once, the Abyssinkilians and angelinians ‘poured on, 
driving back the advanced line of the foe with dreadful loss. After a 
fierce and bloody fight the town was carried, and tho gray lines fell back 
to their main positions uj der covor of their guns, delivering a 

Scathing fire and dealing awful havoc in the christian lines. Crouching 
and clinging to the steep hillside half hidden in the vineyards, the 
Sssailants ag rested, panting. The grapr grapes were torn to shreds by 
the enenys fire, shells and solid shot ripped the earth around them, but 


800n agnin they started up the hill, ant the didn! 
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Simultaneously general Houghton came rushing up tho other point 
of the line with more men and asart illery and these assailed the chiristian 
linss roswaing the assault where the othora had left off, the attack 
being mde with great fury and determinntion, but despite their prilliant 
courage and daring the enemy could not mako any headway whatever.An nesault 
more re resolite and bloody and quite more vigorous was at the sane tine 
nade on goenoral Hinohcliffe's divisions of qbysainkilians, who fighting 
under cover had but trifling lossos in this fierce combat, tut the wicked 
Glandelinians exposed fully to tho fierce christinn fire and cannon suffered 
excecdingly heavy, and though thoy charged again and again, thoy found 
that to drive back the Angelinians was very hard, but to drivo back 
the Abyssinkiliana was an impossibility. - 

Again at the sano time one hundred fifty thousand clandolinians attempted 
4o flank a portion of the Avyssinkilian arny mt they were thensolves 
surprised and nearly fourty thousand of the flankers woro either cut 

dom or sought safty in flight. Along the loft of the main christian 

lino thnt afternoon there broke the redoubled roar’ of artillery and mus 
ketry, and so sharp a conflict ms raging there that y,leutonant genoral 
Sameunl Sopher wis quickly requested to sond ugencral Carlsons 

brigades of Abyssinkilians to keep off the glandelinian assailants, and 
to take comand there himself. This bloody occossion soon decided tho 
titanic contest despite that tho enemy charged again ond againe Thargh 
the Angolinians managed to maintain thelr ground against the hoavy attacks 
and against heavy odds one of genoral Soh sophors staff generals 
Nadon fell riddled by bullets. : 

Along goneral Sigemores Abyssinkilian front tho ongagemont had 
also been excoodingly bloody for 1t being on the center whore genoral 
Greenswalds had joined his forces between Eldone- brigades of Abyssinkil 
fans who held that point against the troops of glandolinian assailants 
all that morning without giving way once, and also counter attacking 
them furiously. There was now quite a lull along the whole of the 
dhristian lines untill nearly two oclockeThen a more bloody and vigorous 
attack was made with utmost stendiness on creenswalds lines in 
person the fighting being maintained on the whole front with more 
general fury and determination than before, tens of thousands and tens 
of thousands of the glandelininns pressing up to the belching christian 
cannon only to be mowed dom rapidly in monstorous massos. Yet tho 
survivors though thoy recoiled res umed the attack the severe and bloody 
action contiming without a pu pause for over four hours .However at 
one part the assailants were held at bay for the artillery fire they 
met was terrible, but nevertheless the greater part of the assail ng 
assailing forces still contimed the attack with trenendots yells, and 
assailed the Abyscinkilians with merciless fury, pushing forward again 
and again in the heaviest columns and drwing drawing all the fire of the 
christian artillery. The carnage indeed was frightful.The assailantd like 
during other battles suffered losses out of all proportions to those 
they inflicted, but supported by fresh troops, they surged again and again 
upon to the very muzzles of the christim cannon, and after four hours 
of terrible and merciless fighting, many times hand to hand, co 
captured a full portion of the works on Greenswalds risht.Genoral 
Madlen as he reached the seemingly blazing worke with his own 
Gln delinians fel, foll dead fran his horse.Genoral gladlin had been 
killed by a cannon shot, and general yyicholas ,ohnston though padn‘ully 
wounded remained with his men in the trenches. The divisions under genorals 
Green syalds and Eldens was now being hard pres sed by the foe under 

genoral john Foster and Beppos Abyasinkilians tward soven o-clock that 
evening was ordered forward and these rushed through the blinding storm, and 
made furious attempts to drive back the yelling savages along the line of 
works thoy had captured, and to restore genoral qreonswalds crushed and 
broken center. Ttresulted ina greot and crushing re:ulse for the 
christinn line. Thus for the evening the struggle ceasod.During the night 
the positions of tho christian line on account of theeneny heing in poss 
ession of a portion had +o bo changod, and fresh troops and artillery 
was brought up.The next day tho batt « battle ms remmed by the enory 
and for three hours it had been a matter of complete and great ondurane 
endurance with all the Angolinians and abyssinkilians thomselves, for 
with uncoasing fury the battled raged along this large n new space 
covered by the works already strewmm with bodies, and tho lines of 
adk adjaconi works for twenty miles in length seemed to:ho fairly ripped 
up by the inerssa incossant crashing explosions of sholls.

an at : nee who had been the leader of these nlondelinian assailants, 
z ric oi conte mu bered about four muwred and fourty thousand and 
peed a oc fees Angolininns and Abyssinkilians being joined by 
ak pha : And boing ralliedvawapt forward under a deadly fire, and 
a horrible mura the vorke, all the glandelinians with good aim pouring 
Ppa Pic cia dir annihilating fire upon the advancing christian division 
abana psa intolerable havoc among them, but despite this nore and 
ohare bupiaee to reinforce them, and these christian forces swept 
oe ee ges works and to the vory mrzles of the guns, and trisd eve 
bad eens O recover thea int the glawelinians massed toget her in m 
reaner ee and fora few mimtes held the christians at bay.But : 
y g : oir wans ive lines were s hatterod by the destructive insedious 
ire of the Glanielinians, and their men lay in many heaps on the 
ground whore the had fallen tho survivors on recieving more troops 
rate rallied and in solid and unbroken lines they again sweyt forward 
ward the works with its belching cannon. They were now within a few yards 
when all along the massivs gray lines there camo a withering flash, and : 
& murderous roar of uusketry, followed by three other volleys in quick 
succession. With a frightful roar another broadside of cannon and firearms 
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all along the line, and again st iol more frightful wos the following 
discharge of more firearms as the christians soomed to be going dom in 
many thousands everywherw.When tho thick sinoke began to rino a Little tho 
sight of the horrible destruction of life which wos revouled wns indeed 
sickening. The dead and wounded christians lay in long windrows and piles 
where thoy had fallen, and ovorywhore olse thoy fairly cumbered the ground. 
But the surviving purple and red colwans reckless in their dosire to re~ 
capture the works resumed the attack in more terrible fury, while again 
and again the enemys works soomed to be swept by withoring sheets of flane 
and the din of the discharge of wuskotry and artillery was-a like if the 
very positions had broken into violent # eruption, The ,ngelinians 
pressed forward despite the hnndreds of frightful gaps torn in their linas 
and again they reachod tho muzske of the guns and surgod above tha posit 
ions only to meet a discharge’ of muakotry and machine guns that shattored 
their whole line +0 fragnents. The zesecond line of assault gavo place 
for the disordered masses of those repulsed and strove to cross tho ononys 
position but also withered before another annihilat ing fire, but there 
was no retiresent or wavoring of the rewt as tho thrid line cane up 
closely for though they gave back a small distance they only resimed the 
desperate assault though they recieved the sane fire again, for the surviv 
‘ors pressod forward once again o in good order, while the tops of tho works 
still hold by the enemy was fairly strewm with many tens of thousands of 
the dead, dying and wounded comrades of tho two first annihilated lines. 
The slaughter indeed was dreadful.Tt was now three -0-Clock 
and still the foe were in possession of the captured works. Tha enemy now 
poured over the works with odious yelle amd swept tward tho shattered 
christian lines still trying to rally coming with tho fury of an avalnnch. 
D Forward hundreds of thousands swept with a burst of horrid yells ond 
curses, and the christian musketry in a general discharge blazed for 
miles long and now they themsolves gave way slowly.The threo long front 
lines of the onomy melted amy as it they recieved this annihilating 
christian fire, and tho survivors being appalled at this horrible havoc, 
hesitated but general Isner Myletz and his officers pricked thom forward 
with tho bayonet. The retiring angelinians kept up a +t terrific withering 
fire as the enemy rushed on, and the effects was terrible on the advanc 
ing gqlandelinjans which again checked them for a while.The christians wore 
however succored by the main divisions and soon about five o-clock in the 
afternoon both sides were at a standstill but after stil) another hour of 
bloody fighting the glandelinians were again driven back by overwhelning 
mmbors, and so fierce had the conflict been that afternoon that the 
whole line of positions resembled a long volcanic fissure in x severe 
action the whole batt le field approntly hidden in thick wreaths of 
power eaoke. Having recovered long before this from-the fury of the snenys 
fire and counter onslaught, the Abyssinkilians and angelinians massed 
together and at six thirty swopt up the sides of tho works pouring tward th 
the gray lines with a fury that was treiendous, but as they reached the top 
they were met by the same kind of a withering fire, wut nev: nevertholess 
most of the Angelinian survivors swarmed over theworks, uaing thei r 
bayonets with good effect, and drove back a good part of tho enonys lines 
with their dead and wounded covering tho ground like grass cut by e 
Jam mow.But a id the dreadful carnage they were added by sandriffs 
divisions of Abyssinkilians and also,by general whitehead, and after two 
more of the most destructive charges, and charging upon them again and 
again, began to make further successes, while goneral gregnswalds no 
not suffering much froa the enemys onset an: more as the landelinians 
along his om front was ata stand still, wassed his men % oget her, and 
also began to press on uingling with the desperate gunners, and the 
very line of intrenclments they were pressing through ad and over were 
not fairly packed with the purple coats and the red-coated ,bysainkilians, 
who again charged yelling their battle cries in definnco of the yells of 
the enemys Clean over the line of works they poured and soon drove therm 
enemy a considerable distance away fran the position, only to incur the 
full fury of tho enemys batteries on the main ridges of the Bondonia 
Hills. The whole line then fell back to thoir former positions and ° 
night closed the scene of conflict.But the battle was not to be Gvor. 
It was the purpose of all the christian commanders to force the enemy out 
of those villiages if it took the last nan to make then go, and 5 
80 all night long the enmzys lines were camonaded heavily, while the 
christian armies made preparations to resume the attack on the morrow, 
bringing up fresh artillery, again changing their positions, and strength 
ening their lines. On the morrow of the third day the struggle was again 
resumede This tine the whole cf the enemys un line under Tener Hyletzo 
being also reinforced made another terrific stand against the christian 
assailants, and the carnage was again resured and became very fearful this 
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&eTid* hundreds after hundrads of volleys being fired por mimite, and oven 
wassos of tho christians fell riddled by bullets.Tho striggle on this day 
was raging with greater fury now, and as the glandolinians began to show 
thoir moot desperate resistance, and even in Sis bargtan repileed a des 
perato charge made by ovorwaelning musbere of abyssinkilians, and which 
lasted for fourteon nimtes, and thon counter charged with such fericoty 
as to almost drive back the christian center, which was then suffering the 
inoot horrible loss.¥For threo hours tho glandelinians pressed them hard, od 
and dos pite the terrific fire fran the Abyssinkilimad and ,ngelinians 
drove them all tho way back tward thodr new positions, and even fran 
them, and also captured o good part of this now line of positions, and 
fairly held thom though five nundrad volleys of shells tore their lines 
again and again as tho main christian batteries let loose their holletorm 
of firing. 

Tward the afternoon during a lull in the infantry actions, general 
Qreenswalds reformed his shattered and broken lines and with the fresh 
divisions under Rae advanced again, and again charged forward tward tho 
works to try and carry them.Though the enemys awful fire tore fierce gaps 
in the lines of the ohristians, the survivora sontimied to press on in 
full array, and as they drew nearer, a part of their line encantered 
a furious discharge of the enemys firearms and cannoncaialtaneously which 
siattered their columns, and they fell back, bit the other columns still 
pressed on in their furious charge, and tho onely along this point by this 
timo having reloaded a11 their firearas and cannon which now had been 
silent for ten mites, opened sirmitanomisly all along the whole line, 
and the whole surgo of Angelinians were alaost desacininated, and the very 
hell and damnation scomed to ‘tear dow their whole entire surviving 
cOlumns as they slowly retired. 
Thero was a lull now of another hour cr untill two o-clock and then 
Greonswald despite his already trewendous losses and the deaths of ssvoral 
of his officer gencrals sont forward more iimenso colums to resume 
the attack, and this time the enely allowed them to come right in front of 
their works, thon thoy poured in that sauwe awful fire, but point blank 
this time, tens of thousands of ,ngolinians wera mowad down, and scorec 
of tho other advnnoing regimonte wore literally extinguished within fifteen 
minutes, at the main body not resioving this heavy fire rallied the 
shatterod divisions in their front and socn resumed the furious charzgo 
driving the fov olear fron the works and back for two wilese 
The front line of the christians as they poured over the 
works ing great human torrent niles long as thoy apparently were had 
a narrow escape from annihilation as thay advancad under a most galling 
fire which tore gap after gap in their. massive lines, and fairly shat 
tered them to fragnenta.Advancing with great energy tho main colwms for 
following those crushed divisions tried with great a energy to recapture the 
works and soon succdoded, then crashed upon the demorilized lines in 
gray which were retiring hastily in their om front, and swiftly 
pressed them back: and clear +o their own main positions with the 
nost frightful Less. > oe 
The next day however can the main Glandelinian anaes under ., panley 
with genoral Me-Hollesér Johnston in person.With the presonce of this 
high and main supreme camnnder the glandeliniane had hopes of succoss 
and so on tho fourth day wlth more reinforcements ariving to their 
assistance began to make the most furduus offorts to drive the christians 
back from the works ‘thoy had retakon, and this they susceeded in doing 
after o moat hloaly cont est raging ot1 day in which fivo hundred 
charges were uade by the enotye The angolinians and Abyssinkilians wers 
furious over this, and an the enewy-again in the evening came rushing forward 
in frightful array led by fourteen glandelinian generals with Hendandon 
leading in person the christians lot looso with all their firsarns and 
artillery in one terrific blast upon the charging coluums in gray, 
sweeping their main line of assault to poe pisces , making horrible gaps 
in their othor linen of suecooive successive assaults aud so badly 
wangled their gonoral line of attack, that at last the: nlandel inians 
began to hesitate ond so showed signs of constorna%ion.The dandelinians 
however soon recovered fran their confusion and rushing onward again like 
aswariing lesion of deo demons, carried the christian positions and 
varrt batteries onco more, and swung tho guna around and - opensd fire 
onse ore, while the others soon followed the retreating angelinians 
and Abyssin,kiljans driving then all the way to their om works, and also 
capturing then in their vohoment headlong charge, and during a atorm of 
fierco fighting in- wiich both sides seoned to be thre& threatened with 
annihilation, the glandelinians holding then to the last, and general 
Bernard Duni brought up several parks of artillery for the enery being 
Kruppt and ca centermeter yuns and these alnost slaughtered the christians 
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Téi whole divisions as they retreated. This was the severest’ blow the christ 
jan army had beon struck, and that evening general yanson vivian hinsolf 
Seoing this cccur, and knowing that his whole center wo in danger of bea 
being crushed +o fragnents, did his best to have then ral ‘ied, and 
managed to hold the eneuy at bay untill night fall, massing four hundred 
thousand under yindernine tward tho captured works, while genoral 
Prayoring brought up nine hundred thousand, and theso succeeded in halt 
ing the retreating christians, while gonoral sunmer advanced ons million 
Angolinians forward with tremendous fury, and theso christian gonsrale 
with their divisions tried their best to recapture the works, and the 
strugglo becasue more fearful. The christian losses was tremendous 
and despite tho discouragement of two of their leaders who ordered a 
retreat, thoy only recovered frou the shock, and ~emuod the assault 
sweeping forward with seoningly irrestible force » bUS again the works and 
the enemys lines soomed to fairly blaze as all the glandolinians seomed to 
open fire with cannon and misketry. On came tho survivors determined at 
all costs to recapture the position, and at ast succeeded in capturing 
a@ cortain section of the line of works though they were mowed’ dowm in mich 
horrible nuwabers that ten divisions wore reduced to reginents. The enerty 
dn full force and now also led by Federal swept forward with indoseriable 
fury + o retake these works, and though the christinn fire becume so fierce 
and tho disclarge of artillery so deadly and incossant that the foe div 
isions were shattered to mere regiments, the eneny yolling like demons stil 
still cane on with great vehomence ant violence, and again the brave 
Angolininns were canpelled to recoil li leaving piles upon piles of 
ded doad and wounded in their short line of retreat. The works were 
filled almost to the top with dead n and wounded. Inspired by their leaders 
the foe kept on advancing, but more cautdously now and though thoy were 
still shot dow by hundreds per socond the ,landelinians reinforced by 
Gandon Gander vivian who brought «up s0re cannén cont dmed to press on 
and shelled the christian lines with thoir advancing batteries. Yet 
most of the Angelininns having taken +0 cover had rallied before this, 
Hanson Yivians main divisions supporting them, and they counter charged 
the enomy likefiends storming the advancing battery, capturing it, and 
rushing upon the enemy in overwholaing muibors and driving thom back 
at the point of the bayonet, and the othors quickly swinging the 
guna around opened fire ploughing the enemys lines through and through, 
with a series of f fearful broadsides. Yet tword night fall when it 
was oxpected that for the night tine tho fighting world cease the onony 
had again came on this tine being led b by genoral pfasculine LAYCUs. 

This time despite the coming darkness the ‘battle was desperate and 
extremel y sanguinary. The enemy made every desperate effort effort to 
again recapture the line of works, and ten generals foll on tho foes 
side and thirteen on the christian in that drendful bedlan. Also during 
this vohoment charge seven horaes wore killed under general yederal, 

Marcus was wounded, and general Adele-De~garbe lost six horses, So 
fierce for fully four hours that night was the dischargo of musketry that 
tho woods and tho positions scorned to be on fire, ant the ono had bea 
been as whooly determined to recapture the positions as the Angel inians 

were to hold them, and rushed again and agnu again upon the christian line 
but again and again reaching the main line undor general Calsoline wo 

Poured ina fire that destroyed two of the divisions of clandelinians at 
every onslaught and caused the survivors which recloved also the full 
effect of this fire to recoil ina panic.So aftur this the fifth day 
of tho cont est was over. 

Both sides that reminder of the night aaid occasional artillery 
conflicts chansed, their positions, and general Dunbar and Lovechild caning 
up with four hundred thousand mcre Glandolinians had finally checked the 
confusion which ‘had been spreading t o the main line, and rallia these 
¢aabined forces. On the following day it being the sixth day Dunbar, 
Lovechild, Federal, Masculine and Adele-Do-Carne threw their divisions 
forward simitaneously to tho charge and scon leading in porson di 
directed their wain force “upon the christian line, wut the christian 
fire was so heavy that the Glandolininns fe11 by wholesale muihers, 
Dunbar and Lovechild were mortally woundd woinded, while Masculine was 
Severely wounded, and all his staff wero efthor killed or wounded. ‘ 

These three glandelinian divisions torn to fragaents hastily retired. 
Hovever Federal at another section of the battle line had been sirnilt 
aneously pushin: sushing forward with soven hundred thousand men, 
whieh he threw agninst the one million christian troops under genoral 
Saupson with merciless fury, and though the first division of the foe 
of about seventy thousand ws reduced to fifty by the terrific combined 
artillery and musketry fire all along the entire christian line, the other 


forces of Fedoral still cana -on with horrible fury and drove in a 
of tho christian line, tho Glandelininn officers being unable to control 
their men during this cherge, they were so reckless and frenzy stricken. The 
carnage was more dreadful than on the former days and tho firing on 
both sides nll this while which had heen incessant had increased to 
redoublod fury as more joined in the conflict. 
Kindernines forcos were attacked simultaneously, and during the most 
sanguimary conflict the enemy carried his works, and droye all before 
themeThe furious qlandslininns pressed on carrying other works under a 
galling fire when a fresh of force of Angolinians under general Luckwick 
Baldwin the Zjarco veteran commndor arived and repelled the enemy 

finally driving the glandelinians back step by step. Federals divisions 
were also s.cn driven back, and now the large christian columns pressed 
upon tho recoiling divisions of glandelinians with auch fury that 
general Shoreder had to come to the aid of Fedoral, and with the 
caabined forces and seven lunf Inndred canon rallied the retreateing 
Glandelinians, and advancod agnin driving back tho christians with the 
loss of thirty thousand in fifteen mimtes. Such firing as vas in this 
battlo was nover heard before. Federal in tho meantine rallied the 
shattered parts of his own forces thon nearest the stubborn christian 
lines and soon again drove back a large part of tho angolinian colums 
» @nd as the Angelininns were again reinforced and rallied, tho awfil 
cernmace increased in more greater fury, and then Federal and and 
Shroeder who also came up to his aid resunod the attack upon the Angeliniar 
Angelinians and agnin pressed them back for a mile to the main 
christian position, whole Shoreder and Shroeder also resumed the attask 
upon Greenswalds nen and drovohis Abyasintilians back halfa mile 
beyond their om lines of works: mt sufforing herrible loss 6s during 
this vehoment and violent onset. 
At this juncture the Abyssinkilians under general ony Senguine had be 
veon sont By Bunte to Hanson with seme forces so days before and having 
ari ved that night witha pe part of pmnsions also and covering the 
retrr retreating forces, did their best also to repell the charging 
colwins of Qlandelinians who were yelling most frightfully, but after 
long stubborn fighting they were handsomely repulsed, tho oneny pressing 
on 80 furiously that the Abyssinxilians were demorilized, and fully 
exposed to tho fire of tho captured guns which caused them to suffer such 
fearful losses ani iany of thom officers that they were compolled to 
fall back te the last Line of positions wick they had lef$ But this 
was all the further the enemy advancod and occupying these works which 
they had captured and giving vent to all their frightful yells, the 
Glande lininns concontrated, while now a11 the Angelinian batteries openod 
a storm og shells and shrapneil upon the massive lines in gray fairly 
tearing thea to plecos.Tne uen were :0wed down by militudes per heur 
and domorilized as ‘their nen Iny in deep long ridges the survivors 
hastily withdrev, and soon all firing ceased. 

The Angelinians were tms quite successful in the six days 
battle iut novortheless the seige of glorinia yilliages was broken 
and the ene:y retroxted clear to yyjorma and the angelinians persueing 
yanson fasediately made preparations to strengthen the seige, with the 
armiies he had in his om command n and thon after engaging the enemy in 
another actual conflict forco the main army out of the remainder of tho 
Glorinia villiagss, crush the enemy at yorne, March on Calverine, and 
overthrow thy glandelinians entirely. While the seige wns being ; 
progressad the Angolinians hand reoccupied all their abandoned positions, a 
and by the help of tho glow of the distant conflargrations still burning 
here and there ioved forward slowly step by step tightening the siege 

f Wormm and making preparations to resume the struggle for the villiage 
villinges of Glorini a and then amash the foo at jyjorma Catherine and 
capture the c cityeAll batteries wore pointed tward tho enerrs lines, more 
Works were throm up, and strong fortifications were constructed by hundré 
hundreds of thousands of men, who even used cotton looms and all 
kinds of brokon machinery they dragged out of capturod child slave 
factoris factoriss and pin pla plantations in some of the % ows they 
had already captured for abatis and obstructions. Many tines the onerrys 
sosearcnlights would flash upon the workers which caused great conster 
nation, and by the frequency of theso flashlights the christian 
artillery never stopped firing all those sevon days of preparations and 
concentration. At half past five tho next morning the Angolinians 
decidod to force the other villiaces of Glerinia called Eva pinia, 
and scouts were sent out to keep a shar plock out for the enemy, and 
som saw them driving in tho pickets below.Tt wns evident that the

‘the series of battlos whiclk had raged so frequently over so wide a 
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On came tho glandolinians in seemingly endless columns advancing furiously 
up the hille and shouting 4n voicos-the most odious and horrifying, 
giving forth yell after yoll.Genoral greonswald who had eon roinforced 
heavily during those seven days of preparations saw that the enomy was 
pound to carry the hill at oll hazards. So at his cazinnd and at the 
camand of all his officora tho Abyasinkilins oponed fire with the most 
frightful effect hammering away with misketry and cannon as the enemy 
came rushing up seonmingly into tho very jawa of death.These landelinian 
columns kept up the assault for fully six hours making series of 
attacks but in vain and they graudally retired and again lulled the serise 
of conflicts. Sinmiltanoously to these great assaults general cansicns 
Angelinians holding a long line of works fronting Eva Dania was assaulted 
by o large force of glandolininns at Ja half past two in the aftornoon 
after tho struggle elsowhore during those six hours had consod the 
Glandelinian assailants being under Melby and after a few hours struggle 
had been defeated with a ‘loss of more than one hundred thousand out of 
his seven hundred thousand. Cansion, and even Molby the two chief leaders: 
on both sides had fallen j o morta’ly wounded amid the dreadful carnage. 
Indeed the way the outlook seemed to. be it was possible that the 
Angolinians were about to win one of the first fiercest seiges of the war 
and also ‘one of the fiercefiercest battles and seiges the world had 
over soone For despite all the fury of the Glandelinian assaults hera and 
there general Bunte, tho others, and Hanson still retained all thoir strong 
positions, and even pBuntes ow right which had beon foruely routed had 
been rallied behind a now position, and fierce engagements on the 
Normas bridges, on railroad bridges, and for miles along tho tracks 
all along the line had been sweeping christian succosses the terrible 
storm of christian shells during the nightly banbardments blowing the enonys 
stockades and xvositions and even iminition works to pieces causing gigantic 
explosions, tearing up tho railroad t les of the tracks running thrairch 
and past tho enemys positions, bending the rails and shattering whole 
trains of cars and causing immenso conflargrations. Even at one point 
to keop the glandelinians fron making a succossful advance the 
Angelinians thouselves had under a terrific fire destroyed many bridges 
and railroad tracks, this being done at long distances. Tho angelinians 
in doing this formed lines a, along ono side of tho tracks with 
crowba ro and poles placed there under the rails, and hoisting all at 
once turned over many rods at one tine. The ties were thon placed in 
piles andi the rails as they wore loosened would be placed acrcss tho 
log heapse When a sufficient muiber: of rails ware » a placod upon a 
pile of t ies it would be so% on Lire. This would heat the rails so rch 
din the middle that being over the main point of the fire than at the

It was sone days later when along the right of pony senguines divisione 
of Abyssinkilians and those under j»mrcus and Nr Nero were concentrating 
tward the main sections of the Glorinin yillinages when the eneny 
advanced again with the intention of trying to raiss the selge of 
yorma catherine. As the fierce savage glnndolinian colunns swept 
on tward them there suddenly came the ost tremendois rot] of one 
hundred and eighty thousand imskots at once followed by tho volcanic 
roar of many cannon along tho whole christian / line, and immediately 
lines in gray disolved, and countless niles lay on the groind, or on tho 
hillsides, while olsewhore camtless colwans of puffing soko aroge fran 
the top of the hill i mingled with the increasing roar of artillery, and 
torrents of canister, shells, and minnie balls tore through the other por 
tion of the enemys lines, and back went the survivors in the wildest 
confusion. Despite sana of tho success they had made the enay had as

A little later the plindelinians tried their and in the card play 
on general gGreenswald.Great columns ih in gray under goneral pobert: 
Brooks and also under Shroeder advanced to make a sweeping attack.The

ions, ond again and again thoy raised their deafening and appalling yells 

to ono simultanoous angry ary cry of legion-fiend, of rage, and revence 
over their scathing losses. Though most of the qlandelinian assailgnts had 
boon repulsed Hendeson Herderson with about thirty five thousand  lande 
lindane, alt of which wns left +o the huge coluun continued to rush on with 
murderats fury, and resumed the furious and bloody attack upon the divisions 
under Hackinowlee, and though their advanced niatoons disolved, the survivors 
still same on to the assault with the most furious desperation and mere 
ciless fury.The fishting indeed was severe and continual, and the 

A Angolinians inspired by the rackless bravety of their officers, and 
genorals held their position with <he sume great desperation, during 
which time though Henderson could not mako any sorious impression on the 
massive christian lines ory drive thor back kept on et tho assaults with 
great stubgorness untill threatened with annihilation thoy finally gave it 
up and recoiled. Greonswald reported his lossos as three hundred thotsand 
en that bleody day while the enemys was si x hundres and fifty seven thovsad 
in killed and wounded. 

But ho or the othor leaders vero not the only ones engaged in the 
struggle. Baldwins main line was also assaulted, and tho assault wes #0 
fierce that aid had to be sent to ham to help his men hold their 
grounds Though repulsed once the glandelinians only came on again, 
the nearest swooning close up to Baldwins divisions atacking them in large 
bodies and with great bLavetiainly, but Baldwins christians had formed 
Tima and compact lines and the appearanco of both sides for fully 
for hours and a half was hidden fros view by the power smoke so 
fierce was tho discharge of musketry. Evn after those four hours 
the struggle contimed to rage on for hours with frightful and unabated 
fury, and even the suddeness of each succooding assault cold not dis~ 
concert the defenders who at Baldwins cammnd stuck to their positions 
untill the enemy were glad to give it une 

Remington standards Abyssinkilians was also attacked by 
general Brackets Qlandolinians and were foreed to fall back in disorder 
without offering resistanco on account of some blunder bit were halted 
and reformed by the wein divisions behind and as the assailants cont imed 
the ussault and moving forward jn thick colunns with maseive lines of 
grenadiero, the biggost guns of the christians were massed upon then, 
the clamor of the battle roared louder than any battle before, and series 
upon series of great gaps were ploughed in the enemys Jines,For five 
hours along thie section the battle raged with uncoasing fury, the 
whi whole ridge of low hills as far as eyes could rench being ablaze 
with a steady fire of misketry and cannon, and though exposed terrifically 
already for five hours, and though column after coluun mimite by minute 
was torn to fragments or shot to pieces, the survivors neither fell 
back cr halted and their daring charges. Death and destruction was 
everywhore. Finally on the soven hour the enemy rallying onse more 
for the charge made 6 desperate and very bold push ferward, and soon 
Brackets Glanielinians broke through the front Line of the christian works 
and swinging tho guns around opened a fr fearful fire, but the angelinieans 
despite tho dreadful carnave and awed at the gallentry of their brave 
leaders pushed forward to reteke the worlm, and again managed to drive 
back the foe right and left. The enemy duri ng those six hours had made 
thirteen great onslaughts, with the same result. ; 

In tho- 1asantine gensral Tony Sengiine cooing the 
furious advance of the Glandelinians aleng the portion of yansions lines 
hurried immonse divisions fran his center and left to the right and center 
of Mansions divisions in double quick time.One of ,,ansions divisions having 
exhausted their awwunition wis soon withdrawn while the fresh divisions 
taking their place onened a dreadful fire with their imsketry, the gumers 
firing the cannon so fiercoly that ten of then finally blew up frau being 
ovorheated.They md to cease for a2 little while to let the others cool 
domo bit, while general glenswalds was at the right doing his very best 
to encourage the Abyssinkiiians and urging them to stang firm, and do 
their best, and drive back the attacking massos of the landelinians, whose 
vany colwans were no near that the biggor guns hurling at least the shells ad 
and shrapnell could not be sufficiently depressed to reach them, andb 
decane utterly uselesu, thoigh.the artillery men continually and hastily 
lighted the fuss of shells, and bowled them down by many hundrads or 
hurled grenades all these oxnloding with frightful effect, while to add to tha 
this a fearful atorm of canister mangled their masive lines in a frightful 
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724q5 Tho soldiers hada feeling that these little girls despite thoir most

first near the christians along his front and attacked thon with almost 
superhwanin effort, while ublaost triedintely afterwards Schroeder cane up 
under fire of all tho christian suns, wiile the gaarians undor goneral 
Janes Franklin Gannon asaniled Francis Joices divisions of Abyesinkilians 
with indescrinble fury. All of tho christian generals sooned to be 
exposed as the enemy returned the fire but thoy were not hit.General solat 
Solitary at this moment cane to his command in time to bmedidately change 
front, and he also opposod James Gannons divisions rushing up, sluostwith 
preternatural fury to his positions, and by his anpanrance the bravo 
Angelinians managed: to: hold: theds ground despite the fury of the assault 
of the onomyosessscccescccvecccecses YOt the enomy during this portion of 
the bloody engagement had driven the Angelinians on general Jennings 
left back beyond a high point which they at once occupied, only to find 
it was a trap, and two quarters of their mubor wore olther tut dom or 
captured while the remainder fled like frightenod cattlessesseeDend and 
wounded Abyssinkilians anid Angolinians Jay in many heaps and thickly 
strewm over the works in all directions as far as eye could reaches 
Violet and her sisters who watchd this frightful contest 
at acsafe distance were more horrified at tho number of glandelininns 
who encumbered the upper parts of the hills/seesses Jonni-s whose trop 
troops had rallied after sooing tho enemy along their part min into 
tho trap inflicted terrible lossos on the fleeing glundelinians, and as 
they pressed forward saw genoral Hindornines divisions coming to their 
aid and to the aid of other christian forces who mst the succession of GlapTER SEV ANTREN.

kept pushing forward his reckless survivors to drive the christians back 
from the pos‘tio n they ware so stubbornly defonding. 
Hackdinewlees divisions wera iso also suppiied:and ra“jiied those not in 
order and when tho glandelinians were throm upon their left and conter 
with tremendous fury, they were met with such great resistance that 
at last ‘for a-time ot least after three hours thoir advance ms slightly 
chocked. The glandelinians renwo renewing the aesnult upon Ggreenswalds 
divisions rushed upward under a galling fire, tt for all their sv sovero 
losses they failed t o break the christian line, and their ow left was 
rolled up with tho Joss of fourty officers of all rank, with tena 
od thousands of moen=sseveseeTho fighting during theso assaults had been 
very bloody, and the hill tops were fairly packed with the o bodies of the 
dead and wounded the furious assaults at all points of the battle line 
having raged all that day, and though even after the evening was gone 
steady and determined attacks were contimed on the christian lines, tho 
Angelinians clung to their works against every effort to dislodge then, 
though woeful munbers fell on their side alone. 
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The divisions under genoral Hackinewloe were the first to drive back the 

assau assailants, and s.on the main divisions of the glandolinians gave way 

and fell back +o thelr owa owm wain Vine ins wllen rage.

On tho noxt day goneral Federal undaunted by his recont defeats anything 
unhonyd of in his life before to hin i+ was very umisual, for ho was a 
man considered nover to he beaten, he decided to try and break Buntes 
line, while he nlanned to have yendendon to agsail the chrietian amos 
that hnd beon engaged the day beforo, So this tine he advanced oyr ‘ 
I,000,000 man +0 assail tho christian line, this time with ali their fury. 
Nemdondon was in adyanco with about four hundred thousand tien, Shroeder 
Qlno lending four hundred thousand to attack Greenside divisions. 
Federal under tho direction ef Ne-Hollester Johnston the mgin comm 
vamander of all the glandelininn arnise was ordered to cormand tho whole 
body ef assailants, and he pushed thom fou forward to the attack at five. 
thirty in the morning. Shrods and shroders divisions apparently svept forverd 
with irrestible fury. Yet for hnld an hour goneral Hackinewlees divisions 
supnorted by those of paldwins hold thoir fire untill the oneny came 
within four yards, then thore was a simultaneous blazes of musketry 
for nearly tho Jsnoth of ten miles, the uproar being like the roaring 
ef hell, and fora while the offects we wore vory uncortnin for the 
smoke clouds became so qui thick. It ms indeed something foarful tho 
way the christian fire was cponed and before tho real havoc wag ronlized 
the greutost force of the first part of this attack fell upon yaldwins 
lines with creat furv, ant “edrmitaneoualy as tho surviving foe diviaions 
rushed upon Hackerinewloon Abyaniniilians they made what front thoy could 
and continued to hold their ground stubbornly untill the attacking columns 
of Glinwoliniane overlapned Toicos right camolling his forces tu give 
wayeTho whole right of Joteos division was rolled up but they retired in 
geod order as far as the main position of general geranine yivians, 
witch quickly opened a most destructive fire upon the advancing colurms 
in graye The ,Inandelinians kant on advancing nevertheless and vere soon : 
abreast of Qermines tina of works and artillery, tit were mot by a vertible 
tempest of rmsketry and cannon as they cane within range, and now during 
the shard o engagement mttors looked very sharp for thochristians at 
this noint the enouy advancing upon then with irrestible force despite the 
dreadful fire of artillery froa the entire christian line. Gerunine 
vivian after sending aquick mossage to hasten the concentration of xindernine 
Kindernines imin divisions gallopod to the rear of Jodcos demorilizod troops 
and assisted his officers in rallyinc them, and even directed a terrific 
fire of artillery, when suddenly the head of shroeders qland’ inian 
troops appeared in ten large double colwns rushing tward germninos 
divisions at a furious trot and moving obliquely to the left to meet the 
right of the min columis of glandolinians wich had sming around in that 
direction, and susceeding sent forward with irrestiblo- force, carrying 
atl hefore them. The can curnace now was terrible. The glandel.inian 
treons were unable to be checked, their attack was so vehenant and violent 
and theugh the mirderous christian fire mowed thor dom in scores’ of 
theusands they only tept un their furious charge, and now also general 
Hackerinewlees divisions yere throw back upon the rear 4ne of works, 
where they soon mde a vost furious and stubhorn atardesess 

But Shroe der and Henderson xept on charging furiously and with the 
same irrestible forco, and when they cumgiite near to Jennings 
line they were e+ by a fire of musketry that noved thom-dewn reducing 
the nearest columns of many hundrads of thoisands f af glandolinians to 


fragments in half an hours A Jarge portion of tho surviving colurms wore 
hurled back, tut the rain troops rallied them, and continued on again 
with soomingly the same resistless force, regardless of tho mimbors of 
the christian defenders, and dashad directly upon the divisions under 
general Hacdnoewlees surging above the works, but thero was a iirderous 
crash of imsketiry and cannon uingled with the most wild and 
eppal*ing yells which soon settled dow in the incessant and utmost 
stendy roar of hundreda of thousands of firearms Aton: tho whole line, and 
in less thon two hours ono third of! tho devoted defenderg, and two 
quarters of the assailants were #yin= on the mumit and besides the workn 
in piles, ad strewn over the wArka in dead and waded together, but 
the Angolinians had delivered ft stacyoring blow and for good and all 
broken tho vehoment attack of the eneny at this point. - 

Kindernines forces at this tine cane to the support of germine 

and Heckinolees divisions, yet here tho enomy had rushed on and captured 

@ long line of works just within sight of yiolet who was wmtchin: the creat 
conflict in horror and excitenont, and tho Glandeliniane only held then 

a fow minutes whon a sreater force of infantry under paldwin and 

Kindernine and othor officers cane dashing forward with anazing fury, and 
recaptured thom before tho glandelininn defentora were aynre af the presen 
ce of the Angolininan reinforcenonts, tho fire niong this portion of the 
christian line boing terrific.Yet at other soctions of the line the main 
body of the enemy still came on and were rocieved with great and merciless 
fury but soon general Hackinwlees divisions despite their vehement 

stand were driven back with the nost trenendots oss tward yindernines om 
position, the enemy syamsing over the abantoned position in great mumbers, 
and threatening to carry all before them. 

The lines of the ‘assailant during this portion of the fierce attack 
was fairly shot to piecos however, yet eolunns behind kept on pressing 
those in front forward, and the gellent glandolinians now attacked yinder 
nines divisions in front, and on the right with great vigor. tha foe seomingly 
to advance with the fury and speed of racors, and thoy soon tenched a line 
of heavily armed works under general panied shoomamia. Tho landelininus 
were bound to drive the Angolinians fran the hills nt all costs if they wou 
were at all to break the seigo of yorma Cathorine, ajcat al] hnzarde, 
ard though it seomed as if their ranks wore moved dom at ovary step, they 
still continued the attack, rallying any of the dlyisione a’ ead of them 
which became demorilized, and the assault wns cont imted with velemency 

that was beyond description. Similtaneously a most furious and imetious 
attack was made upon Germaines forces again, and soon though they wore 
really checked by their most horrible losses, and sovon cenorals killed, 
they rallied and agnin rau resuned the attack withatt having fallon back 

8 step pressing the christians back, while other portions of the 

iuiense glandelinian tidal wave mado sorties of attacks upon the min 
christian line in which tho glandelinian general yendenson wns shot from 
his horse hs ho rode un close to the christian position in tho midst of 
a wl weltering fire, which mowed the Gnemy dom ike grass in every 
direction during each successive assault, Yet though the christian line had 
held for a time the position was now becoming untenable by reason of 

the successive assaults of tho undaunted ¢ enemy, wi0 wht her they mew of 
the death of their lender or not, did not give up, and so tho Angel inians 
under Germaine and Joice Gradually retired and in some dinorder. 

The struggle between Federal and Greenswald was quite equal in its 
violence and fury. The qlondelinians alon: this vortion also advanced furiog 
furiously up tho slight riso of ground as fas + as thoy could move up a 
hill and though the christian fire cut then dom in masses at every step, mad 
made one furious charge after another upon the christian line, rol? ing

On marched the enemy forcing general C lide quinbles abyssinkd1ians 
back with more tremendous loss during this bloody attack than they recieved 
themselves, whon gonoral yosoph Carters anvelinians cane up to their 
support and resumed the offenisve, mut could not for a tine chock the ° 
furious foe, thouch they inflicted frightful loss at avery vo""y volley. Yet 
each attemt of the enemy to capture the works was comletely unsuccessful, 
and yet the heavy and bloody assaults vere cont imod unon these works 
with unabated fury, ond so persistent were these attacks on the front of 
General Joseph Carters divisions who ware holding the works at a71 risks, 
that other larce troops of abvssinkilians were brought up in the rear to 


his support, and met the persiten’ onsets of the enemy with the most 
indescriable fury, 
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srailants kept pressing on furiously and lapping the right of 
ae farce made a middot and bloedier attack upon it, and though the 
overlapping assault cane unexpectedly, Glyde guimble cane to garters aid 
with resr resarves and soon checkol the enemy, the dead and wounded lying 
in maasos or nmlit udes all around.

that it was like n wholex wholesale slaughter once more.Overwhelming mumbers 
of abynsinkitians net the glandelinian essnuit under general iIsner 
Myletzo which were already crossing throuch the abatis having broken through 
at. several points, and wre pressing back tho Abyssinkilinn divisions under 
genoral Whitehend, and when these christian diviaions over one hundred 
thousand strong wore shattered in trying to recapture a long line of 
cannon under gencral Felair a new section of cannon was brought up and 
wien these were. unlimbered and placed into line thei there being over one 
thousand four hundred altogether, these broke into fierce action, and sceon 
increased the terrible carnage, opening upon the attacing eneny at short 
rangeand sven one yard away from the abatis at tines with withering 
discharzes of double shotted canister and grape. These gathling gins in 
the mize of all this confusion had been nin up to the abatis by hand 
in the face of the enemys fire, ard were fired again and again tut their - 
gunners fell eo fast thet they had to afterwards take botter precautions. 
This storm of canister ws ranid and added by grenades andusholls fron 
the hisher batteries on tha uprer stmits, and the extant ,landelinians 
were stazcered from their losses, while the christians alt: the while 
mave forth deafaing deafening yells of defianco and derision. 
Indeod the fury of the battle not seemed to he at its height along this 
portion. Baldwins artillery on the ridges higher up contimted to plow 
the ,lanelininn columns +o fragsents ani though they were stil making 
tho attack with*all their violenco ard stormed sco fiercol: with their om 
fire that thicker cl ude of smoke hung ove th over the scene and ther cold 
not got on or over the abatis for the very christian fire itself was 
annihilnting, and men world he shot off the abatis as fastas they happened 
to svring for it. Like leeches or’ demons the glaniolinians however 
struck to their deteriined attack, and undaunted by the raking artillery 
fire of the christ tans did all their best to force their way through the 
abatis and ina few mimites two hundred and seventy five pieces of tha 
Angelinian artillery cut and hacked by the storming glandelinian misketry 
fire lay alrsady unworked with the tr mizzles protruding over tho works near 
the -abatis and the wheels were half sunk in the dust and covered with 
goreeTne horses of all these gathlins guns lay riddled by bullets, and 
slashed oven by shell fragant fragsants, while tens of theusands of the 
ded and wounded christians were torn 9 plecee and sliced up in the sane 
manner as the butchered children wera in Norma catherine or even hy the 
furious storm of firing as it swent the cround where they lar. 
The merciless withering fire of the angelinians aliost wiped out 
every folwm of glandélinians that came within rance even as they 
advanced on their hands and knees, the angelininans closing their om 
shattered lines and sattlinz dom to their tasks, their rurdercus fire 
which was potred from three points beine now fully directed at the abatis 
and ae each masa avponrad naons them ther were mowed down comletoly, all 
thedr officers with them.As the heavy firing inereasod still more with 
redoubled fury alonr the lineof christians under general greensimld, two 
new divisions of sbyssin ilians went into fierce and bloodier action on & 
the center ani richt, yet also the min colums of the Glandelintans went 
hard at work in their attacks, the brave angelinians bringing un more 
artillery an? hamerine amy with atl their cannon and fireanis.All of 
tho Abyssin*iljan columns wont dee» int o the bloody action wiich soon 
inereasod with nore terrific fury.The roaro of fireamis on both sides 
was cortainly donfaing deafening, and swelled ahove the incessant explosions 
of shells, and the tinder of cannon, and many: of the’ first,’ second, and 
third lines of the foe wero again cut to PiecOHececscorseveesveccece 
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Yot ghrosdor. had no Jack of .men whatever. The losses the ,landolinians 
suffered now was something awful indeed for the moat rapid tire was main 
tained on them all along their lines the surviving glandelininns ‘eeningup 
up their attack and replying their fire with the grontest vigor.Again ten 
big G@landelinian divisions were fairly torn to pisces by the fire of 
the christian troops within an hours time and many of their officers of any 
ranj rank were killed or womded bit nv neverthelasa the main force of 
assailants still mado endeavors to drive off tho stubborn defenders, bt 
all those as I mentioned b8ore who succooded in eliding the abntis,' or who 
even tried to ware shot dam asa fast as they could be picked offeees What 
remained of the many Glandelinian divisions sven of the shattered main colunns 
which had already concontrated at this point under tho sane deadly and gall- 
ing fire of christinn artillery and misketry, and witch had pinnted thoir 
tattered colors thomselves, were shot to piocos by the withering christian 
misketry stornte 
Finding that the Angelininns were so terribly hard to be driven 
back the Glanielininns now began to use more discretion in their furious 
and desverate attack, the Angelininns placing the muzzle of ty edr om 
rifles through the apertures on the abatis reaching frightful numbers of the 
Glandelinians beyon’. Indeed this battle wna the biggest slauchter on 
record so fare The withering fire on both sides had boon so destructive 
thnt all the trees on the top of the hills resu resembled: Hickory Broass, 
and so badly cut and torn were many othors that they fell. tundreds of 
thousands of the beautiful trees along the whole Lino of abatin were 50 badly 
kmawed off by tho converging fire of both sides that they fel) with loud 
crashes catching many soldiers under their branches and killing and injur 
ing hundreds, and some of these trees falling over tho abatis remained 
there making it st ronger and more dmpalling at these points. A 11 the t rencb 
‘trenchos on the top of thess hills and the abatis all along the line for 
many miles wero red with gore, and the dead bodies had grow so thick whore 
they fell they they were almost in windrows. The glandelinians had siffered 
horrible losses, the havoc in the gray lines being more terrible than ever 
before in the battle, their whole attacking line having been + orn, their 
main wings shatt ered, and they were already falling back at several points 
to rearrange their mangled lines, and thousands were still dropping as 
they oven fell back. "any tens of thousands of angelininns theriealves lay 
piled over ono another about the works, and near or alongside the abat is, 
the thousands of dead, and wounded jngelinians Jaying ten or eleven feat 
deep near the abatis at son some points and in othor places in largo win- 
drows on the gore covered grou d ground, many riddled by bullets or cut 
to fragments by shells, or by storms of canister shot. Thowands of 
broken firsarns were lying beside the works, seven hundred and fifty 
accounterments, and a thousand boxes of unsrent areunition had been seized 
by the foe, while countless mmber of ennnot cannon shot, framents of shells 
broken and torn foliage, and thousands of shattered trees mingled with the 
sea of dead and wounded am dying wero thickly strem about, 
Never before did the genorals over witness such frightful scones of carnage 
carmige and desolation. The conflict still raged at white ha heat 
however and never slackened a bit, for soon fresh divisions of the foe 
supporting the exhausted min line drew a galling fire from the christian 
line at all points and setting sories -of lines of rmuskotry ablaze, with 
simitanoous tut incossant ii discharges. Under this murderous fire the foe 
s00n resumed the attack, the Angelinians arranging more batteries +o keep 
the foe from advancing too near the ahatis again, witch before their repulso 
they had almost succeeded in doing, giving the enemy the same storm of hell. 
But the attack of the enemy despite their losses was still contimed with - 
superhuman ferocity, both sides seoning to lose oicht thosand every mimte. 
Other heavy colurms coming to the aid of the main coluis of 
attackers pressed on ones more striking acainst the christian line furiously 
ani st eadily though again their colu ns colu n columns seemed to be 
literally cut to pieces every tine they encountered the christian fire. 
Still if it had not been for the proupt arival of General Roswell pe 
Buster Johnstons Angelinians ycindernines whole line would have been rolled 
up, displaced, and driven froi his position.

and the glanie¢linians meeting a deadly fire could not got the guns they 
wished to capture, their ow lines being so badly shatt ered that,

leases 4n assaulting the long lines of mixed akatis in their front 
disconcsrted the enemy who wers now being held at bay. 
Their losses was now hoaviar and indisoriminate wt being 
driven desverate however by the news of genoral Hansons advance ghrodedder 
wado a fisrver and longer onset raging it for houre and much a miaparislled 
storm of horror as went on was enough to appall Heaven and earth iteelfe 
Despite the slaughter tens of thousania of the Glandolinians under Mew 
Hollester p. poured upon the works penetrating the abatis at every point 
and though they were mowed down close to the very parapet, they redoubled 
the assault as fast as their thousands came up, tho survivors contimoing 
their efforts with all their supsrmman strength and in the dreadful carnage — 
which ensuod Shroeder was instantly ki2led as well as 4 score of other officer:

Indeed goatellic hnd lost in this desperate 
striggle nearly all of his staff ani ho fasred iniesd that he would ' 
not be able to hold his works for his lines were being cut to pieces, Senguine 
had sent him a-large force of Abyssinkilians It these qould not do any 
thing for the glandelinians progressed better now than before and had 
advanced with groat noise ani fury and though the other christian colums 
head beon et first hurmered to pieces and had rallied nevertheless, they 
could not do anything the gianielinians advancing suisse sucoossfuly, and 
yet even Roswell puster Johs yobnstons divisions had padly re:uised the 
front ard counter attack of the enemy after charging himself despite 
the f4erce fire of the main colwms of the enemy and he hinself went dow 
mangled and bleeding ard his whole force cut to pieces n and shattered beyond 
reformation was driven into a panianomian of confusions : 
The front lines of the retreating christians disolved rapidly.

When 9 portion of general yansons aray we fighting the enoiy at the small 
battle of Lewes windser, ylolet and her sisters had atterrted to spy on 
the eneiy despite the horrible dongor they were fa facing while the enemy 
for thirty miles were shooting like mad en and tratearing the whole country 
with an inferno of sholl explosions, tut the Angolinians would not let the 
ahildron do so, and polted them even with mid and saall stones, and forced 
them to go back within their lines to safty. Tho fight though a mall 
battle was only fT ean smll in ni size, and sovers indeod in character 
and raged two do ys, tut nevortholess the Glanielinians wero routed ’ 
being chased for fourteon utiles in two hours so swift was the rout » and 
8 multaneoww)y another division of qlandelininans who had attacked athe christ 
dans at Simon were also severely defouted.

So nov }mnloy was concontrated against the biggest christinn amy 
that he had over facod, or over drewaat off and generals Accountants, 
Adelonle-yerbo, and Sho others were uot yot up to hbi at ell and he begred 
tho to hasten their advanco declaring that he sas facing an overmholszing 
forces

and found out readily. This mado Manley stil) more anvrehonsive » and he 
beggod Lecnia Moldonin pickioll and Shoamamita to hasten to his add with 
Shodr amides, and for two days repeatedly sont nesesages to the other cowinn 
ders begging thou to hurry uy with thodr advanco. 

Genorai Yivian wished *o attack thofos baediately, tut gonoral 
Hanson was not as yot fully prepnred to mats oy attack and doclared that 
he would do so ao soon as opportunity would presont itsolf. And it was 
Hanleys a intentions of attacting hiasolf oo soon us the othor faw ames 
would coe wp, but thoy arived 30 slowly that he we * flabbergasted Firat 
cwid Bicknolis, thon shoe mniiao each a woek belind, and then cane the 
others, and now Manley «mse woll proparod sor any ongaponont that wold cone 
and he waited for sims of an at gluristtan attack.

Hanson Vivian had however been wiso, and had sont before this large christ 
dan fo forces to Opposa fiercaly any offorts of the onuerr to ranch Eve Crania 
by land or sea, and had a ulso orderod tho christians ay mine ovory el 

of the appronch of the way, and ymobuwwi Ne-Whdrrthor had three iines exploded

The war was growing sinply furious, and 1% wos already reported that 
in the b last battle that Zinmeriaim had fatght and routed the enory so dis 
asterioiwly that the glandolinian lossos had heen noarly nino million in 
killed wounded and dying, Wt it could not be hardly be confirmod thauch to 
Hanson and genorai yivian gonoral Ziamorann shocked them by yeporting his 
own losses as IG,ITIL,987 in kitled wounded and prisonsrs, though later zinner 
ann found the ‘osaes to be very moh below that horrible nunbor and that 
he did loso - only 7,898,000 in killed and wounded and that ho lost no son 
as prisonors.Most of the wounded wore able to retur retun to survico 4n 
a short tine.

at all tut probably surly and vioious.But at the saw time most ahora 
through fear, insanity, spl epilepsy, exsitenent, agony of same s Witte ee 
rage of whatevor else’ causes it thoy are likely to do worse Shea 
the termed''Mad dogs''. The specdalists all agreed that ono safe thing to do 
was to get out of tho way and not run Like fools. 
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Also some of these professionals men went so far as to say that mad-doga 
never turn our out of their path to biteany one and that to unox 

perioneed persons the dog would not appear rabid at all.Othera said there 
was an occasional exeaption when a mad~iog may be encamtered sho would 
peraue and it would probably be tho fault of the person at that as he did 
probably try to tease the doge It was also agresd that in almost every case 
all one has to do 4s to cross the street, step inside a shop cdoor, jump 
one fence or other handy perch and be perfectly anfo. Flight will attract th 
the persuit of a normal ugly dog but with a’ mad-tog this does not alrays 
ocour at least according to most authorities.I also learned from a chief ‘ 
specialist that the mid-dog or the epiletid dog is maybe like a drunken mane 
Of persueing any one he has no idea, but one who meanacos hin loans 
through the seeming haze as an enemy, and ho snapse Any ono who sees a mad~dg 
mad-dog of any size should got out of the way without any necessary or un 
necessary prooipitation, and leavo the police to his destruction. There are 


however many times when a man would find hineoif confronted with the nevessity 
of being a hero, 


Tow men of our country of angelinia relish tho situation 
but every one accept 4t.Suppose one of the mon hero see a dog either oraxy, 
in a rage, or mad from sane other cause came dashing along the street. He 
b himself could  suroly step through a door way and be safe. But suppose 
he vaw several little children ?rightened, and too frightened to got ous 
of tho way, what would he dofLook on and leave them? Thia 45 a question + my 
self have asked of a mmber of veterinarians and others who are expriencod 
in handling all doge. Many methods of capturing doga or disnbling them 
with the minim of danger to tho captor have been suggested. But ono mans 
suggestion was not always a: pprovod by others, First ifthe horo had time 

to get a gun he could shoot the dog and savo the childron. Bird shot would do, 
and tho hoad would be the softest mark though a bullet anywhere in tho body 
however would bring him down. Next if he had any time to prepare ita ' 
pole with a aslip-nkot on it the emt such as the dogeatchers use is good. 
The rope is fastened to the end of the pole mking the noose, and thon comes 
along the handle through sane fastener that lets it slip to the hand. The 
noose can be slipped or thrust over the dogs henf and mlled tight so that he 
could not get amy or reach the capt or, or hero. Tt is also suggested that a 
dog could be knocked out temporailry by a blow on tho nose. A man wuld ofte 
often find a piece of plank or heavy stick where he can grab it. Some 
Angelinian aurthorit Jes perfered that a blow straight dow across the 
top of the nose between the eyes and the nostrile. Others always suggested tha 
that a man could slip off his coat and throw it betwen a child and the dog 
din a way a bull fighter uses his cloake Tt is oontonded that a dog will 
oe whatever touches him first. But the practicallity of this is doubted 
YY S00. 
Those in the favor of the cont, or the heavy cloth, if the doga teeth 
pass through it will wipe olean most of the doadly mous. With a small dog 
it would be posaible to grab him up by the hind leg and throw hin over a 
fenco or even hold him in the air ond away fran your bodye All dog-catchers 
maybe use this method, but it takes you to be an alert strong man. 
According to the dog-catchers the bost way to hold a 
dog saftly is to catch him in the side of.the neok and get his body between 
your knees, but as you grab ito neck do not take the collar for it will 
turn, and 4f you are successful kepp him untill some one ‘comes to help 
yueBe caroful for your hande are near the dreaded salvia and even a 
little fleck of it on a chapped Imucle kmuokle might mean infection. 

The way the rabies starts ona dog is that after a month from 
being bitten he becomes melancholice It is marked by several syaptons which 
gives sufficient warning to those who understand them. There comes in the 
fi rst stage a general change in the dispos:+ disposition that is action or 
conduct. Ho becomes very irritable, and barks or howls almost constantly night 
and day without any one being near to disturb him vhen everything is even 
very quiet all around, and the barking seems quite uncanny too and has a 
sort offrom to it. This he would only keop up for a week, then he becomes 
very q,quiet.The master who goes to feed him by throwing the food to him 
finds fhe dog’ looking out miserably fram some dark corner where he would not 
ordimrdily be. He never expects him to froth at the mouth for he knows that 
all is nonsen nonsense, neither is he afraid of water then or later. But 
gradually sane of the symptons will disappoar and he will have normal inter~ 
vals, followed by the return of the qu queer conduct, which of course would 
alare his mi mastor very muche 
He will be frickled minded or capricious, allways doing this, and somet h: 
else, thon excitement follows by fretfulnesae Tward the eni of this first 
stage which lasts three days he will begin to refuse food even sweet stuff 

and what he likes best, and he will be discovered at work lowwing and Lick 
ing boards and such things, and later will tear up and eat rugs add on the 
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floor of the dog house and‘ evon hig om bedding and other substanoas 
made in foreign countriss. A little later there will come in his hint 
Jegs a weakness, and uncer tainity at times, in the gait also, ard in his 
voice which was a loud eno will shov a vory peculiar change, and this is due 
to the beginning of paralysis in the throat, The second stage is marked by 
high fever for exercise that takes hia running all over the place for hours 
and even trying te get out and run in the streets. All day without pause he 
runs about the piace and finally becones exsauated, Wt still showing no a 4g 
sign the uniformed would regard as madness though thore would be a peculiar 
spreading of the eyen.Tho last atage of the horrible disease gives paralysis 
first of one museil muscle and then another, At this stage the dogs mouth 
will be open and his lower jaw wiil be paralized.His tonguo will be darkoned 
and covered with dirt, and this 4s a sure sign of his madness now. 
Thick ropy salvia deadly in its nature runs from his opon jaws. THis eyes 
will be still more spreading and will be bloodshot and covered with a slight 
flim. The dog 49 also quiet thene The puple of one eye will bo larger than 
the other on which side the dog was bitten. He alao becomes whooly paraiyzod. 
T In these stages he is not able to hurt anybody unless any one comes 
noar him. T know of one little girl who had been bitten by a dog whose stage 
of rabies had been at ite height, and had a bad bite in the face at thate 
‘ In feeding the dog he had suddenly mad a snap at her and caught with a 
good hold her choek biting her severely before she was resoued. But his 
salvia was deadly and with his hands oovered with thick gloves tho 
specialist triad tried to dronch it out of the wound with all kinds of 
powerful disinfactants tut he was quite unsuccessful. 
But twenty four hours decided the fate of the child and though 4t was a cruel 
thing the dootor had to sliov the wound which of course made the child atrug 
gle and screwae Tro T Through this means he had slicd the wound and all 
the salvia with 1+ and that the child was pronounced safe from catching 
the dended disease. But this had een almost a miracle this prevating 
preventing the disease, and though tho child had a very sore chesk and ws 
unable to gat out of bed for weeks she was very thankful to the dootorse 
It took two months for the wound to heol and the poor sweet child was able 
to be around again, but a sear was loft on her chesk, but which did not 
show vory plainly. The dog which had bitten the child was soon 
captured and shot and was a regular bulldog but quoorly biggor then ordinary 
ones and very hedious leoking. Its salvia ran out of its mouth in streams. 
Quite a mmber of other children, and even waven and two men hed heen bitten 
by the dog before it had bean rounded up by policemen, but three of these 
poor viotins died fram hydrophobia despite the efforts cf the doctors to 
save themeAfter that thore had been policemen, soldiers, and dogeatchors 
sent cut to seize every dog running the stroés streets and those supposing 
to be rabid, and when this is accomplished Calverini a will bo free 
from the dreuded mad-doge in spik spite of the glardelinians, ''''!! 


Tater on general arson had surrounded a part of the glandelinian force 
which had been by a moye of his om out off from tho main amy besieged 
at Norma Catherine and to avoid further bloodshed the main leader rrank 
Manley saw that~he must surrender.

If that day canes and you have not decided 
I81l totally annihilate your army and property in this city and destroy any 
other ansy that dares + o come and defend it and lead the survivors into 
exile.

of awful desolation and destruction continued. It was cer certainly. more 
than enourhto cause the stous ctoutest of all hearts to quail and grow 
sick and frightened and yet the searchers and rescue workers and other 
Parties well knew they could not even it if they tried their best unveil 
one third part of the misery amd horror the destructive elements the 
of the flood which had ben so rapidly brought aboute 
Everyone alsoknew that tho fulldoport and heaviest pq portions of the blow 
could not be realized for weoks, and weeks, and even «onthe to cane. 
Although all those in the relief and other parties were prepared tu soe 
the evidences of the raging flood and the effects following upon the 
heels of the mightyu inundations of the ravful flood, they did not and 
Go 1 could not think o° of anticipating such frilg frightful scenes. 
TItwas an awful butchery, a massacre without precedent, an dmonse gathering 
of victims that was so Bhastly and horrible as to be beyondthe power uf any 
Man, wouen or child to even concieve.As party after party of rescuers and 
wr war Correspondents and news paper sien and so on went on, the menbors net 
others who made reports of things that had also cone under their notice. 
There were five hundree and fifty killed or drowmed in one section of the bi 
town, fifteen hundred in ancther,, and fifteen thousand in another’. Indeod 
the list wus growing larger and larger, and still larger with every report, 
and though investigations had been made to soe wi whether, theao reports 
were 9xaggerated or not,’ those’ who investigated found the reports much 
below the actual numborse.e.eseTt was indeec indeod a great matter of wonder 
wonder, and increasing wonder too, that a single soulvof the whole country 
that had been swept by the flood escaped to tell the tale.Throughout the 
whole city of Henritta itself no ono no matter who they were, men, women 
or children seemed entirely sane, for there was awful madness in tho very ni 
adr iteelf.all were seen to be roving in an atmosphere of glom, svrrow, 


" apathy, revenge and prim horror, it was difficult to move and breathe 


wi+ with so much death on every side, and yet who could keep his eyes 

of thoso horrible and fascinating corpses, when they fairly riveted the 
very gazeeand to make matters more strange end shockinglife and--denth 
‘were often so closely singled and intermingled that they could not be teld 
epert.Indeed it ws said to be the most awful a apothoosis uf the frightful 
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tresulis of the worst flcod ever known yet.Those who h d had escaped the 


awful flood were searching frantically for missing ones, and valuable proper 
«property, and doing this yet in such q listloss way as to irrestibly 
convey the idea-that did that they did not care whether they found than of 
or noteIt was the awful langour of hopelessness, despeir, ani loss of 
faitheveneMany of those who had lost theircall, were oven merry, but 
indaod it was rothing else but the glee of insanity.Ono old woman 
came up to one of the soarchers, and with a leery face wi which had some 
thing terrible in it said to hin with a horrible sno anile; 
''See Mr I'm a VandaleI rob the dead bodies of men, women and children 
and even those of heaven too.I'm a vandaleShoot' me. please.'' 
She of cour se was taken care of ina hospitel for the insane a littel 
little latersshe died in her ravingseSke had lost-ho e home, husband, 
children, and all, even her most cherished possessions.Evon her reason. 
Ascenot'er sad andforlorn norning' dawned the streets had had been parcislly 
cleared of wrackage were lined with people, ten women and children, all 
h hel half clad, and crippled in evory conciovable manner, hobbling as 
best as they could to where they could. and hoped to recieve the attention of 
physicians for thesselves, and to. eunion aid and provisions for friends 
reliatives and the like who were too injured to move.Qne youns Man who 
had been a policeman was found in 9 most pitiable condition the toes 
on his feet having been crushed by weighty wreckage, his ribs were caved 
dn and his head badly injured and other wounds, but his own condition though 
fatal ho declared to his rescuers was nothing.}jis hone wife and children 
and all hepassessed wero .;0 gone jn the flood and he declared he did 
not care if he died because he had nothing for waich to live for anyhow. 
All the biggest houses of all the citizens which had escaped destruction 
gad heen turned dito hospitals as were also the leading hotels, railroad 
stations, buisness houses, factories, schools, and others. Inddeo we can 
' Snagine the horror of it all when. it con be said there was nota singlo 
house left standing which did not contain : any dead as well as many injured 
qnd fyll ofyhaal fcrady peopie j ,poopieTzo minke tthingsweonstthe coldiraiiy

One cagll party of rescuers stopped at o anal’ g- grocery store and 

found itpacked with injured. be provisions in this store piso a had beon 
ruined and there was nothing for any one who cane hungry forlorn and’ tired. 
Even the place wae buth a madhouge and a hospital, no longer a store. 
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woter and baseanents of the buildings were flooded to 

tent ten feet.Two hours later the Fighest streets were rei era, 
veople were forced tothe higher stories of the buildings and the lower 
streets wre coverod with ten to fifteen feot of ro: roaring waters 
There vas sane datage being done ‘to tany buildinhs at that tine. This 
city however wos the first one affected by the flood, and strange to 
say was not renlly badly affected at allthough during the whole ‘tivo or 
eicht days the waters retnined of considerab e ce depth andthe people 
were tgrooned day and night in the upper stories facing alunost complete 
starvationeRs the worning of the second day after ‘the flood started the 
edge of the far reoching and rapidly sprendin? flood was a short dist 
distance northwest of Jessicig city, and the highest water inarke had been 
reached over the southorn regions west of Angelinin Agathia, fourty 
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eight feet in the asst boing-reported from Mobi Junctic , am and fourty 
feet near Dorothy Gale city.,, ring this tine inthe extre:e southwestthe 
conditions of the land with Kills and rises so far prevented the spreading

however to the appeal for aid by the surviving people of the stricken 
eountry o on the part of The Abbieannd n Country and in fact every vther 
country in the world ws more prom ptand genoero'ls than was expected. 
and that urgent relief Was necessary was a Made apparent frea the 
appearance of so many refugees who began to flock into Angelinia Agathia 
and' also porothy Gale as soon as the bonts began to run to. the, stricken 
rezions by the river after the catastruphe.In addition to these scores of 
thousands of strangers arived also as best as they ould and for a 
tio the aurthirot ‘qurthorities of these cities werent o serious loss of 
whut to do with thea.Indeod taany of these visitors were fran points as far 
tlistant as Pandor va and Nic Hollester Cities Abbieannia state, w nll who 
had relatives and friends in the flood stricken distri ts districts and 
had cone to learn the worst or the best regarding them, and others Caio 
with the purpose to wi volunteer their ‘services in the relief work or join 
' the anay but the greatest nwaber consisted of either news paper men fraa 
all parte of the country or others who came to see for thaiselves the 
extent of the-disaster and to cause it to be broadcast over tho entire 
worldeAll these were almost frantic in their efforts to get to the 
stricken city of Henrietta or other points.yowaver they ware not curious 
seokors, they did not cone for curiousity, but only to see the worst, 
for they wished to have sasething on the enemy so that if possille they 
could hope to reduce the chance of'*Quarter for the Glandelinians''. 
In addition thore were thousands of the sufferers tha:selvos who had been 
brought out of their misery to be cared for at the two big twin cities. 
The question of caring for theae immense cro d crowds come up at a genoral 
Nase Mueting of tho Anrolinia Agathia general Relief Camitteo held 
when they began to arive-Every incosing train fraa the northwest 
brought thousands of more people, every Wagon and boat fron the south 
‘ brought more refugeos nnd wounded, and immediate action Was necesAarye 
It was finally decided to pitch tonts by the thousands in all parks 
of the cities and in these hastily erected canps as many people as possible 
‘yore being cared forplie biggest hotel t hotels in the. cities could not 
acconodate ene fifth of then, ard neither could rooning houses and other 
places. ; ;

many honts and othor craft as possible had teen »vreased into service to 
carry succor to the suffering, and the suffering to refuges, but tho 
no nwobers of these boats were very aiall and although working diligently 
day and night the service mms entirely smell in the oxtranes andthe people 
were utill suffering the thousands of sick in danger of dying fron want 
of medicines provisions nnd care, tho well growing despera te and “lerce 
ami in ingny cases gradually losing their reasone 
While there were many who could not as yet bo provided for becuuse 
‘the necessary articles for thes could not at all be cnrrisd over tho flooded 
districts there wero sote sagll numbers who hed already recieved care-and 
the sitall awnount vf supplies which had arived had been of groat nasistance 
but they were far frea ample to provide for everte aioli porcentcre of 
the sufferers, ustinated nt nearly three million.Rven the richest of tho 
people were Iningry and abaost nudessAnd on offort ws being made on 
the part of the aurthorities to provide for all these who wore suid +o he 
in tho greatest nead, bat indeed this we found to be tho must difficult 
work as thers ware so many thousands in the saddest and iost desperate 
condition-Therefors a rigid systen of Sssueing supplivs was quickly 
established ond the aniies of soldisre which had arived in tho reyion, 
aidod hy the surviving citizens wore sworn in as workers.Thess then 
attended to the issucing bi rations as soon as tho boats and waren 
trains arivede 
, Every sffort possible was made to reach the countless dying first, tur 
all sorts of obstacles were enoun encountered, hecnise so Many of thos 
were 60 Pndly mained nnd wounded, or helpless that they were unable to

indeed Countless numbers of woren, wen and even childron wove dying 

for want of food, and hundreds, nay thousands went insane fran the 

terrible atrainvto which they hadcbeon subjooted. 

Tn his appeal. {tothe whole country for nid dssued .:five days after the 

catastrophe and also as soon, as he had boen known the H Mayor of 

Angolinda Agathia said, that fully, two million persons including se many 

soldiers had lost their lives on account of the terrible inundation, 

this estiugte being based upen personal and general infonantionegton 

those who had survived the flood <eid the death list wuld be far greater 
than that, andthey wore backed in their opinion by all conservative men 
who had no desire whatever tu exaggerate the awful losses but felt they 

were justified in letting the whole country, know, n-y the whole christ 
jan worldknow the full extent of the disaster in order that the necessary 
reliof and sympathy might be supplied.It was also the goneral opinion that 
to nide any of the facts of the flood, caused by the ruthless enany would be 
far worst than crdainal.Nono of these who . reported the lesses were any 
such a thing as a sensationalist for they wll knew wint the people of the 
whele Abbieannian country wanted to know at that tine. 
And if the people of the whole Abbieannian nation at large felt they were 
being docieyed in anything whatever thoy would be apt to close their very 
vocket books.and.refuse to give anything, even to support the cause as 
holy as it wight bee 
If told the truth they would respond to the appeal for aid most generivusl, 
gonersoe gener. generiously and gie all for the good of the cause. 
When the etiall atriount of relief that could reach the stricken began t 
to finglly pour in it was reaarkgble how sven tho very surviving wosen 
of the stricken districts beran te pluck up nore courage and even fo 
to work with the :senethe wom women and children had surfered more 
terribly than the men or even childrentut they had refused to five p 
up hope end thay alone were too christian like to wisn vengeance on 
the oneay for theflood.

Some time later tho retreating enemy or most of the retreat 
Glandelinian army had halted near the tom of Ginhan to rel the christ 
dan pp persuit vand againa terrific battle and baybardnent together 
wes raging and ,lolet and her sdsters was the sole witness to it all. 
A furious screming tempest of shells was tearing through the adr, and 
the caning christian columns to the assault dnoreased the confuelo, 
among the rallying qiandelinians. A vertible wall of purple coats had 
already crossed over the snow coverod plains and approached the enelys 
rallying lines with appalling rapidity their line extending across the 
whole plain inanA almost archy shape, and soon the enemys new and 
hastily erocted positions vas enshrouded 4n snoke of misketry. 

The firing along tho enemys lino had suddenly o opened with the 
rapidity of lightning and in the direction of the enenys lines a dull 
rumbling roar was heard, the roar of cannons and soon as the christian

the angelinians besieging the enemys positions at julo Callic had been 
unable to accan ac accouplish anything for all their pains and seeing 

that the enemy were recieving provsaions through some secret means and 
also more troops the ,ngelinians decided to amash down the whole city 
entirely wiyh their guns and not allow the me enemy to shelter themselves 
din the hanes and pub, public buildingse So in the build bombardment 
scarcely a building was left standing and thousa thousands of the 
Glandelinians themselves taking shelter fran the bombardment were burid 
burid d in theruins.e and smothered to death in the debris. The streets 
after this: storming bombardment were found to be filled with mounds 

of wreckage. Telegraph and telephone wires were down in the vinicty of 
the enemys lines thousands of whole residences lay crwapled up, the 
whole city seeming to have been at the mrsy of the christian cannon and 
the wreckage was worse hore than camitted by the storm at Jennie~ 
Wren | OwneTho bombardment had lasted three days. All the houses had 
been shattered and ground to pieces~by the appal ing storm of bursting shells 
and the loss of life among the glandelinians was indeed frightful. 
Over 17,000 were killa killed and over fourty thousand wounded and 
millions of house timbers were burned by the conflargrations that followed 
the bonbardment. During the banbestdment great assaults were made by the 
enemy in their efforts to stop or at least slacken the artillery storm 
of the christians and in one case the enemys desperate assaults had been 
campletely successful at one point the christian forces having been 
driven back for ten miles by the forco of the attack and the firing 
had been dreadful to bhehokd hundreds of christian officers having been

“and caught on two sides'and moeoting a tearing withering fire the 
Angelinians here fled like sheep the onony for a few mimes oarrying 
all before them. Tho force of the assault also threw back thirt y 
Abyssinkilian brigades fron thoir positions = 
Throwlng out his arms despairingly oneof the abyssinkilian 
leaders tre r tri ed +o rally his men tt for tunately a portion of the 
christian line was still clinging to ites position which if they hd not 
would have beon genoral yivians finish, and also genoral yohnston 
and his forces still had a grip on the right of the position and’ thus the 
christian line was only seriously gapped put not oxotly carried.s Four 
divisions of the christian line clung to their works at agrent distance 
from each other. 
One of the Abyssinkilian divisions ws the first to recover fran the 
confusion andu disorder and rallied and they now stood their proind 
while the glandelinians were scrambling forwed like monkeyse Then genera& 
General yanson thought it time to lend a help,ling hand before tho 
enemy got any further. 
‘Mold tight to the works every one of you officers''He wrote by 
wireloss'"And I'11 pull you through or I'm no good at being a ‘ 
genorale’ "Batteries to genoral yivians rear fire for all your worth. 
let go withall your guns and spare no ammnition.tf ammunition becomes 
exhausted more will be immediately sent.The enemy havo got to be stop- 
ede’! 
Pit took fifteen minutes for the order to be ~understood but howevor 
4t was not nocossary for the an gry waves of Glandelinians tuberlent 
with thoir yells were in imdinont danger of being overwhelmed by heavy 
reinforcouents sent by genoral Evans and the artillery having been silent 
now since the disaster began had waited untill the retreating christian 
christians had stremsed to the rear and it seemed soon as if the eneny 
were facing an annihilation so fast they were being cut down by the 
christian guns, Providence indeed was watching over general ,ivians 
army Hanson having now prepared +o move his forces forwardyto threaten 
the enemy so as +o mako then desist in punishing general vinn any 
further and now the adtuation lightened more and more during the passing 
hours during which Hanson had hurled threo tremendous assaults sgainst 
Manleys positions and finally captured them for keeps turning the guns upon 
the glandelininn forces which was already frightfully wrecked by genoral 
Hansons furious’ attacks, and tho generals wore signallying for help fra 
general yanley. Hanson who was keoping his sharp oyes ahead suddenly saw 
as the enemy recoded fraa general yivins lines something new looming up 
in the distance. He thought it wis reinforcements for the enemy which 
vould mean thk that the enemy wore preparing for a redoubled effort 
to crush hin or general yivian.It was evident also to genoral 
Hanson that the enemy wero getting their min batteries into position 
to sweep his own linese 
‘Then some scout h shouted as ho came dashing upj 
'tnginforcaments for the enemy.'' 
‘Reinforcements for the enemy?''Cried one of the genorals with a 
thrill of surprise.''Wheret'' ‘ 
‘tDead ahead to your left.That is I think it is reinforcoentseI can't 
be the same divisions already having assaulted us for 7 see no torn 
and lacorated flags, as they all look new to meeThey look like a long 
wave of men moving forward through the snow spume.Sanetimes y seo it 
and sometiges I don't.'’ 
The new ,lndelinian column was closer upon Hanson-s line itself thon 
he a or any of his officors thought the snow spray and anoke lf of 
firing rendering the position of tho foo sanewhat indistinct, though it 
was really two hundred foot amye The heavy sweop of the qland&inian 
Glandolinian waves were coming forward at such a rate that before 
general Hanson or his officors were avmre of the effect the “lande ‘ 
linians wero alaost upon the position, and thoy were Zimmermannians at that. 


The crash was tremendous like a grout collision of humainity, and gonoral 
Vivian pobertson in a desporate effort to run ~his batteries into — 
p,a placo wa was caught ina jam of retrenting angolinians, but ho 
attempted to rally thom-and succocding started +0 facc them about, but 
an onrushing wave of glandelinians parhaps a hundred thousand strong 
gripped the angolinian position in a torrent of humani ty in gray, and 
the christian lino was flung back by the tremendous force of the charge 
and goneral nobertson amid tho dreadful hurricane of firing that ensued 
fell mortally wounded while a score ‘of officars of high rank fell with 
him and whole iomense swarms of meneThen crash bang went the , 
long line of christian art illery with a dreadful shock the _landolinian 
wave wos torn to pieces, and the. survivors half floundering if snow 
drifts fell back, but most of the glandelininans stil) surviving seeing 
the other portion of their division coming clung desporately to the 
captured works and the fury of tho pattle was ton times worse than 
beforde 
The Angolinians after ralying fired heavily upon tho enesy for about 
twenty minmites then rushed hoadlong upon the shatt ered ,landelinian 
columns, there was o fierce exchange of volleys point paol and the 
Glandelinians sullenly withdrew while other christian foroog came rushing 
up to the rescue. The Angolinians crashed down upon the pvandelinians 
and there was a confused mic mioutp and at this critical moment while 
the enemy were flying in panic yiolet and her sisters who had wit nessd 
witnessed this thrilling exciting scene suddenly appeared at one of the 
guns of tho christian batteries yiolet with a flag of sone regiment al). 
torn to shreds howeyor and’ she waved it, while her sisters wildly 
waved their hands at the Glandelinians who were retreatingeA dreadful 
muber had been captured by the angelinians and thus that mighty 
Glnndelinian wave nearly eight million strong had lost nearly half 
their number in prisoners while five Imundred thoteand had been 
killed and nearly o million of them woundede What had appeared to bo 
a disaster for the christian line endod as a fearful disaster for the 
enemy instende This indeed stunned tho foee They had struck a blow and 
recioved a stagyoring one in return. 
Violet and hor si sters seoing that the foo was really ret reking 
retreating ran into tho wave of christians coming sei zed A new fkag 
flag from a wounded color bearer and flung it to the breeze despite his 
vigorous protest that she was risking inconceivable dangor in doing this, 
but she paid no attontion.One of the genorals cecing her bravery 
drew his sabre and waving it called ‘to his men to advance and forward 
thoy rushed after the retreating onemye 
Tho Glandolinian columns were now shifting apart and large gaps 
could be seen for a matent here and there os they retired tward their 
om positionseTheso breaks became more frequent and larger a d soon the 
entire broken wave had reahd renched their om position as the 
Angolinians did not care to persue much furthers 
In tho meanvhile while the battle was raging general Evans had 
concentrated his ow army to another portion of the field so as to be 
closer to the christian position and as there wa was nothing else for most 
of his army to do and au the snowstorm ws raging with groat fury the 
soldiers most of them begn to feel the nood of sleep and rest as 
they had beon doing a lot of hard marching and as there was nothing 
elso for imny of them to do and as they were too far from tho enemys 
position as yet to be engaged the most of: them turned in for the oming 
night even same of the highest generals. General yevans directed tho 
signal men to cdl the officors if they sighted any signs of the 
enomy, feoling sure that general yiviens lines or yansons would 
be attacked by the enemy despite the blizzard. It was tyward the 
morning just while the battle was starting to rage with torrific fury 
Evans learned that a large glandolininn army was moving tward' tho 
northwest when to his opinion it should have advanced southwards 
Many big colums of fresh troops of Abyssinkilians passod Evans camp 
but tho generals halted’ no division boimd in the sane direction that 
Evans intended to advance. So tho highest genorals were left to sleep undis 
turbed for the few hours given to them and the army, and it was late 
jn the afternoon when the battle was again in s full sway along gonoral 
yivians lines whon general Evans awoke and opkod his head out the window

Evans was greatly disappointed. He put on his coat and overcoat ani went 
outside and Listened to the roll of distant muskotry and tho boa1 of 
wany cannons roaring now ad then and took a good look ahead and tward 
the location of the sound but he could not ‘see anything wrong in that 
direction as the snow pall obscured everythingeAnd the wind ms blowing 
a galee Ho then went to ono of the high signal atations. 
‘YAre you sure that you are ‘keeping a chark lookout?''He asked the 
officer of the signal corps» é 
''Poaitive.''Replied’ the min.'"The landelinian army mist be concontrating 
upon general yivian.'’ 
tT doubt it because thore are or do not seom to be any “Yondelinian 
armies in this vinicity.'’ ‘ 7 
‘'Then Manleys army mst be ahead of ours still.'' 
‘'Ts the officers of the Abyssinkilinn armies making the best speed of 
their advancef'’ : 
‘tn this blizzard storm yes. Judging by tho ‘thickness of the snowolouds 
wo have about f four hours of daylight left.'*Answered the officer. 
72 wo do not catch up with yanleys army bofore another ‘day it stands 
@ good chance of getting away fran Jennie urmer altogether." "Said 
Evans.''T had not expected that this storm would last as longa it is 
raging and this snowstorm is indeod terrible. And as it is reported 
that the Abyssinkilians are getting out of privisions we will vhave to 
stop at sano large ca Calverinian city to get 4t or stop at pvangelinia 
qrania where we'could capture sup plies.'’ ' ; 
Then suddenly Evans addedj''To hell with yvangelinia crania.T wos mistaken 
at that. It would take five months for the ‘largest christian arny to 
capture that placo hold more strongly than yivian wicky Wickey though 
it 4s a part of hor fortifications. We had better have the Abyssinkilian 
divisions stop at the nearest cities or toms and then they’ won't lose 
any tine. What big tom is that younder half hidden in the snowshroud?!* 
Pointing behind tothe southwest. ‘ 
‘That's Bollie towm.''Answord tho officer. 
‘WWaybe the qlandelinian army we are after slipped us and had con 
contrated over there.''Said general Evanse 
The officor shrugged his~shoulder as mich as if you say that this 
was quite possible that the glandelinian army had done a0. 
‘'T? the qlandelinian army did then ¥e are ruming amy fran it 
rather than persueing.''Said general Evanse 
Evans looked long and carnestly twarg the snow shrouded city for it 
struck him as a likely place for the ,ladelinian army to go and avoid 
immedi inmeiate battle with his great christian army. He felt that he 
was on the horns of a dileminia and the loh longer he studied the 
matter the stronger the impression grow that they had been fol] fooled 
by the: snowstorm, and that his army had been advancing on the wrong 
course. He would have gavo orders to all his yeneornls to come around 
and arouse the army on the march onco more and hend for the city, 
but then that wos iapossible for the wind was again blowing fearfully 
hih high the snow medium heing blinding and to turn his army nd and 
face the storm would be too much on the tired army. H General 
gvans thought that the best thing to do was to move his army tymrd

The snowstora had hii snowboind ani he did not ‘mo- know ite 
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It wao now near four o-clock and the snow was still falling when 4 
division of infantry cane yp to tho tom and were surprised to find no 
eneny there and that it was‘ protected by a portion of pvans army nd and- 
he ddd not know thin althor. Thoso soldie sold ers did not go vory far 
Into the eity as therowero gront stores of all. kinda on its yory 
outokirtse They purchased almost a shipload of satables as to cil it for 
the provision trains and tho food was carried off in sealed boxes on 
amy sloighseThe city. ws quite large and froa ono point lay within 

two miiles of plankot land while its western end wes sixteen miles 
distant. If cenoral Evans had intonded to eircunnnvigate the region in 
the chance of overhauling the aupposed fugitive arty he had beon 
persueing in that location he had quite a march before him for nothing 
and luck indeed soomed to play against hime He sent some troops in honte 
on the river already half covered with f, floating ice under the eo of 
the big island whore Ned and Bon had been prisonors in the cave throurh 
a rough passago of the river for two hours for the vi ew of oe 6 snony 
ships withort seeing any vessel or digcoyering anything belonging to the 
onewyeInstead the river woo swaradug with ,bbioannian and Angelinian 
Rovers. So tho trip on the river was abandoned. Soon a as the snow was 
letting up a little tward evening Evans saw in the distanco to his 

far right disti nctly sanothing like volcanic oruptions from the plains 

a gront distance avwny-He heard nothing but only observed theme He gazed 

on thia new sceno with aw and surprise and suspicionAnd fr0a that 
direction all tho noise was procosdings He had advanaod a portion of his 
anay at this time trard a small collection of abandoned houses such as 
would be tal called a villiago and it was thon that ha had observed 
this scone. There were two or threo simall warfs at which sane Angelinian 
craft were ‘ioored, but Inquiring what tho scono was heyond the officors 
with Evans were told that tho aneny were attackjng general yivians lino, 
and that early in the morning a great arny of pdandolinians had passed 
by undor cover of the woods tward the town of yennie ,urmer but 

they wore not sure if it halted there or contimed on but that the arny 
had heen moving northward. The soldiers said they paid particular 
attention $0 tho forces in gray and that after tho line contimind to pa 
pass for three hours and a half without seening to end the last of at 
soon disappeared around a point beyond the Aronburg Ford.

'tWe saw such an army about four hours @ ago ‘ut dreading the fos was 
concontrating for an attack we dared not to expose curselvgs haand held 
commnication with other signal stations to warn youeThe ,randelLinian 
army was headed for the northeast of Jonnic murmer eHowever T could say 
that we do not know where the Nanelininn army was bound.It wns wnder 
genoral Raymond Rivhardson Fedora coos! 

General Evans had obtained the information he had wanted for the 
Glandelinian army was no doubt the one he had been persueing, and it 
seemed pretty certain to -hin that the arny was boing to concontrate 

in force before Jennie purmer no doubt to prevent hin from laying 
seige tc the city. 
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Tho conflict that Evans was witnessing was called tho battle of 
pando~Pochain later. Securing the right course for the armys advanco 
the march was resuted for about a mile and thon the concontration of 
his om arvies coamencod while the snow slackening stio still 
more he again mdo actions to investigate the strange scone heforo him. 
Behind the hill he mounted tho a tom Jay liko oa sories of 
dark blots agninst the whiteness of tho snow covered plains, 
a distant fire making oa lurid glow. Ahend far to the west lay the 
falo almost sen like expanse of the He-yolleater Run ni vor her heaving 
awolls glistening in the light of the conflargration, probably of 
a burning town. The only sail in sight on the river was an only 
abandoned barkeTwo divisions of his arny was in aight to his left 
pitching tents and throwing up breastworks of snow and ice and of 
yo k rocks wood and diry dirt and then gvana made inquiri es from sane 
returning scotts concerning the scene he was witnessing in the ‘distance 
tut the scouts did not know having tried to find out theuselves. Tt ws 
the second hour since he had now observed the scone and ho did not 
know what to make of it. Nevertheless he felt wite unensy and 
wi wished $0 go nearer but sono of his officers deciined +o allow hin 
saying it was dangerous for him to go out too far alone. 
Evans had soon however giscovered the truth which led hin to 
quickly move his army closer to jennie ‘urmer and which also led hin 
to send the mich nocded reinforce ents in time. During the night after 
the severeconflict along general yivians and pansons lines it became 
zero cold but novortheless it had Yocone very calm there’ not being the 
slightest breeze thoughit was st il? snowing terribly hard. Violet and her 
sisters had despite the cold did all they could in helping tho redcross 
take care and dress sone of the nearest wounded soldiers, and even 
prayed for wr warner weather, but tward late night the atorm cleared | 
up it became more caml and colder and not a single brenth could be felt. 
To the landelinian army however the cold was becoming oppresive and 
g thousands of big bonfires coild be seon in the direction of thoir lines 
while apparently the christian line had only what was needed for the 
sentries. Hours and hours pased passed and there came no change, and 
tward the noxt morning it being clear and cold queer mummring sounds came 
from the direction of the enemys lines and contimed for hours and als 0 
increased stendily and evorybody was excited over the sands. Tward eight 
o-clock in the morning while gonoral Jack Evand was concentrating goneral 
Roswell puster Johnstons lines a sudden and furious attack came upon 
his owm right wing fran the enemy, and the enemy had beon seen to 
case forward inten large gray bio billows of men. The first line 
of chzistjan infantry was helpless before that apparently heaving seaof 
wild ,landelinians, a and back they fell, but nevertholess they 
allied and rose up ‘again like, spartians, and again plunged int o tho 
Jandelinian coluuns.e The ten _landelinian waves were one after another 
torn and mangled for the very ten charges and driven back in thowildest 
confusion but while this was occuring , elsewhere the enomy also started 
trouble and along general posweil ster johnstons lines the battle 
broke inall its fury, but every landelinian column was torn up fearfully 
and despite their own heavy mmbers could not maky make any headway 
and suffered terribly froa the effects of tho violence of the christian 
fire and counter charges. In vain did the landelininn force throw 
themsolves fiercely into the desperate struggle it was plain to ther that 
they would never have the chance of breaking general pvans lines, 
and the attacks soon slackencd and there was a lul’. While this was occur 
ing to the eyes of iolet and her sisters wno were in Hansons Lines 
they noticed a yellow haze in the direction of the enemys lines under 
Manley and it had caused great curiousity and evon yiolet and her sisters 
had watched it a great while, and Hanson learning that Raymond Richard 
son was assaulting general Evans lines felt sure he would be the next 
one 40 be struck and waited for devolpments. Late in the afternoon 
while Evans was now left alone the enomy came suddenly upon Hansons 
lines and the first indiction Hanson had of the fact wms the heavy 
roll of millions of muskets and the battle along his lines became 
nearly as bad ad as the day before the enemy charging furiously and 
repeating their onslaughts every hour without a pause in the terrible 
firing and wave of “langelinians followed in endless succession, 
while all that tims every avai lable battery of genoral pansons arny 
thundered most incessantly the sky seamed filled with lightning fran the 
bursting storm of shells and shrannell the scone was shrouded in smoke 
and the ground torn and furrowed bv fine fierce explosions. 


Soon after the enemy attacked in the most violent fury, and each 
successive attack came as sudden as violent squat's of win, and every 
nesault cane in full force each lasting twenty minutes without coaing 

while the flash of musketry glared like a conflirgration, and still 
hour after hour passed and the great series of assaults of the enemy 
increased so fiercely that genoral :anson feared that his lines would be 
overthrown and swunped by tho wicked human torrent, and ho feared indeed 
that the enomy would carry ali before it,Sometimes it seemed as if the 
qlandolinian columns would be swallowed up in smokes of c shells ang 
canister and tho smoke was so thick that it almost took tho breah 

breath amy fran the soldiers. Violet and her sisters dreaded that 

one of the general and most furious struggles of the war hnd com, for 
their was no change in the situation, and general yanson wao sorry 

that he had left his socond army too far to the rear for he believed 

4f ho had he cold have had enough mon at onos to resist the -hell 
assaults of the enomy, and then be able to close in on Jennie  urner 
which he wished to besiege, and which he feared now he would fail to 

do on account of the second desperata conflict. As the storm progressed 
on without abating a hea vy column of men in gray came forward with a rush 
but the most terrific fire tho enemy ever facod swept them dom in scores 
of thousands but nevort heless there was no signs of the battle abating now 
at oll the onemy appearing to be most determi nod and tho struggle 

only grew so fierce as the qlandelininn genorals threw more divisions 
into the action that all the christian genorals became alarmed and Hanson 
had to issue orders for the divisions fer in the rear to come up and 
aid his forces to check the hammering onslaughte of the enemy, Never bofos 
before had he seen the enemy so despernte. During the meanwhile the : 
roar of firing elsewhere even along general Kindernines front grew so 
frightfully heay heavy that general yanson had to dispatch generals here 
and there to keep the line any where fran breaking, and gave orders 
for the reserve artillery to be plaed placed into post position, 


There was fortunately a lull and while the short lull was 
on yiooet and her sisters declared that it appeared as if the enemy 
wos massing for a general ansault. Indeod that was a sign ¢ hat this 
was one of the dreaded battles which had occured without warning since 
the christian army approached seniie jurmer, a battle that rages so 
long that it cauees the destruction of -untold mmber of soldiers 
and efon of nature itself before it ends. Everything after the storm of 
fighting seemed oo sombre and mournful and at times the very ski es seemed 
14t in tho distanse by eonflargrations raging no to doubt in some ‘towns 
near bye All had remembered that before the outbreak of the battle every 
thing had seemed to calm and now while the lui! was on the dreadful silence 
along general Hansons lines was distinctly broken by strange whispering and 
other sounds fraz the direction cf enor] vans lines vhich did resem 
ble something peculiar nnd which no doubt was sane kind of a me 
warning. Violet and her sisters had been at firat @ afrighted by the 
queer sounds and vhen they sere they were not to blame for they had inom 
that it was a fair’ warning that ea general battle was raging along 
general Evans lines. Violet and her sisters had listened to the 
sounds which had déed awny once ina while tut never ceasing altogether, 
and they still kmew that the sounds were from the firing on both sides 
which receded and advanced and recedied, and which caild de heatd 
though the conflict still raging there was so far avmy at the time. Some 
times another kind of queer sound added that scemed unearthly and 
which sounded like milidons of ghot ghosts whispering and chanting together 

of the doom of the christian army. It was comletely terrifying, and 
at t4mes the sounds seomed to come fran every direction, and £00n es 
4pe little girls wercstil] listening half appalled the situation ebegan 
to take ona change? A thick long wve of gray at first unobserved by any 
one had advanced while fraw a nearer quarter the firing which hed stopped 
suddenly broke loose againeHanson soon observing the wave regarded it 
with sane uneasinoss md he remarked to his officers thet he was afraid 
a gret great onslaught was going to be made this tine upon his lines 
and thet if “he enemy came on with great fury it might be difficult 
for the christian line to hold its ground. Ths christian line ws making 
preparations for the defense wha e, volley of armonia banbs exploded having 
been sent over by the enemy batteries and the littie girls who were 
in the rogion got the full effects of the fumes and gasped in vain for 
air tut they found thoy could not breathe. The very air itself was stiil 
and cold and edded to their caauomcing egony for air. 
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Violet begged god to save hor and her sisters fraa complete suffockion 
sufficntion und even now they felt they could not stand it withowt air 
any longer and they struggled to reach general yansons headquarters to 
try and obtain help. But from the suffoontion they were helploss and 
evory attmpt to arise increased their agony. Their hearts wors benting 
fast and thelr suffering was getting woruo overy manent. They wero Amont 
almost black in the face and the eyes stared out of thoir sookete. 
They were now getting terribly dizzy and they sank to the ground with 
ing mouthse 
The eiin in their lungs fran tho fumes wa was unbearable and thoy only 
cotld think prayers and not say them. Indscd thelr lungs already felt 
as if they were burning while the little girls had aburning sens&ion in 
their nostrils ad and foreheads. They seomod already in «i danger of

General vivian was also fearcoly engagedeFor an hour after the 
outbreak of the paltie storm along his lines the struggle had sted steadily 
grew worse as more divisions were thrown in, and the firing wa go intense 
that desperate, frenzicd, and reckless as they were the biggest plandelinian 
colums could not mike any headymy and swept back torn to pieces and 
scatt ered over the plains in the wildest panic. 

General vivians arsy after the struggle lulled for an hour ‘rocieved the 

worse shock of the ontire battle at just about five thirty. When 
the lull had lasted that time all the christian generals wero excited 
to see what appeared literally an immense wall of graycoats almost 
upon their works , before the angelininns had tine to fire a shot. 

But the christian cannons had been ready and they let the enemy have 
a fire that ground the first section of the gray wave fairly to earth, 
just as general yanson ordered the panic stricken troops to the rear pos 
tions and to hold these works & al] costs while he did his best: to 
sont reinforcements to stop this assault on general yivians lines. 
General pobert Vivian hinself rushed about back and forth in the rear of 
the line excitedly, while colonel Baldwin yranklin clugg to one of the 
big guns ‘and discharged it killing and wounding sixty Indelinians at ono 
discharge. The wave advanced with a deafening yell of fury and s they ‘ 
appeared tho christian infantry plazed with n withering storm of misketrye 
The wawave struck there was a stunning crash of firearms as both sides 
opened up in general, and a portion of the christian line was bended 
back tut the enenys front was swept from end to ond and the very desp 
snow was fairly burded under the bodies in gray. It was dreadful, but 
nevertheless the gladelinian survivors were not checked and everything 
seemed to go, while general Francis paldwin who was urging his men to 
support the olargeof his glandelinians was fairly torn fran his horse by 
sixteen bayonets of the gngelinians and ho was only saved! fro being 
mortally wounded by the surge of gray that swept abot him. 

The agngelinians ad amid the dreadful carnage clung most desperately 
to their works, and though general Roswell Buster yohnston wa was 
wounded, and general Francis Scluaidt with a broken leg, they nv neverthe 
less seamed sto stard woll the shock’ of this tremendous plow which was 
worse than the swiftest irrestible tidal wave on the sea during a 
great typhoon. General Aronburg who had been almost surrounded by the 
enemy was rescued by his canrades.General Vivian had in the 
meantime brought up same of his resorves when this tremendous wave came 
and was prepared to meot it with all his strength.The firing of misketry 
along roared like a million cannon and was 2 perfectly incessa 
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Many of the christian generals amged to reform their broken lines, and 
they yelled vehemently to the men to stand ground and not givo way mit 
just now no voice or ever a cannon shot cold be heatd through the suddn 
sudden tremendous din of the enomys yoliing batt lecries, Another section 
of the glandelinian tidal wmv» hd crashed its way over the works at 
the extreme left of goneral yivians line but bofore the christian artillery 
fire they went down jin lines of mon, and some section’ sections of 
this wave as it tried to contime cn were swopt away. Simitanoously 
the christian mined the works in possession of the enemy and trees and 
evorything went dom by the board and the branches were splintered to 
bits by the force of the concussion and the enemys line had a horrible 
gap expotede A scoo scone of the wildest confusion was ensuoingsTho 
Scone was ten times worse than aleng gonoral yansons personnl lines. 
General vivian got slightly hurt om one of the incidents when he 
attempted to direct the placing of a battery just os a torrent of mon 
were literally mowed down by tho onomys fire, the explosions se ding tho 
soldiers rolli ng like balls and dashing then into tho deep snowirizta.

rear of tho christian lines so furivts was tho onomyn deadly fire. 
The shock of the asanult had beon fearful and the christian losses 
as well as the enouys was inconcoivably terrific. 

Though the glandelinians had finally been held at bay another section 
of the wave had etruck Kindornines front saa tima later, and it was 
evident that at all points the battle had renchod its highest fury, the 
enomy all the time during the attacking yelling their loudest. 

Tt was sane tine before the assault could be even repulsed and even 
fifteen minites -later to the surprise of the generals they saw another 
great wave of @landelinians approaching with indesxriable fury. The 

wave of glandelinians resembled a huge surge of men rushing forward 
during a great panic from some horrible w-event about to happen and it 
was moving in the direction of genoral yivians already badly whipped

{ This monsterous wave of qlandelinians seemed almost too large 
to be real, which seemed +o stretch far beyond tho length of the 
very plains itself, and at tims it was whitened into invisibility 
by the fd4ring of their own muskets the wave advancing in « peailel 
ling and as the christian batteries again let loose witha roar the 
mightiness which no one can describe, it still came on though torn and 
river riven extending as far as i could be viewed.

to thei r feet and limped back tward the further part of the rear to got 
orders romarking by telegraph to Hanson that the battle seemed to be 
tting worse agains 
The ered yells of the enowy though recoding in ita fury stii1 con 
tinued vicowly, and tho Jandolinijans were soon again driving and plunging 
and rolling heavily against the christian lines,‘ and sea after soa of 
humanity ripped tho christian line only to fal pack.Wh le the generals wore 
praying for success another surge of Inmanity came screaing upon the 
christian line fairly mingling with tho christians in a despsrave hand to 
hand fight only to be driven back again. Another, and st4ll another struck 
the christian forces back in quick succession, tut each time the christian 
columns: railied and stood manfully against the staggoring blows chacing the 
retiring glandelinians viciously every time they repulsed the foe, hurl 
ding themselves forward and rushing on untill recalled, and leaving the 
Glardeliniens like a ship wallowing in-the backwash. Nothing stil. could 
be heard above tho seraauing of tho Rae ee YolL'' and the 
hiss and roar of the shells and firing of all kinds of guns and the smoke 
etill enveloped the battle line like a white shraid despite the black 
dekness of the night which was very cloidy. Ono y the bravey of the 
Abyssinkilians and their artillery fire of all the batteries kept 
the whole christian line frou being brokey beyond rally. Yet already 
Hansons whole forco was in fragnents the ,landelinians having attacked his 
line inanugly quarter of the main christian position and had at the Very 
first almost cont the whole army reeling under tho force of the blow 
In thoir ragged condition the Angelinian columms could no 
longer expect to hold out succossfully as the enemy still attacked in solid 
fresiy massos, tho colwms of the foe sweeping forward with cennee 
forces Every blow made the christian line su shudder and tremble as 
though 4t were a frightened child but oti) the christian forcos atood 
their ground boldly sometimes to be lost to view in the smoke shroud 
and flashes with fire. The whole christian line were spimed in smoke 
ecnasionally and often the solid columms in purple were swopt back by 
a blow reciaved by them fraa tho enemy and after overy sweep of the attack 
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the survivors rallisd and plunged into the Syandelinian columns driving 
them back but nevertheless with no aid coming thie whole of Hansons army 
felt: itself in dis distress and general Hanson reported the fact to 
Evans. At that hour it being exnctly three o-alock in the morning the 
ground before tho works peing already piled up high in hodiss of the 
slain, a portion of tho christian line had again broken and the terrific 
force of the delinian attack sent huge columns of christians back 
flying in gred great confueicon. Two minutes later some officor discovored 
fire in every one of the generals heedquartars and among the woolen 
preastworks and abntis of the christian lines. Roaring flames shot out 
the upper windows of every house, and the abatis wont like o11 igniting 
the dry dead leaves of the treed still standing and it looked for a tims 
as if the christian forces would havo +o abandon the works but the 
fires in the houses were easily put out and the abatis burned out without 
causing any trouble whatever. Heantine the results of the battle stil) 
could not be termed and not long after the fire it wns discovered that a 
good portion of the plandelinians wore ret iring but at other points 
they had gained a good hold of the christian position, and all the 
despi ‘p desperate attempts of the christians to regain the positions 
failed. As a last resort the Angelinians let go all their longest 
lines of cannons ina general dissharge.This aotion was respos responsible 
for the three more hours of desperate battling which followed among many 
of the very generals thomsolyes whore thoy strove’ to check the foe at 
all costs and regain the positions lost tg them. To general ,anoons 
disgust all attempts were failing and the _landelinian fire was fairly 
combing his columns and aending every one 8f the survivin si survivors 
flying back for their lives. With their progress samewhat arregted 
however by the furious counter charges of the angelinians the plandelinisa 
Yandelinians began te hold their own ground forming in parellel line and 
Ruertas the works as close as possible. 

At this time the main olristian genorels under Hanson having 
heard news from Signal gtation Number One, discovered the situation, 
and these generals havitig left their horses behind, and Imowing that 
the strongest force of Abyssinkilians could not l4ve in facing the thunie 
thundering cannon in possession of the enemy, followed the sit uation 
ans well as they know how, trying to think of some p pian and depend 
ing on other signal stations for informations and war appa ratus. 

Also in the meantime the wreck of the andelinian forces was s86n by 
the signal men of gtation Number Two tfe officor being Lieutenant 
general Failen who quickly ordered his men to signal other stations of 
the situation. The glandelinisn force who had made the success was about 
half way between the christian rear position and before their ow 
position s at Jennie _ ummer and also botween the two stations at this 
time, and at ons side more christian forces were moving to throw the foe 
packs 

As TIsaid before the battle was still raging fiorcoly and in addition 
to this and a snow riven gale that was ariving the tide of disaster to 
the seemingly victorious qlandolinfans was becauing excoptionally full 
and e4 yet thoy did not realize it. The christian sholl fire dominated 
the entire plains which was nearly four niles wide and ton long, and 
44 was covered with floods of pomior smoke from the bursting shrapnel). 
that ‘never faded away before another bursting cloud of smoke took its 
pince. Betveen the sholl swept plains which was torn up by the shell fire 
of both sides nd and along tho edgo vhore it was” necessary for the 
christian generals to reforna their still confused angelinian divisions 
driven back by the first great onslaught, it was necessary for the 
christian forces to travel through deep snow formed vy the recent 
blizzards and to face death in all its forms as the thundering shell stom 
cont imied +o burst around and receded with gripping swiftness and to resume 
again carrying disaster and ruin everywhere Scattered profusely on the 
plains were huge massoa of driftwood and frngaents of wreckage of trees 

and shattered parts of mmmn bodies that imperiled tho lives of those 
who evor would dare to cross that deadly ''No Man's Tand.*' 

Through all. these perils with the furious onrush of the foe 
clutching as it were thoir very li ves, tearing them f back fran their 
poaitions, and hurling them struggling into the dangerous jumbleof wreck 
age and snow drifts and human bodies, the Angplinians stil. fcught on 
with the encouragement of their generals the Abyseinkilions dragging 
the heavy artillery, and those of the Angelinians who h wore having 
the 1i ghter traveling wero almost having as hard a tine of it. The 
enemys fire still tumbled in across the plains a nover ceasing swoep 
of muskotry, cannon ,and machine guns.The low hills, the dismal 
plains and woods lay flooded with wwreckage and dead and wounded 
bodies. Often the gonerals of the Angoliniane and tho Abyssinkilians 


waded through three feet of snow in level depth sometimes to the top of 
thedr waists in drifte 4n trying to encourage the christian soldiers 
not to yeild to the desperate enorys All were drenched in sweat 
aold as it was with their desperate exertions, their uniforms crackling 
on thedr bodies stifly like tin, But they mung desperately to thoir 
tank. It ma between four and five o-olock that morning when two more 
divisions of Abyssinkilians arived, and reports cam that general yiivian 
was advancing with his whole force to help having revteved the last 
message sent by Hanson and not the others.The horsos pulling the 
artillery had refused to ford the small et reams and sluohos of the 
river between the hi 11s of enow and had been left beningd the men 
not marching pushing and dragging the om cannon thensolyes.The big 
Angelinian columns at bay before the enemy was still holding off fur 
ther attacks and still drifting backwards and forwards along the whole 
line, and thd fresh colums of abyssinkilians now joined forcess with / 
the rallied Angelinians in a strange ani terrifdc part of the battle. 
Tour fnndred yards ofv off the ,landolinian front was 
the christian works partly abandoned by the enemy scmo of tho glands 
lindan brigades still defending 4t and their genorals also, but all along 
the lite their fire was still hot and heavy, st eady, and sure.the 
brave Abyssinkilians at onoo plncad thedr advancing batters eo into 
positdon but when they fired the shells fall too far way ort of reach of 
the glandolinia glandelinian forces and the artillery men were swept 
away 80 fast by the fire of the foe that they were not enabled to fire 
another broadaide.e A mi even before another could be fired the 
Qlandelinian artillery broke loose 4n a general discharge anid the artillery 
of tho Abysuinkiljans had to be withdraw ot of rango. Reloading 
the guus and othor war apparatus, they started again to find a batt er 
position for their aim laboring manfully in the deep snow to keep 
paco with the advancing christian reinforeenents.? In order to do this 
they ware obliged +0 proceed at what was almost # rut. 

Aft er breatless work lating over twenty mimtas they were 
agnin in tho position the guns wero onco more planted and another 
volley fired. But as the position of tho ground was lo and tho only 
point of vantage frow which the guns cold be shot was thy top of 
the lmolls on which the effect was made was in an dindontation they again 
unlimberod the cannon for it we furthor fran tho foe and the volley 
had failed to reach the foe and 89 oncdo more they staggered oneAs the ‘ 
advance now led ormmrd the condition of the battle line becane w Oorse. 
The next hill wae soven hundred yards fart her on and the position 
+tat lay in front of it was well nigh dJmpassable on account of the 
raging foe assault and storm of firing the-fce here attacking veheuatly 
ard furiously the situation being all the more dangerous and ao after 
twenty eight mi nutes of grin effort it was finally gnined only to find 
tho ran ge still too long Int nevertheless the guns were placed into pesit 
jon and carsful obsorvations were taken to make this volley of shote 
succossfule 
Thot it would have been successful is probable had not the range been 
too short » It is difficult to describe the discouraging outlook that 
now faced the nervy wen of the artillery. Once more grinly they 
reloadec reloaded their guns and resumed the movement through the furious 
Dlizzard of fri firing and now they could see the position half buried 
jn dead and wourdod christians with the forms of officers laying among 
them, One officer a small one was hanging domvward on the sailent held by 
the lashing arowd his feet whoro thoy had slipped when he froze to 
death and fell. Frau first to Jast the terrible difficulties of tho 
Glandolini Abyssin, kilian artillery wen and the perils which besot then 
never sinckoned for a moment tut increased. The wheels of the cannons 
sank so quickly in the infiltrated so snow that the conveyances had to 
beconstantly unloaded and portions of the apparatus carried by men on 
stretchers to lighten tho guns sufficont ly enough to make progress 
possdble and at other tives tho men would have to fling themselves 
upon the wheols ad @ nd push then with all their strength to prevent 
the cassions and artillery fraa peing stuck by the inequalities of the 
snow covered growmd.All the while tho fury of the enemys fire had 
peen gradually tearing off and smashing tho upper branches of sl), tho 
trees within the vinicity and sontt ering off the branchos + ogether with 
the bark. This fury of hell cont imed stead ily and the plains was 
full of this debris which was constantly .u hurled up into the air 
right in front of tho advancing christian b&teries. The oir seened 
full of flying splinters overy time a broadside of shells fran the 
enemy bursted and also wreck of cordwood, ad in fording mall 
streams the atta attention of the artillery men was about equally 
Qovyided betwoon stendying and hauling through the snow and avoding the 
full range na of the snenye firéde 
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On the ess in3ndated ground the dangor continued, the whole region 
being swept by da dangpaus nisselseA sudden outburst of fresh firing 
added by great explosions here and there and flyin flinging through the 
air greq great clouds of wrochaye, aticks or stacks of wood upon the 
artillery’ forces and Many 4iynes mon ‘ware knockod dom by flying shold 
fragnonts. The escupes wore numercuse Tt was with great difficulty tha 
that the artillery men could keep their feot in this constant onslaught 
and pelting of wreckage throw 4n all directions by the exploding barrages 
of the oncnys sholls.But not o man fell away or flinched from the work 
before hin Int bore the raking labor with the same courage and com 
posure and tho aame disciplined dbedience to tho direction of tho leader 
evory mind bent upon getting pack those captured works, Of their tasinot 
the least difficult was that of keeping the lines of christians within 
sight and especially the guns and power dry in the unusual drench of 
flying snow all around thom throw upon thom by oxviosions and it was 
difficult to understand how they contimod 44 for aside fraa the mimber of 
actual firings when ever & momentarily pause of the onewye atillery, or 
slowing of the christian charges offered a chanco for action. At least 
a dozen timea the artillery was hastily unlinherd and dmed aimed in the 
nearest point the guns planted ad tho phot and shell arranged for the 
effort when the Angelinians vould suddenly roll forward tyward the enemy 
within rango of their ow friends, and the A byssinkilian men would have 
to reload their carts and toil on again after then in this way and with 
these interruptions they worked dow along the great plnin tward signal 
4er of a intle beyond it, whon a chanco 
4 the shots flew too far to the rear 
men moved again stubborniy on and 
suddenly tho go long over the edgo of the sailent 
fell and was out o~olock in the morning 
put the art , activity, whe 
whenthey saw aother c " 
the enemy poured ina blaze of musketry upon the 
the artillery men moved on still to a point three quarters of a mile 
below the signal station whore they got another chanco to fire o grodside 
broadside which however fel short tho glandelinians having withdraw 
tc o cortain distance to their ow rear, and also the fury of the firing 
had forced tho # artillery ‘en farthor a ad farther back on the nilia ad 
they advancod and the artillery too being weighted with frozon snow ond 
moistere But agin the cassions were reloaded and the march recumede A 
Little below the station they had another chnace to fire a prondside, and 
this time it was a succoss. Tho volley of ono- hundred shells flew 
through tho bra nehes of the tree tops swooping the gray lines to piecos 
aiid a horrible roar of explosions. As the christian infentry stil con 
tinued to roll forward nothing yet could be done to fire a socond volley 
with such good effect but while the greater part loaded the guns again 
and got them ready and trudged on with-the assailants for a closer 
range and kept paco with the advancing angolinians. At the end of nother 
another quarter of a mile the Angelinian forces struck against the foe 1 
iike the + idal wave then suddenly melted =x away into fragzents of men 
J@ left and recoiled under the pressure of clandeLininn reinforce 
ments. At last the time had come and another broadside was fia fired with 
good adn and tore the onenys line to fragnents a second tine causing 
confusions The angelinians rolled backwards but a giant column of 
ry rushod through the ranks of the recoiling 
dng the first line trenches of the 
‘landolinians receding as swiftly as 
tnedr fearful musketry fire. Wot a one 
Abyssinkilian infantry so severewas 
the enemys fire, and many jecosBelisving now that 
the christian wave was ab 
commanding the fresh divisions 0o 
general Haneons wise warnings advanco 
enemy thinking victory was already won, tut none of them came hack to tell 
the tale having met con lete annihilation. Meantine general ,,ivian who had 
arived with his amay discovered the stranded condition of general 
Hansons army a quarter of amie to his om front, and ho aiso discovyored 
the the signal stations were signalling for holp froa the next division 
Reswall Buster Johnstons armye ; 
One scone of the battle was a tremendous tragody. A-large force 
of the Abyasinkilians were in tho wildest confusion. General vivian 
had thirteon grout divisions and thirteen great generals and so these 
wore throm formrd not knowing of courso’ the dangers of counter charging 
tho Glandelinians know as T urnerannian Se 


These divisions wiich were nr new ones and all abbiennians wore one 
million strong and theplnco for tho Jaunch was to be made was covered 
by fresh Angelinian artillery and these divisions reached the panic ‘stricken - 
Abyssinkilinna and ralli ed them without troubles For about twenty minites 
it soemed ns if everything was going to be right as all glandelinien 
forces ware fleoing before their advancs in a panic not~ able to he 
stoppedeIt was when the first line of suddenly appearing gargolinians 
came suddenly upon thom that genoral T urmer Hanson founds that his 
estimates of the | urmeriannians not being fir fierce ond sanguinary 
Glanielinians had boen a erre From the Qlaniolinians a dreadful fire 
wa was opened boiling the scons into a sething oaldron of holl,The 
first six divisions of Abyssinkilians were swept and torn to piecos 
by the close quarters engagement with the gargolians and then the whole 
surviving line having its left annihilated was hurled backwards despite 
the fisrconess of tho resistance. The monsterous hooded glandelinian 
colum showldered the Abyssinkilians charging them as violently as if shoot 
ing dom a tttrough and ten general officers trying +0 rally their 
coluwins fell wounded. ‘Ten aciously with the hardin hardihood that 
the service breeds in + he Abyssinkilinans the christians stood their 
ground manfully and i noh by inch worked their torn and mangled lines 
eut of tho tresondous melee and repulsed the successive wavou of the 
glandeLinians amid frightful slaughter, wt it was entirely for oven tho 
reinforcoments holping then for the Abyssinkdlians thensolves to stand 
anothor hour against these fiercest of all glandelinians entirely. 
Completely worn out by their exertions the soldiers were unable 
to stand ground any longer against the terrific sea of humanity in 
gray and there was nothing left to do tut turn tail and run for the 
reareAnd ann attempt was imdo to rally after the retreat contimed for a 
certain distance bit a furious sea of Turmermannians rolled upon the christ 
fan line in broadside fashion, the slaughter being redoubled and general 
Jebsio of the Abyssinkilians wos mortally wonded-as he tried to get his 
frantic men to retire and leave the screeching gargolian fiends alone 
This als o was a diffuc difficult task. A quart er of an hour pa 
passod and but a few hundred yarde had. been made in trying to stem the 
furious advanco of the sea of Glandolinian soldi ers. Then goneral 
jurmer yanson seeing the strength of his om forces giving - out 
consulted his other generals of what should be done. General ohn Nelson 
decided to try counter charging the onemy again. 
By this tine the whole pinin was half covered with fresh 
fallen of hoth sides and also the christian line was getting jagged making 
the situation very dangerous and keeping many officers all the tine 
striving to keep the forces together thus taking all thoir ow strength 
and courage to do this. Watching his chanco general Hanson shot his colums 
forward to the rescue and checking the first onrush of the wildly attacking 
enemy upon the panic stricken troops gained one hundred yards ahead 
ani driving sane of the divisions of the foe back before the next onrush 
of the fresh divisions of glandolinians caught those who were demorilizeds 
This column of qlandalinians wae also checked with great loss and half 
the distance that hed been lost ms recovered cnsily as it seomode 
But the poril was only about to begin. Before the hardy christian generals 
now Jay a sweeping ¢t ideal mve of landelininns whose onrushes were very 
contimious. Thers was but one thing $o do, and that was to hold the 
christian line together against each “onrush and trust to the arival of 
more cannon and reinforcotents to carry the christian success home.The scene 
only worked for a manent then suddenly close to the main line of earth= 
works==---80 close to penmait the Abyssinkilians to soe the white of 
their eyes a tge wall of T urmerannians crushed their way forward with 
wild yells, the whole Ayssinkilian forces was literally cverwheoned 
and sent flying back in confusion through the uselstrane of smoking 
peril like a pieso of wood in a rapids. T he generals were wounded ten 
of thom, some throm dow by the onrush and then with the remdnder 
of the forcos began a terrific struggle for life. General TT urmer yanson 
was killed as his om line was overthrown and his bedy wa fond later a 
mile fran the scone of tho conflict an ugly blue brus bruise across the 
forehead perhaps from the blow of a gilendelinian musket butt or the 
blunt part of sane Gargolin sabre. Tho other generals at first tried to 
rally their forces in order to regain t he lost ground but soeing their 
retreating lines going to pisces in tho faco of the furiois fire of the 
advn advancing enemy abandoned the efforts and struck out for the rear. 
Thi rty seconds later general Jeole ard another high officer of 
renk was carried fron the scene of wild pattie half dead. 
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G@2neral Yelinis wes within ten yards of the rage of tho enemys fire as 
he also strove to rally the mon ‘mt tho strong forco of the retrenting 
christians carri ad him backwards with thoir tothe rear flow and for 
the arvi ariving calverinian forces which had arived in 
ing a desporate struggle to restore order 
reach. Ho finally gainod same con 
the terrible disaster. Genoral © Hansel 
than Nelkins.

on the forehead. The rew + of the christian generals withdrew their shat 
tered divisions saftly to the rear only one divisions stil), remaining 
tho in the fields of damankion.Tho division of Abyasinkilians made 4 
galiont struggle for ite existance while the crowia of Calverinians were 


‘preparing +o maet tho oncoming ensmy.The division was reinforcomed by 


exceptionally strong colums of rallied Angelinians.The Limit of the 
situation now came. T he qiande1inians rushed on wildly tward the christ 
jan linea and st ruck strong certain blows and pressed On 60 far 

that they were almost within reach of tho christ jan art Dlery far in 
the rear which suddenly opened’ a destructive fi xe, and torn to fragnents 
the qlandelinian wve recedede Onco more the qiandelinians came on 

only to be again caught under the artillery storm and swept back soveral 
bhundred yards by a terrific counter charges This time as the foe charged 
those of the Calverinians not toed that their blow was more feeble. 

They got within fourty feat of the christian line and rewminod there for 
twenty minutes echanging terrific yolleys with tho ° christian infantry without 
coasing fighting the last grin ond losing struggle Gradually their efforts 
became more feeble untill after fifteen mimites more the survivors gave 
wg way in confusion. 

Along other portions of general jyansons battle linehis 
army was still like a ship aground in a heavy sea while even though it wa 
was now day & heavy pall of smoke hid the most nearast trees in the 
woods surrounding the whitened plains covered so thickly with bodies, and 
as most of the generale had really lost heart. over the terrible 
situation in that furious battle of Calverinia ,,owm or qurpentine Forest 
-44 was believed that no help could reach them not even frea general 
poswoll guster Johnst on as they had heard that general vivian in caning 
tobthe aid had been defeated entirely and this dubious prospect 
ao alarmed the generals that is sane of them that: they prepared tovgive 
orders for a general retreat and abandon the fight. General Hanson vivian 
who was watching every moyeunt-moyement furiously ordered then to stand 
by the colors believing that god would surely send help before his whole 
line went to pieces, but 80 terrified were the officers that for a time 
they paid no heed to hin. Dashing back and forth in the rear of the 
line they start ed to write the orders despite comands, threats, and 
at last entreaties fron general Hanson who set an example by exposing 
himself to rally the coluwms already broken and in disorder. At this 
moment shame of the foolish act seemed to reach the manhood of the 
officers who enduced goneral Hanson to pring up more reserves. Seeing that 
af he refused all the officers would probably desert hin through anger, 
and that there would be no possible means of escape in case of need, 
general Hanson yeilied and hurled forward a perfectly strong force of 
Abbisannians. 

As general Hanson and same of the other superior generals were about t o 
move other Abbieannian brigades the~ fog of moke for a manent becmns 
thinner revealing a long line of Gargolians and froaa the s moke of 
firing the seried lines of the foe indeed resenbled +o him a white 
stretch of breakers storming and rolling with fury, and genoral jjanson 
all at once saw that it would be entirely iuspossible for any division 
of Abbdeannians large as they were to hold the foe back successfully 
without their Lines being smashed +o splinters.|ie was about to o@smand 
the inact ive artillery line in the rear %@ cams up close and pour 
in their {£4 re when suddenly a giant wall of clandolinians crashed against 
the new reinforcements throwing the line back in some confusion. Lying 
across the second line of works was a small batt ery unfit for anything 
tut the smoothest shana battle but general jfanson did not hesitate. He 
ordered the artillery t o be loaded with grapo and canister to the 
very imzzle and with a prayer leaped among the confused masses to 
rallythem. In sane miraculous fashion the ti ny cockshell of a pattery 
hela the enemy at bay and t+ ore a monsterous gap in the line of gray. 
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Then pon ¢ imes the small batt ery was discharged full in the faco of the 
enemy ata range of three hundred fee% and how the ren managed to keep 
the aitall battery from being captured in the storm swept sen of Inmanity 
was a mivacts but they did 0 tearing yap after gap as fast t as they 
discharged the guns and after a terrific effort at a closer range 
finally staggered the enemy with a deadly discharge and it ws the work 
of a manent, before the enemy at this point began t o recoil just os 
the mn batteries arived and taking position opened fire and raked 
the foo lines to pieces.Ad as the wodght of the christian line at thi s 
portion was suddeniy withdrawn t tho retreating colums were engulfed in a 
huge torrent of giandelinians that sent them flying in the wildost con 
fusion. Genoral yanson vivian hinself seeing his officers many of them 
jn the last stage of exmastion threw forward anothor division and while 
these covered the retreat of the panic stricken columns tho fleeing 
fugitives were withdrawn + 0 saftly safty. The storm of battle contimed 
on elsewhere a howling roaring conflict of horror while the violenve of 
the Clandelinian onslaughts had dented many portions of the ri ght wing 
of jnsons army. The meador Jands were coyersd with the siain and so 
fierce was the firing along tho onemys lines that many of the Angelinian 
generals could not see anything through the thick haze of smoke but 
by sheilding his eyes and looking across the plains with the help of 
field glasses the dim outline of the retreating christian colums could 
be seon.. These genorals quickly ran for the rear and after raising the 
alarm quickly led their ,abbioannian forces to the rosous. Baffled by ‘the 
two fset of snow which Jay thick on the plains not yet reached by the 
bloody battle lino by the shock of oxnlosions that tore seams in 
their faces and by the intense roar of musketry which shocked all who 
heard it they ploughed on and when one of the officers saw that the large 
christian brigades were driven back by the foe and was coming head on 
in panic stricken fugitives for the rear they deplyed their om 
divisions to stem the enemys advance tut before thoir artillery could 
be placed into position the enewy running furiously to the charge came 
up close +o the rear of the panics stricken fugitives struck with terrifé 
terrific Lapa impet impact and mingled with them in the wildest con 
fuoione When the shock cams a torrent of quandolinians fairly mingled 
with the retreating ,angelinians swarming over the entire region and soon 
everything was hidden away ina storm of smoke. When tho panics stricken 
coluzms came up and streamed to the rear tho artillery prepared to 
me meot the fussiladeof thundering quandolinian ‘surfs and just opened 
as the last of the fugitives fled to the rear, At-this tine all the 
artillery men were ready with their guns while tho calverinians ard 
Abbieannjans crowded to the support and then both lines of artillory 
and infantry opened up with the roar of hell all along the line.The shock 
was terrific for tho ensnys line was torn through and through and 
showed scores of big gaps in their biggest columns put the discharge had 
been too Inte and they closed with yells that was simply deafening heaven 
itself from tho din. In vein did the christian officors signall 
and short orders of all kinds amid the tremendous confusion nothing 
could: be heard for the uproar of the battle and the sora screaming of 
the Glandelinian ‘'pevil Yell."' 
At this” nawent many of the christian generals were filled with 
horror. The angelinians were ‘now coming prepared to take terrible 
risks as at Hunsons camands.Santhing mist be doge to stop the 
attack of the foe. Meammhile all of the nearest qiandelinian oolums 
had heen broken up and wore being swopt and torn by the severe christian 
fire and the firing was so severe that it woll ne nigh inmuwed the 
death of any muaber of persons who were exposed. Ina manent many 
of the christian guns fouled and disregarding the shouts to wait one o of 
tho officora clad only in a pair of trausers sei zed his sabre and 
began to work his way song his troops who ‘were surging forward, und a 
few feot ahend of him tho enemys , muskotry roared and crashede suddenly 
a giant surge of gray caught his troops in its grip and hurled them back 
cyer the works, He Inng on with the desperation of despair but as he tried 
to get his men to go forward again and as the men ozcrossed the works 
and moved forward a colin of Glandelinians caught them in the flank 
and he was abandoned but nevertheless most of the christinn ldne was 
drawn as tight as a banjo string and in ea moment the ill fated lands 
linjans would have been ami hilated entirely had not the: other forces 
withdrawn and allowed them to ret ire toa safe distance,Rushing forward 
with tho now succossful Angellinjans and other forces 8 sergeant seized & 
regim regimental color and as the jlendelinians rolled backwards swing 
it to the breoze.Thes next instant both were caught in the path of a 
withering fire delivered by the enemy and though womded, by @ terrific 
effort the sergeant succesded in regaining his footing and still clutching 


the flag carried it out of range of the ne enenys storm of bullets. While 
this desperate struggle was taking place two noro divisions had reinforced 
the th torn and bleeding christian line, Gensral surfmann Bruntlaw sprnag 
among his half demorilized men to prevent thom from being thrown back 
by the enemys attack but was swept fraa his feat by the concussion of a 
great explosion his life hanging on a straw as he was fully exposed 
to adoadly fire fran the snomys main line of batteries, He was 
carried tward the rear dangerously wounded and placod in the arny antl 
anco. At the manent of Bruntlaws peril was recognized by many of his 
rnard gurfmann his prothor ieaped to his 
mded and as he lay ion a 
round struggling to ge dom hy an exploding 
Snel and held him thore pinioned unde or fully a 
mimte he ‘lay there helpless in sigh 
suffocating.At last nearly dead & 
free. Meantime another general was torn from his hold: 
ani mangled by 8 machine gun front of him, General reat Han 
derson went for tho rought thom f o the 
rear.They were st 111 co §6firing when 
a good postion of general | 
‘The ~landolinians at this time had beon ma 
charge of all in the bib biggest column of all and as 
christian line there was & yedoudled roar of mketry end cannon 
aiand the enemys line was like a big ship stove to kindling wood, 
and the survivors recoiled onco more.Seven ' o-clock came and still every 
thing was wicd in nature itself it seemed.The left grand division of 
the Abyssinkilian force- had been broken in two and twenty guns disab 
led by a broadside of glandelinian shells.The Angelinien generals 
under genoral vivian now Yaunched the first biggest of their divisions 
to the rescue of general Hansons army.Tt was 4 terrific pull through the 
furious battle storm but the Angelinian forces with the help of a cover 
ing fire of 10,000 cannon which tore and swept all. before 4t accamplished 
their purpose and had possession for tho first time sinco the begginning 
of the battle of their works.The generals thon directed the other 
officers to bring up the artillery and to hola the recaptured position 
& at all costs. ‘

for a panic among the twelve brigades of Angelinians that before it 
subsided cost many loss of officors. The Angelinians in a frenzy of 
fear recoiled in confusion and before they could be rallied tho noxt 
shock of the onslaught caught the panic strickon angelinians on the 
rear and turned their whole flank, Then as the plandelinians intermingled 
ensued a most despgrate death struggle. A hundred yards

In this desperate monent gonoral jane tttried to hold back the 
foe with tho holp of field guns and fought desperately as in a ded death 
grip. For mimtes while the sea of humanity bettered the ohristinn lineand 
the smoke almost strangiied them the officor fought his ast grin fight 
for lifs by that battery of artillery, the enemy to break the frenzied 
grip of the artillery men, and Hanson Haus to retain it . Suddenly wha 
when it seemed that most both must annihlalated amihilate ench other 
the artillery men were picked off so rapidly that the battery was so-n 
overwhelmed and captured and Hans severely wounded. His strenogth thon 
left him. His arms 1 relaxed, his oyes glazed. 
'tT'm going.''He gasped and sank to the anow.blie the only surviver of 
these generals of the ,ngelinians crawled out of range of the enemys 
pitching fire and succeeded in dragging ao fallen regimental color s0 that 
he could get hold onto it and better maintain his position. The pall of 
s oke fran the firing was so thick that he could not see anything now 
nt all in the distance untill glancing tard his rear he sav a color 
bear waving aw flag throigh tho haze stagger like a drunken man, 
try to moye forward, and then pitch on his faco. Brave Elis did not 
hesitate. , ‘ 
''T'71 save that poor fellow and the flag also.''ie announced cooly. 
On the ground near a wounded man lay a water bottle.Xicking off his 
heavy bocts Flie despite his comrades who begged him not to go as it 
would be certain destruction in such a frightful maketry infornv,~ran 
forward only to fin find himself wounded in the 18 left hand. Grasp 
ing a marlin pike and sam rasps he fizo fixed them onto sone large 
boards and covering it witha thick matress and pinnket used it as a 
shoild and then tymring a gun fron the hands of one of his commades 
who tried to restrain him Flie leapod forward tward the fallen mn in 
the face of that storm of bullé: bullets on an errand tho only 
possible end of which meant death. It was very fortunate that the 
rudely made shalld was just large enough ani he rushed forward with 
terrific speed. Twico he fell tripping on a branch or root under the deep 
snow and how he kept himself fran hdn being hit by willets those who 
watched him cculd never uniee understand. 4 But he was not in the least 
touched and at times the smoke was driven so thick before his eyes 
that he saw nothing untill suddenly out of a mist the fallen wen with 
the flag was seena dozen feet away. He rescued both the wounded color 
bearer and the flag and then with the unseouncious man lying limp.Ke had 
reached the fellow but the hardest struggle yet Jay ahead. TO atteapt 
to reach the rear of the christinn lines under ouch a fire would ‘have 
peen folly. To try and run across tho Inne would have beon sucide. 
There was only tho naked shore of the Ne=tyollostor Run pi ver ahead 
and here the battle was also raging furiously and for a manent the 
steeled nerved Elie held back desperately hesitating before tha last 
grapple with death, and that monontary pause saved his life and that of 
the flag bearers 
In the direction of the firing line a swarm of: figuras was hurrying 
tward tho point whore the color bearer hé had fallen,Plie saw it and hung 
on against the furious possibility of being exposed and crawled forward 
dragging both * flags and the wan with hin.Ne was a big and very strong 
man put ‘zhon he reached the point he aimed for their ms blue marks 
on his armas whore the blood vessels had burst under the skin in that 
last mighty effort . Thrae ul mites----~ perhaps ten mimtes paased--- and 
then with sone of the men who had come to the rescue running tward hin 
to render aid and soon the two were dragged to safty. Elis gainec gained 
nis feot and as the men attentec to tho wounded color bearer Elie took 
pa look at the terrific firing which still coupled with that of the 
onenty. Without hesitat ion plie sent the alarm to many signal stations, and 
ordered the Angelinians to stand more firm but tho attack of the osneny 
was so heavy that the christians were throm back behind their works. 
Time and again general Elie led his volunteers into the storm but each 
time thoy were beaten back and iany suryivors cut and bruised fran the 
buffeting and pwamelling thoy recieved.

When about three hundred yards fran the rear where tho tents 
wore in sight his right began to fail him and soon again ho cold see 
nothing but he kept right on crawling.When his hands strick the deeper snow 
ho held on all he cold and crawled untill he cold no longer fell the 
snow and lay dow. He was so weak that he could no long er recover his 

f feot.e-He recollected somebody saying; 

ttfoy god's sake Elie dear is 4t you come be back to us in this 
fashiont''And of his taking hin up.He Imew nothing more untill he found 
himself in the baso hospital. Tt was only crawling that enabled him to reuch 
the far distant christian caup and the orawling was the only thing that 
should have been done under such graveconditions, Kile told the wounded 

in the hospital, about the rest of the gonerals who had been either 
wounded or killed knowing frou experience that it ‘wns impossiblofor any 
genoral to face such firing without fatal results. 

The losses in generals was a tragedy. Two werd woinded and nearly 
frozen to death before they ware prought +o the reer. The first general 
to perish was general saunders shot through the head as he strove to make 
his men ove forward against the onenye the next was three othor yenorals 

who ‘had beon wounded, and lay on the ground untill they frozo to 
death. The other far generals died in the trenches late in the 
morning while sane other officors wero fighting to save thom? One genoral 
died at.six o-clock his add following twenty minutes later and an 
officer who was his son frenzied with grief dashed to tho rear and took 
ré refuge among the wounded where he threw hinsolf dow ond wold have 
died also had not the doctors attented to his wands Lrodiately.So enda 
the tragic story of the terrible death of so many christian generals. 
But unspealmbly fearful was the loss of general offices ‘on the enenys 
sides, the glandolininns having lost sixty six in all, Had it eon 
warmer when tho umusual battle raged there would have been a posolbility 
that every one of the gencrals who had been only wounded could have 
beon saved as it was the freezing to death that coused tho deaths of 
so many generals and soldiers « General Hansons gratitude for tho victory 
that was won with the arival of his prothor army cannot be des 
eribedeIt had been one of tho worse pattles that he had ever seen 
and probably one of the worse battles evor written in his experiences 
up to this time. The battle had raged fully seventeen hours and even dur 
ing that scremaing conflict the christian encampnents had beon croviod 
with wounded soldips strewsing to the rear. He had not heard of the 
generals who so madly gave up their lives for the saving of the 
salvation Army of Angelindnand who had pers perished in trying to 
rally the christ ian line time and again untill the other genorals 
told hin of the + ragedy. General parson, his brother and'gannon, 
germins yivian, his brother, general yelter Jennings, and violet and 
her sisters had been a full witness of the pattle sinco ite startuwith 
the great fire in Jennie ‘urmer. Violet and her sisters thanked 70d 
for the safty of the christian aruy once more.The amy of the foe who 
had raged the batt le had receded a bloody helpless wreck. Ha nloys 
tentions of the assault had been to dimnediately break the selge 9° 
christian army which had begun. He had followed out his pins first by 
miking the great fires in Jennio » urmer and then by preparing hi’ his 
forces for the final clash with his christinn enemies along the -

Not ashamed yet strangely int erested general yanson and his 
brother and the inspectors followed the group up a rickety stairway through 
a dark il] smolling hall, into a tiny kitchon lighted by sa sputtering 
damp. A quick silenco fell on the noisy group as thoy saw before then 
the pitiful scene. So far their evening of good followship had heen 
amerry lark, ut all jost did di ed away in the face of such suffering 
as they saw here within their newly advanced christian line. As they

Shortly afterwards the child agein 
camenced to rave furio furiously howling like a dog in distress and soon 
hor heart action became weaker, while her pilse wna fluttering and 
weakening sti11 more, and again the end appeared at hand.

ments also could not spare troops as they had to send big extra forces to 
hold the enemy ermies at bay. :

Bicknell reckoning that the roada were still very good was unconcerned 
ard least apprehensive of danger untill when the assault came and drove 
his whole center back in the wildwat confusion even before the other 
g armies of Abyssinkilians could arive to lend him afd. The situation was 
drendful and even his officers could distinctly hear heavy firing of 
greet intensity clsawhore which became very fierce and strong and contiried 
$o grow fierce and fiorcer untill general picknel! began ‘to see excite 
ment in the faces of the men rushing forward to reatore the broken line 
at the center and ne decided to make investigation and see where the 
new struggle was. He had sent out mon to investt gate just at the moment 
that Gertrude Angeline was brought into the lines by several guardians 
and she declared that general ,ivianias right wing had already been badly 
reducad by géneral Calveines Fierco glantelinian attack and sho also stated 
that general pi cknell should do something before the smse storm of asanults 
would come upon his center without warning. Sut she had arived too 
late and already yicknell me doing all that he possibly could to drive 
g ba back the foe nlong the contor but camletely in vain. 

Most of his officera disagreed of counter charging the enemy because 

they dreaded the superior forces of the enemy who vas atte w attacking, 
and tho violence of their onslaughts but Just the sane despite their advises 
and warnings genbal picknell decided to make a sweo ping counter attack 
and to send forces to general yivienias reseua. It teok a long time for 
general ,ieknelo to get the strong concentration started at every point 

tut at this nenent a furlous hurricane of firing along the enemys lines 
wpset all his plans and the-wi- wholeconsentration was repulsed with the 
greatest slaughter, general viviania and Heansonia wore wounded, and the 
battle at its worse raged with an uprom uproar as to make the world seem 
to come to an end and though completely victorious in the first day of the 
battle and driving all bafore his as the tornado does in sweeping the corn 
field Shoemannia suffered the annihilation of his ninth corps. 

That evening gonoral pioknell withdrew a considerble distance back and 
took up new positions close to the Ava Maria heigits and on the next

Ealverinians only +o counts attack the assailants and as the Calverinian 
columns advanced the glanielinians began firing as fast as they knew how 
and goon the roar of mketry became terrific? Gertrude rode up at this 
moment ani riding up to general Failen said; 

‘tr doubt 4f the-advancing Calvorinians can retake those 
positions.See how those glandelinians are firing and our soldiors e# are 
dropping like leaves fran trees in a gele.'' ' 

‘Maybe it can be done but it is risky work.''Said: the general 
who was ordering up his batteries to support the asaault.' "The men 

are alroady dropping in thousands at every volley. Yet they seen very 

undaun t4 undaunted. 

Bicknell indeed fenred that these divisions now being under a murderous 
fire of cannon and musketry would soon be repulsed or annihilated in 
the bargdan and sent’ other divisions to aid them. General gamiilian 

with seven moredivisions consisting of two extra brigades were sent. These 
columns advanced in two long lines ten deep across a wide plain where 
Jarge columns of pholans brigades and battalions were posted. Phelan had 
lesa man than camillian wit yet the christian commander commanded 

abyasinkilians which also came to his aid and Phelan and Camillian went 

' forward at a run to emash the enemy if possible. Then came the ,abyssin 
kildans under the '"T errible Aronburg'' and the red and purple coated 
columns swamting out pressod on yelling like demons tt soon whole 

swarms fell before the onemys deadly msketry Aronburg commanded tho 
first division and was in the lead his gallent manner fi) Ling his’ troops 

with enthusiasm and waving their flags came on o in grand array. 

Avenues were ploughed in the christian lines ad soon shells and shrapnell 
and then canister added to the carnage tearing up thechrietian line like 
a thrashing machine prostrates the wheat. Canmiliian and phelan could 

alrendy see that genval Herdrudes lines torn in pisces and badly mangled 

were already retiring though their very surviving lines seemed ablaze. 

He rode up to his generals and then said to onoof them whose name was 

charles Brow 

‘tthe glandelinians are hard pressing the divisions under Herdrude though 

he has advancad readily for two hours.Take about 1,155,000 men and go to 

his rescuo.T will attend to the torn up divisions under phelan.'' 

General charles Brow Lenediately galloped off to his own canmand 
and orderd t his brigades forward.: 

‘'To Herdrudes rescus.''He oniered.''Check the advance of the enemy 
if you can.'! 

Herdrudes lines were retiring in confusion when Browns men reached them, 

mt at the arival of reinfforcemonts they speedily rallied and opened 

a withping fire upon the advancing eneny. 

"'Yorward''Shouted Brown to his men.''We must check them at all hazaris 

now. Forward charge them.'' 

Browns men immediately rushed forward under a storming fire and attacked 

the enemy with great fury bit met a most terrific fire of artillery and 

mehines guns ani then added by musketry which tore his first line to 
fragmonts. The survivors hesitated and then recoiled tut on pressed tho 
second line and came upon the position with a roar of yells and curses 

and feare fearful was the strugglq and as more and more pressed on and 
closed with the enemy the struggle became fearful. At ten o-clock the 

battle at every point whatever was in full sway and the uproar of firing 
wwas awful. Yerdrude at last repulsed his assailants and cut their massi ve 
line to shreds and Charles Brom was in possession of a long stone wall 

to which he had been driven at the same tine by the victorious eneny 

along his om front and which the exiltant enemy was striving with all 
their demon like fury to regain. On both sides of the stone wAl wall the 
ded ad wounded’ lay in high piles or windrows and blood wa visibleon the 
stone masonry.

Suddenly there was a blase of musketry that 
wiped wit the whole front line of Angelinians, ani then almost 
dnmediatelyafterwards Iundrods of shells per second burst among the 
surviving portion of the mighty surge of men in red and purple tearing 
it to pieces and though men went dow in mt myxdada on pres sed the 
survivors.The mmber of enemy guns increased, their fire grew hotter 
and redoubled w*th a horrible roar f of explosions, the shrapnel. 
exploding in the air raining a storm of fragments and-bullets; and 
polta, desciuiniting whole divis ions of the christians. Genera» yurdrude 
was horrified at this havoc which increased when they came within full 
range but ceneral Brown feared that now it would ve worse to retreat, and so

The aurviving ,ngelinians now gotwithin a easy msket range and made a 
tumlt of payonets as they reached the snenys lines which seened to have 
broken cut into an inferno of furnaces and 50 thick was the smoke, and 60 
fis fierce was tho counter charge of the ,iandelinians that the pocor 
poor ,ngelinians had no chace shance to tlre and they themselves had to 
take to their bayonste ai pikes. Whole lines in purple seemed to go down amd 
amid the bloody-chaces of bayonote but finally the grey colums wavered and 
recoiled, the angelinians as they pressed on again fairly o paving the 
ground with dead and wounded in gray as they persued. Shoenannia not in 
action as yet eaw the di saster and sent large forces to check prows 

divisions. Herdrude saw the approaching overwholaing mnbers and said to 
general Brom ‘ 

"tT don't bolieve wo ean hold out against thom.Will you please send for 
general ca Cami llien ani Failen to cass to our rescus?'! 

Brew at once dopatched a messenger with this notes sf} 


‘''tHendrude is overwhelmid. Will you please send large forces to his’ 

rescue and mins at pisbermnns plain.Firing fearful, slaughter terrific.

Violet was hit a atinging blow on the head by a 
samoulgering branch, and the foliage cverhead and even ehsad of them was 
starting to ignite. T They saw that they were in awful peril for °< 
they knew that a forest fire traveled swifter than a city conflargration. 

Half suffocated by the smoke and beaten by flying branches and twigs thoy 
staggered on while despite it bel ng winter the atmosphere seamed to be 
getting very dry and warm and also tho little girls began to feel the 
tortures of thi rst. The lurid glow was getting brighter and warn winds 
_awopt by in hot squalie almost carrying t he little girls off their 

‘ feet. ‘ 

' Tt mst be a fire lurricane which is produced by the hot draughts 

of forest fires and we are caught sure and may perish.''dasped violet. 
Trees already seemed to be blazing fe far ahead of them and to thoir 

dismay yiolet and her sistes were almost chocking fran the smoke.The red 
glare had become terribly bri ght and they knew that. the fire was 
epproaching fast and furicusly. Jemie tripped over a stones ani fell 
hegre g akimning her knee and ons of her ars. She was almost stunned by 
he fall. 

As her sisters two of them picked u her up gent ly they could already 
feel the heat of the approaching conflargration among the thick foreut of 
pine trees. Their thi rst was now becoming intolerable and they would 
have drank any kind of water had they found it and o& eati ng snow did no 
go0dL Not a trace of water was in sizht not oven a frozen stream. The heat 
itself way beconing worse than the hot waves and once in a while small 
holes were burned in their clothes by flying sparks. Jennie herself was 
scratched and brus bruised from her recont fall and fairly staggered along 
suffering worse from her craving thirst and worse for them the ‘deep 

snow was beconing s wet and slushy from the warmth of the air. The little 
girls realized what the horrors of aforest fire really was for now in the 
far di stance a vertiblewall of fire was approaching along the treo 


topa roaring and hissing like an advancing whirlwind od of death and 
destructione, 


The wall of fire was almost blood red in hue and seemecd. to leap to the... - 
height of: many hundreds of feet throwing a bright dazzling glare over the. 
atnosphere.At other portions immense walls .of smo‘e mioke clouds “arose 
filled with 1ilJions of spectaclur convilt:ions mking a sublime sight . The 
nearest trees were already blazing in sheeto of flame at thei r tops and at 
quite a distance thore was a small opening of ground and the little girls... 
without their knowing 1t wore hending for this through the deep snow. 

The heat was greater than ever and froaao clump of bushes near by the flae 
flames were already leaping fiercely while trees in front of - them were 
blazing by scores like oii, The yivian girls das hed on through this 
fiendishly hot atmosphore but suddenly came upon windrows of blazing 

pi ne tushes and + here was a great danger of them being hemmed in fron 
escape. Yet they passed through itthough the heat was blistering. ¢ Great 
clouds of white smoke and black belched tward them from above and stean 
was,rising from the melting snow and smouldering ground rubish whore 

snow did not lay and yet with heads low down they breasted the suffocat 

i ng clouds, b t but soom came upon a wall of rosing crackling flame. The 
clouds of smoke increased overy minud avery mi mute and realizing how 
hopoloss it wae to go any further jn this di rection through the deep 

snow their pregreas being painfully slow they turned another we more 

di rect tward the open ground.Whole masses of trees to their right seomed 

to bo protty well engulfed in the flames and the woods above itsolf 
seemed to be in t he embrace of fire, ; : 

The ruddy glow of the min advancing fire was increasing every mimte 

and realizing how hopeless it was to go any further they felt mre < 

they were dooned as the thick smoke begun to t umm toa kind of a-red. 

The scene was like sane inforno when more flames broke through the smoke 

red t onguen of flnne presenting a new awful wall of fire whoso heat was 
parchi ng awful. 

Thousands of trees and lines of bushes abd and @ even brushwood were fairly 
blazing nearly everywhere arouhd: them and in this awful atmosphere of 
smoke they were almost strangled. Behind the little girla wasm nan ‘ 
ocean of flames indeed a thousand feot deep all blazing trees and bushes. 
However they were getting nearer and nearer to the open ground, though 

the advac advancing wall of fire burned faster and more furious the 

smoke becaning a regular pall thick as the closest fog. The very nearest 
trees and bushes were blazing furiously the heat of the main fire above . 
igniting bushes and brushwood below and trees imndreds of feet away from 

the conflargration started up. Even thousands of t rees dangerously near the 
li ttle girls were burning like tinder and the fire was s preading s 0 
furiously that hundreds of +t reen seemed to be catch ng at once. 

Many burning + rees fell crashing to t he ground sendi ng up a great 
hurricane of sparks while the roar of the fire and of falling timbers ' 
was terrible . 


‘The smoke was becoming thicker and more chocking every minute cloud after 
. cloud sweeping by and Jennie was already becoming terribly weak from 


inhaling smoke. Millions of s parks flew everywhere ad a terrible 
roar told ,jolet and her sisters that the fire was more dangerously 
near than before and- thousands of tho t oOngues of flame shot thousands 
of feet across the sky over their hsads.The mnoke ws iscre thicker 
and thousands of trees having caught per second becane wonk from burning 
thraigh and may many fell wi th a crashing roar, . 
Violet and her sisters frantically wondereud which direction the 
shristian lines were. .Thoy felt sure they wore lost, And thoy were indeed 
terribly frightened because they could not progresa any swifter than a bird 
hops through the deep snow and they f&t like curs cursi ng the snow 
i toelf. How they prayed to god to save them cannot be told. The conflar 
gration seomed to be aayaan ine es swift as a horse runs and the little 
girle seemed to be doing only a snails movement.sone places the snow 
was hard crusted and onabled them to progress sase what faster but at 
other tina they almost ploughed through snow up to their waist level depth 
and at tins times claabsred over mamtianous drifts, 

Violet and her sisters were frantic. Would they never reach a place of 
safty? Were they to perish after ally And why was it not possible that 
some Angelinian soldiers wold be looking out for ,them.They' now would 
sconer mect a pack of Iungry wolves or evon t he Imndelinians then 
be caught in thep path of an advancing forest fires,And they thought 
vhen deep snow was on the ground a forest of trees cold ‘not rn.And thoy 
were cn caught in the path of the worse forost fires they had evor seen 
aiand they had seon many.

The advance of the fire was as swift as men could run or marck my-march 
and the soldiers who werefight ing the fire off fraa tho forgi 
fortifications they had tudlded in the valley suffered badly fron the 
smoke ani heat and though the teapet ure was below zr sero they were ringig 
wringing wet with aweat. Violet and her sisters glanced frequently wed 
t ward the approaching forest fi res which advanced in leaps and bounds 
covering the whole’ hori zon and half way to the zenith with a shot sheet 
of dazzling flane. ;

He was puzzled 
for the fire was approaching ‘as fast as astorm and to ficht it even by 
counter firing was only sucids. 'e renaged to collect over thirty thousand 
men who were armsd with axse sharp cikes and saws. .

The men did as ordered and soon thousands of trees wore cut dom in a 
very short ting thousands cf more men coming with ~sawa saws and axoe and 
even many of the cannonsrs brought the trees down like flies with their 
solid shot and shells, ani the trees which were dow were rapidly : 
dragged amy by horses to the christian positions to use as ab& abatis. 
In about half an hour a large opening was wide in the woods and then 
the wood cutters da dashed at the trees and other trees cutting dom 
trees at every single line of their work though tormented by many 
Glandelinian snipers ani msvhackers who strove to prevent their work of 
checking the incomlary fire.

Simultaneously more 
than two Imndred thousand men wouen and: children had also tecone refugees fraa 
the flames flying for th eir lives to Pounco=ceesyoolia on foot, for no 
trains could run on account of the twisted trw tracks caused by the heat 
of the Zire and these fugitives were persued by both the conflarpration and 
by the enemy.

ON the 27th of october @ terrific dock and factory fire near the Aronburgs un River 
front following a series of druadful explosions in'one of the main river dock plants 
warehouses of the aberdeoner and’ Wic-qollester qnemical greeny arly ‘that day killed 
t¥o hundred cworkere, and injuee injured nearly a thousand, and six fire men wore killed 
and twenty hurt fighting one of the worse blaxes ever recorded in Big Girl nook citys 2 
Two of the firemen were on the roof of ‘ge of the birning ‘structures and had‘ fallen to deat : 
death in the blazing interfor when a part of the upper soction of the building wan’ : 


plow ‘outward by ote of the explosions:. The billding wid'a full mile of the vharve 
with ‘long Lines’ of loaded freight curs and a number of other buildings were afires. 

arid the bldge was threatening to spread with ‘n unusual fury. any of the deud are 
in the lasing ruiné and that tho many fire ‘men Were unable to reach them, The many 
injured wore fatally hurt and thorefore it was feared they might dio. The cause of the 
tarrific explosions could not ubsolutely be detormined but « surviving work man gald 
‘thiit béforé the explosion he had seen a riumber’ of mon suddenly run from one of the 
pulldings, and men ho hud never before eeon thera.ie sald the foreman’had ween these men 
woting suspiolously ar urd the bullding and had ordored thom away, : 

Ms at ‘the tim of the disaster there sere fully tHree thousend in the building. A very 
otrong northeasterly wind and the fugt that tho plants contained large quantleie of 
““quaintittos of ctiemicale hampered offorte of the fire men in extinguishing the fire and 
af’ of rescueing the many injured inside the turning structures. Kore than three tnousand 
word wotking imaide the structure at thet {me of the explosions, The fire was proceeded 
by eix big explosiona which blew out a large section of the wall along the Galeo gvenus 
side of the five story plant, and witnesaen declared that the @xplosione following 
fire Ina four atory brangh of the bullding came in quick sucoposion and that the ontire 
wall of the building on the Galeo avenus aide ‘was blow outward and a terrific sheét 

of flame leaping two hundred feet accompanied the explosions. Kany of the injured 

ware treated in Che first ald station of the plant but this too had to be sbandoned 
when the flames repidly epreadte that part of the building, end when large portions of 
the river docks caught fire despite the effort of many fire departments to check the
